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NEW PLANS FOR TRINITY. 


The Corporation Is About to Aban- 
don Some of Its Tenements. 


WILL ERECT - BUSINESS PLACES 
Old Houses in the Ninth Ward Will 
Be Torn Down—What 


Tenants in the Historic 


the 


District ‘Say. 


The Corporation of Trinity Church has 
apparently been influenced by the mission- 
ary endeavors of The New-York Times in 
the corporation’s interests and’its tenants’ 
.interests, but to an end that was hardly ex- 
pected when the attention of the public 
Was called to the Callous indifference of its 
Vestry to the welfare of those who occu- 
pied its ramshackle buildings with a high 
deatn rate. 

Trinity is going to spend much money in 
obliterating some of its structures which 
have been eyesores to the public. 

Nor is this all. Trinity, if what was told 


in the Vestry room, in Fulton Street, yes- 
terday is true, is going out. of the business 
of letting tenements to men and women and 
will in its building operations confine itself 
strictly to business structures. 

The iritial step toward securing tenants 
who shall be either tradesmen or factory 
people will be taken about May 1, when all 
buildings on the west side of Varick Street, 
between Spring and Vandam Streets, will 
be razed, as well as eight buildings on the 
north side of Spring Street, west of Varick 
‘Street, and rear, if not front and rear, 
buildings on the south side of Vandam 
Street, from 44.to 54, inclusive. 

In their stead will be erected business 
structures. On the northwest corner of 
Spring and Varick Streets is to be, if pres- 
ent plans are not abandoned, a seven or 
«ight story factory, which will extend west 
"0 275 Spring Street, to the Bradley & Cur- 
‘tier Company’s Building. 

The present plan contemplates the erec- 
tion of two-story buildings for steres’' on 
the sites of 139 to 153 Varick Street and 44 
Vandam Street, so that the Corporation of 
Trinity is to wipe out a number of pictur- 
esque but tumble-down frame buildings, 
which, through age and neglect, had become 
a blot on the neighborhood. 

Inquiry in regard to these demolitions and 
improvements at the Vestry office yesterday 
found corroboration. 

"Yes," said one of the clerical force, 
“that is about the decision, but nothing is 
absolutely decided yet.”’ 

“Then,” asked the reporter for The New- 
York Times, ‘‘ you are getting rid of ten- 
ants, in this quarter, at least?”’ 

“Tenants! We're tired of tenants. Have 
had trouble enough with tenants of late. 
We are going to look out for business ten- 
ants now, and this is a beginning. Why, 
the newspapers made it appear as if the 
corporation was a room-letting concern. 
We are going to put up business places in 
that neighborhood, houses for stores and a 
big business house. You will have.to see 
the architect about the plans. So far as I 
know, the people who are in the houses that 
are to come down have been notified to. va- 
cate by the Ist of May.’’ ‘ 

C. C.. Haight, architect to the.corporation, 
at, 111 Broadway, admitted guardedly that 
his office had charge of the plans and speci- 
fications for the improvements in Varick, 
Spring, and .Vandam Streets. 

*“ But,” he said, ‘‘ they are far from com- 

plete, and I-shall not be able to talk defi- 
nitely about them for a couple of weeks, at 
least. They will. be for business houses. 
No, they will not be ready for the Depart- 
ment, of Buildings for some time. I can 
only. say that the big building will not be 
the same as Trinity’s building at Hudson 
and Spring Streets. More than that I do 
not care to say unless I have the permission 
of my. clients.”’ 
, Peculiar conditions of tenancy exist on 
Trinity’s block which is boundéd by Hud- 
son, Vandam, Varick, and Spring Streets. 
Some tenants pay house rent by the month, 
others have leases by the year ending May 
1. In Vandam Street some tenants own the 
houses, and pay ground rent averaging $400 
a@ year. They are Mrs. Goetz, 54 Vandam 
Street; Mrs..M. McLean, 52; Mrs. R. A. 
Smith, 50; Peter D,. Moore, 48, and Mrs. 
Ann Clark, 46. There are rear houses with 
four families in’ each at 48, 50, and 52 Van- 
dam Street. Oddly enough, the rear houses at 
50 and 52 are substantia) brick structures, 
While those at the street front have neat 
brick facades and are clapboarded at the 
sides and rear. The houses cost about 
$2,500 each set of front and rear, and their 
owners, who have paid ground rent since 
they purchased them, have kept them in 
admirable condition, although some of them 
are said to be eighty years old. 

Within « few days an agent of Trinity 
has requested the owners of these houses 
either to remove them or to be prepared to 
remove them, at the same time stating that, 
while he was sure that the rear houses— 
the source of income—would surely have to 
make way for improvements, the front 
nouses might be left at a reduction in 
ground rent. Hence much lamentation and 
perplexity. 

Mrs. McLean, who is an aged widow with 
smal] means, and who just managed to live 
rent free by subletting the rear and keep- 
ing furnished apartments in the 4ront 
house, said that if the corporation required 
her to vacate its land she was ruined and 
homeless. She showed the reporter the 
houses with just pride, for they could not 
be neater or in better order. The yard ¢e- 
tween the front and rear houses was daint- 
ily kept, with brick sidewalks, flower beds, 
arbors, benches, stands for flower pots, and 
-Carefully-tended wistaria and other creep- 
rs. 

“I’m heartbroken,” she said, as. she 
showed her snug parlors. ‘‘ Here I have lived 
thirteen years, and I may have to go out 
on the street with nothing in return for tne 
$2,500 I prid for these houses. What with 
ground rent, taxes, water rent, and repairs, 
nothing is left of what I receive, and I have 
got to consider the houses my own. Of 
course, Trinity can turn me out, but it 
ought to have more humanity. My neigh- 
bors who pay ground rent are in the same 
plight, but see the contrast between our 
houses and 56, where Trinity’s own rook- 
eries begin. If they leave me the front 
house my daughter, who is an invalid, will 
have to leave me, because I will not be able 
to afford the care of her.”’ 

The projected demolition of these incum-/ 
brances on Trinity property is to provide 
“yards for the houses to be built in Varick 
Street and for the factory in Spring Street. 
Some of Mrs. McLean’s neighbors said last 
night that they are sure that the improve- 
ment would not extend further west than 50 
Vandam Street. 

With the Varick Street buildings will be 
Tazed a hundred-year-old house, 44 Van- 
_ am Street, a quaint structure, which forms 
the thwest corner of Varick and Van- 

treets. Its tenant is F..A. Meine, a 
grocer, who first went there in 1857. The |

old structure, he said, was in better 
condition than when it was built, at the 
end of the last century. 

Only the peak-roofed, dingy, gray wooden 
house on the northwest corner of Spring 
and Varick Streets is an object of senti- 
mental regret in the neighborhood. It is 
numbered 261 Spring Street. - From it,:on 
Varick Street, to Meine’s grocery store are 
wooden structures little better than shan- 
ties. There are three tumbledown dwell- 
ings, a candy and tobacco store, a China- 
man’s laundry, a tailor’s shop, and a vile 
and dilapidated stable, whose removal will 
displease no one. 

But the Spring Street corner house is 
said to have been construeted about 1785, 
and to be the oldest building of the quar- 
ter. Its last tenant, T. C. Dempster, still 
occupies part of it as an express office. He 
occupied the store to sell crockery, but gave 
up this business last September. 

‘The house,”’ he said, “is very old, and 
I fix its age at 110 years: I can tell of it 
as far back as eighty years, and I'll tell 
you how. Ten years ago an old man came 
into the store, bade me good-day, and sat 
dowr and appeared to think. Presently he 
said: ‘I have been wanting to come here 
for a long time, and just sit down and 
think of sixty-eight years ago, when my 
father sat here by the stove, and I with 
him. It was then a country store, a gro- 
cery.’ I found out the man’s name, and 
that what he said about his father was 
true. 

‘But the old house was first an inn, a 
country tavern, and it was never entirely 
finished. The garret is just rough timkers. 
At one time a brook ran near it, and there 
was a lane running across:the district. The 
inn was patronized by marketmen and gar- 
deners, and there were driveways on each 
side of it, and if you come inside you can 
see entrances to three driveways that 
were closed up when the houses were built 
up to this. Although it is of wood, the 
house is quite comfortable. We have had 
several fires in it, but only one was a close 
eall. If the old walls could speak, they 
might tell some stories of the early times.’’ 

Mr. Dempster was fully warranted in 
classing the grimy yet picturesque struct- 
ure as a relic of early New-York, as it is 
coeval with many historical monuments that 
are now but memories. When the house 
was built there was an uninterrupted view 
of the Hudson from it, and its site was 
between the North Battery and Fort Ganse- 
voort, and at’the southern edge of Green- 
wich Village, or Sappokanikks, and far 
out of the city. 

Hardly two blocks away was Richmond 
Hill, the glorious and historic mansion built 
in 1766 by Major A. Mortier, in its beautiful 
park, with the sheet of water known as 
Burr’s Pond near by. Mortier was, like 
Mrs. McLean, a ground-rent tenant of 
Trinity. The Colonial Government allowed 
the Episcopal Church of the City of New- 
York to hold this and other land under 
grant, and sanction of law changed the 
title of the landholders to Trinity Church. 

George Washington occupfed Richmond 
Hill in 1776. Vice President John Adams 
was the next occupant, and his wife, Abi- 
gail, in describing the beauties of the de- 
mesne in a letter to a friend, September, 
1789, said: 

“In front of the house the noble Hudson 
rajJils its majestic waves. * * * On the 
right hand an extensive plain presents us 
with a view of fields. * * * On the left 
the city opens upon us, intercepted only 
by clumps of. trees. * * * In the back- 
ground. is a.large flower garden, inclosed 
with a hedge and some very handsome trees. 
On one Side of it a grove ‘of pines and 
oaks fit for contemplation. 


‘In this path, 
How long soe’er the wanderer roves, each 


step 

Shall wake’ fresh beauties; each last- point 
present 

A different picture, 
same.”’ 


Aaron Burr came after, with his daughter 
Theodosia, who entertained at the mansion 
the literary, social, and fashionable world. 
Of their guests were Talleyrand, Volney, 
and Louis Philippe. Burr, too, was a 
church tenant. He remained at Richmond 
Hill. from 1798 to 1813. He left the house 
early on the morning of July 11, 1804, while 
Alexander Hamilton was crossing the ridge 
that dominates Morningside Park from The 
Grange, took a boat at the foot of Charlton 
Street, crossed to Weehawken, and returned 
with Hamilton’s death on his conscience. 

Richmond Hill became a public garden, 
and famed for turtle feasts in 1822, when 
it was shorn of much of its surrounding 
beauty, and afterward became the Richmond 
Hill Theatre. Its end came in 1842.

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BOOKS WEREMAMIPULATED 


Discoveries Made by Experts in 


Whisky Trust Affairs. 
A GREAT DISCREPANCY IS SHOWN 


The Examination Is Not Completed, 
and Even More Startling De- 
velopments Are Expected 
—A Basis for Suits. 


CHICAGO, March 25.—A partial report of 
the experts appointed by the courts to 
examine into the affairs of the Whisky 
Trust was made public to-day. . It shows a 
discrepancy of $1,924,120 and an effort to 
hide it by erasures on the books of the 
company. 

This is only one of many items which the 
receiver, Gen. McNulta, says he will en- 


deavor tc collect by law from the old of- 
ficers and Directors of the Distilling and 
Cattle Feeding Company. 

, rhe experts’ report covers a period ending 
March 31, 1892, and throws no light on sub- 
sequent transactions. It is in 1893 and 1894 
that the greatest irregularities are expected 
to be discovered. The report, as given out, 
is as follows: 

Balance sheet, March 31, 1891: Original 
construction account, $30,786,510; treasury 
stock, $3,498,400. Balance sheet March 31, 
1892: Original construction account, $30,- 
786,510; treasury stock, sale of 34,984 shares 
at $45 per share, $1,574,280; difference on 
34,984 shares of stock stated on the books 
to have been sold at $45 per share, being 
$55 per share, $1,924,120. 

Note—The two items on the 1892 balance 
sheet, viz., original construction account 
and treasury stock. agree with the com- 
pany’s books as they were on May 1, 1890, 
After the sale of the treasury stock at $45 
in June, 1891, the said two items were 
changed on the books in the following man- 
ner, viz.: First, the figures $3,498,400 oppo- 
site treasury stock were scratched out and 
the words ‘‘entry void” written opposite. 
Second, the figures $30,786,510 opposite orig- 
inal construction account were also scratched 
out and $34,284,910 written in their place, 
the new figures: being the sum of both items. 

There is a law in Illinois which prohibits 
the Directors of a corporatfon from assign- 
ing to themselves stock of their company 
at less than par value. It would appear that 
the Directors of the trust were not con- 
versant .with this law at the time they as- 
signed to themselves the treasury stock at 
$45 per share. . According to Mr. Rice of 
New-York, one of the reorganization com- 
mittee, this was the case. He explains the 
**doctoring ’’:of the books by saying that 
the Directors subsequently learned of their 
error, which laid them liable for the dif- 
ference between the price paid ($45) and the 
par value of $100,. and, in order to avoid 
such liability, the books were altered to 
show the stock at its par value, as re- 
quired. It is also stated that, while the 
stock book was made to show the value of 
$3,498,400, the cash books were untouched 
and show only the actual cash paid, being 
$1,574,280. 

Mr. Rice, in speaking of the report, said: 
“You will understand that this report .cov- 
ers the doings of the old managers only to 
early in 1892. In: later reports we look for 
even moré glaring errors. This is one of the 
items upon. which our suit against Green- 
hut ‘dnd Morris is to be based, but it: is 
only one.of many.”’. 

Friends of the old Directory say that in 
no court can the difference of $55 a share 
be’ collected, ‘because’ $45 “was all’ it was 
worth on the stock market at the time it 
was taken. 

The experts are still at work in Peoria, 
and it will be some time before a final re- 


port is rendered. 
An answer was made to-day in the United 


States Circuit Court by Secretary Hennes- 
sey of the Whisky Trust to the bill of the 
Takamine Ferment Company, which had a 
contract with the trust-for the use of the 
Takamine process of distillation. The con- 
tract providing that the Manhattan Dis- 
tillery should be equipped for the operation 
of the.patent process was being carried 
out when the receivers were appointed and 
operations stopped. The Takamine Com- 
pany demands a fulfillment or abrogation 
of contract, which is admitted by Secretary 
Hennessey. The receiver has not filed an 
answer yet. 


Between~ 300,000 and -320,000 shares of 
stock of the Distilling and Cattle Feeding 
Company out of 350,000 shares had been 
deposited at the close of business yester- 
day with the reorganization committee. 
The committee announced. yesterday that 
the the time for deposits would be extended 
to March 30, with a penalty of 25 cents per 
share. Application will be made at the 
Stock Exchange to-morrow for the -listing 
of 300,000 shares in reorganization certifi- 
cates, 


SOLDIERS WITHDRAWN FROM THE LEVEE 


Kept in New-Orleans Armories Ready 
for an Emergency. 


NEW-ORLEANS; La., March 25.—For the 
first time in nearly ‘two weeks colored la- 
borers are loading ships on the river front 
without military. protection. The brigade 
was withdrawn Saturday night, and or- 
dered to assemble again this morning. In- 
stead of assuming their stations on the 
levee the troops remained all day in their 
armories. 

All the vessels loaded and discharged car- 
go without hindrances and the negro screw- 
men were not molested. _The merchants 
have no faith in the assurance of the white 
screwmen that they will not interfere with 
the negroes. 

When Gov. Foster announced his inten- 
tion to withdraw the troops, preparations 
were immediately made for obtaining an 
omnibus injunction from the Feceral courts 
similar to the Debs injunction at Chicago. 
This is ready to be filed. — 

President Trufant of the Bureau 
Freight and Transportation has gone to 
Washington, presumably to present a pe- 
tition to the President, signed by the exe- 
ecutives of all the conimercial bodies of 
New-Orleans, asking that Federal troops 
be sent here to maintain peace on the

A NEWSBOY THE 104TH VICTIM 


Struck by a Brooklyn Trolley Car—A Man 
Who Was Knocked Down May Make 
the Total 105. 


Frederick Conright, a newsboy, nine years 
old, is the one hundred and fourth victim of 
the misuse of electrical power by Brooklyn 
street-car companies. He was killed yester- 
day at about the time when, at the meet- 
ing of the board, several Aldermen of 
Brooklyn were striving to prevent a re- 
duction of the speed limit. 

He was the son of Frederick Conright, a 
truckman, of 186 Jay Street, Brooklyn. He 
was in Fulton Street, near Tillary Street, 
at 4 o’clock. He ran across the street to 
sell a paper, and was returning, when Trol- 
ley Car No. 1,409 of the Putnam Avenue 
and Halsey Street line came along at full 
speed on its trip up town. 

The fender struck him, and in an instant 
he was under the car. 

The motorman stopped the car. A. large 
crowd gathered. The noise of the street 
was not great enough to drown the heart- 
rending cries of the little newsboy. 

“Oh, my heart! my heart!” he shrieked. 

“Upset the car and get the boy!”’ yelled 
a man, angrily, but the car was too heavy 
for any such proceeding. The. motorman 
went inside the car, lifted the trap door, 
and saw the boy jammed in between the 
motors, He begged that some one would 
help him. The motorman put his hand down 
and got hold of the boy’s clothing and 
pulled him up into the car. 

“Oh, my heart!’ moaned the little chap, 
and then he became unconscious. 

He was taken to the Brooklyn City Hos- 
pital. His ribs had been broken, his collar- 
bone fractured, his left hip dislocated, and 
besides, he was suffering from severe in- 
ternal injuries. He died in great agony at 
7:30 o’clock, and his body was taken to his 
parents’ home. 

The car was in charge of Motorman Mark 
W. Hall of 875 Halsey Street, Brooklyn, 
who became an employe of the Brooklyn 
Heights Railroad Company during the 
strike. He was locked up in the Adams 
Street Police Station. He said that he 
was operating his car at the regulation 
speed in Fulton Street and that the boy 
was to blame. 

“He ran across the track,’’ said Hall, 
‘‘and then seemed to think of something 
and turned around to return, when the 
car struck him.” 

One of the spectators said that the car 
was going at high speed and that if it had 
not been the boy would not have been in- 
jured. 

Stephen Colosky, thirty-two years old, of 
116 Ellery Street, Brooklyn, was crossing 
Tompkins Avenue at Floyd Street yester- 
day afternoon when a Tompkins Avenue 
car struck him, knocking him down. He 
was severely injured. He was taken to St. 
Catherine’s. Hospital in an unconscious con- 
dition. : 

The surgeons there said that he had re- 
ceived internal injuries which will prob- 
ably prove fatal. 


LOST HER PROPELLER AT SEA 


The Steamship Para’s Blades Reported to 
Have Struck a Submerged Wreck— 
Towed to Fort Monroe, Va. 

FORT MONROE, Va:, March 25.—The 


steamer City of Para, with about forty pas- 


sengers aboard from New-York for Colon, 
lost her propeller March 21, about.500 miles 
out. Shortly afterward-the steamer Prince 
William IV, came along and took the Para 
in tow, arriving here this afternoon. 


The Para is one of the regular mail 
steamships of the Pacific Mail Company’s 
service to Colon. She left this port Wednes- 
day last in company with the steamship 
Allianca, which was also bound for Colon. 
The vessel carried out her usual number of 
cabin passengers, among whom was Sefior 
Barrios, Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary of Nicaragua, who was 
bound to his home in Leon, Nicaragua, 

A brief dispatch which was received in 
this city last evening indicated that the 
Para had broken her propeller blades by 
striking a submerged wreck. 

The Dutch West Indian Line steamship 
which took the disabled craft in two was 
bound from Port au Prince, Haiti, and was 
due at this port yesterday. 

The agents of the line had not received 
last night sufficient information regarding 
the mishap and amount of damage sus- 
tained to enable them to say what would be 
done. If repairs can be made quickly at 
Newport News, and it was thought that 
they could be, it is expected that the ship 
will continue on her way to the southward 
from that port. 


WHITESTONE’S OLDEST LANDMARK BURNED 


Built in 1786 by John Powell, Whose 
Grandson Died a Year Ago. 


WHITESTONE, L. I., March 25.—White- 
stone’s oldest landmark, a dwelling, was 
burned this afternoon. It was on what was 
known as the old Powell estate, overlook- 
ing the East River. 

It was 109 years old, having been built 
in 1786 by John Powell, grandfather of 
Edwin Powell, who died here about ‘a year 
ago, at the age of eighty-five years. The 
property was purchased in 1786 from Law- 
rence Roe for £1,658 6s. 8d. 

John Powell died in the house in 1828, 
leaving one son, the father of Edwin 
Powell, one of whose daughters became 
Mrs. Samuel D. Roe. The Roe family, con- 
sisting of three sons and one daughter, 
were born, raised, and live at present in 
the grandfather’s house, on property south 
of the house that was burned. 


Legislator and ex-Judge in a Fight. 


WALLINGFORD, Conn.,March 25.—W..H. 
Newton, representative of this borough in 
the State Legislature, and O. H. D. Fowler, 
ex-Judge of Probate, had a personal en- 
counter in the Post Office this morning. 
The trouble arose over the alleged state 
ment of Judge Fowler before a legislative 
committee in Hartford last week that a cer- 
tain proposed electric plant in Wallingford 
was “favored only by hoodlums.” The lie 
was passed and blows were struck freely 
by both Messrs. Newton and Fowler. They 
were finally separated by Post Office au- 
thorities.

| SENOR MURUAGA RETIRES 


The Spanish Government Accepts His 
Resignation. 
DEPUY DE LORME MAY SUCCEED HIM

MADRID, March 25.—The Government 


has accepted the resignations of the Min- 


isters in London and Washington. Count 


Casa Valencia and Dupuy de Lorme will 


probably be their succesors. Gen. Gamir 


will replace Capt. Gen. Calleja in Cuba. 

WASHINGTON, March 25.—Sefior Muru- 
aga, the Spanish Minister, was advised by 
his Government this evening of the accept- 
ance of his resignation, which was re-ten- 
dered by Sefior *Muruaga after the estab- 
lishment of the néw Spanish Government. 

Sefior Murtiaga lost no time after re- 
ceiving his advices from the home Gov- 
ernment in communicating their purport 
to the Secretary of State, and as the hour 
was late the Minister sought the Secretary 
at his private apartment. 

Very soon afterward Mr. Gresham visited 
the Executive Mansion, and communicated 


the facts to the Persident. Other Cabinet 


officers were present at the time, and there 
was a conference of considerable duration. 
It is regarded as a fair presumption that 
the subject under discussion embraced the 


latest phase of the relations of this Goy- 
ernment with the Spanish Government. 

One result of the deliberations was the 
transmassion of a message to Sefior Muru- 
aga, who presumably continues yet in full 
eharge of Spanish affairs at this capital. 
The contents of the message are not known. 

Secretary Gresham this evening was found 
altogether reserved, and particularly averse 
to entering into any explanation of the 
latest phase of the Government’s views on 
the Spanish question. 

Sefior Muruaga forwarded his resignation 
when it became apparent that his 
criticisms of the State. Department 
here would not be permitted by Mr. Gresh- 
am to stand unchallenged, and although it 
was reported from Madrid that the Spanish 
Government refused to accept it, there has 
been a generai understanding that Muruaga 
was planning to leave his post with as little 
friction as possible. No one who has read 
his criticisms of the State Department since 
the Allianca incident needs to be told that 
he has transgressed the proprieties, and that 
his continuance in Washington as the rep- 
resentative of the Spanish Government 
would practically “be impossible. 

Muruaga’ has been a chatterbox rather 
than a diplomat,’ and the diplomatic corps 
will not be sorry to see him transferred to 
another field. 

PARIS, March 23.—Leon:y Castillo; the 
Spanish Ambassador, has been recalled. 
The Duke of Mandas will succeed him. 


TO PASS QUARANTINE AT NIGHT 


Health Officer Doty Proposes to Inspect 
Passengers on Incoming Ships by the 
Use of Electric or 0il Lamps. 


Following the improvement on old meth- 
ods of having Inspectors from Quarantine 
board vessels a half-mile below what has 
been known as the boarding station, off 
Quarantine, thereby preventing the neces- 
sity of the big liners losing headway, and 
saving valuable time, Health Officer Doty 
has conceived the idea of passing incom- 
ing vessels after dark. 

If he carries out the idea, there is no 
doubt that he will receive the gratitude of 
thousands of passengers. 


He: proposes to do it on the big steamers - 


by the use of powerful electric lights. After 
consulting with managers and agents of 
the principal steamship lines, he has devised 
a scheme for a cluster of lamps, arranged 
so that it can be carried on board of a 
steamer and connected with its electric- 
lighting system. 

To perfect this arrangement all the liners 
will be fitted so that the connection can 
be quickly made. This system will be put 
into effect immediately, and all such steam- 
ero that arrive at Quarantine before 9 
o’clock at night will be’ passed. 

For passenger steamers having no electric 
power a large oil lamp with powerful re- 
flectors is being made. 

It is intended to have the passengers 
placed-before the lamps for the inspection, 


Utah Convention Considers Libel. 


SALT LAKE, Utah, March 25.—The Con- 
stitutional Convention again spent the en- 
tire daywon the declaration of rights, con- 
sidering the confiscation of private property 
for public uses and the question of civil and 
crimindl libel. The provisions of the New- 

ork Constitution -relating .to libel were 
generally adopted. It is provided that in a’ 
suit for libel a newspaper may be entitled 
to show the truth of the allegation as a 
justification, and if its motive in making 
the publication complained of can be shown 
to have been a proper one, it will be allowed 
as a defense. The indications are that the 
Constitution will be of enormous length, 
and there will be a severe struggle over 
prohibition and female suffrage. 


John W. Cary Near Death, 

CHICAGO, March 25.—John W. Cary, gen- 
eral counsel for the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul Railway Company, is at the 
Victoria Hotel here on what the doctors 
fear is his deathbed. While in his of- 
fice three days ago, he was stricken, and 
the examination revealed a clot of blood on 
his brain, which may terminate fatally at 
any moment. His physicians, however, hold 
out a bare possibility of recovery. . Mr. 
Cary’s home is at Hinsdale, a suburb of the 
city.. The members of his family are at his 
bedside.

BITTER FEELING FOR CATHOLICS 


Dominion Government's Action on the 
Manitoba School Question Arouses 
Indignation of P: otestants. 


WINNIPEG, Manitoba, March 25.—The or- 
der of the Dominion Government command- 
ing the Manitoba Legislature to pass laws 
granting Manitoba Catholics separate 
schools reached here from Ottawa yester- 
day, and will be taken up in the Legislat- 
ure to-morrow. In all the city Methodist 
churches violent sermons were delivered 
protesting against Dominion interference 
with Manitoba in the matter of schools. 

The fight between Protestants and Cath- 
olics is becoming more bitter. The province is 
overwhelmingly in favor of national schools 
as against separate ones, and the order 
by the Dominion Government has created 
much indignation. The Legislature will un- 
doubtedly reject the. Dominion Govern- 
ment’s order. The following from a pro- 
vincial paper evidences the feeling against 
any interference: 

‘“*The Dominion Government, after weary 
Weeks of squirming and twisting, has at 
length passed an order commanding the 
Legislature to restore separate schools to 
the Roman Catholic minority in Manitoba. 
This act is a deliberate surrender to the 
demands of the Roman Catholic minority 
in Manitoba, a deliberate surrender to the 
demands of the Roman Catholic priesthood 
of Quebec. It is another proof, were any 
such needed, that Canada lies prostrate un- 
der the feet of a foreigner, a Roman ecclesi- 
astic. It is another proof that our rulers 
are recreant to the duties they owe the 
people and traitors to their Queen, and are 
ever ready as the price of place and power 
to sell themselves and the liberties of the 
free-born citizens of Canada to the Pope of 
Rome and his unscrupulous devotees in 
Canada: 

“The gauntlet thus thrown down is 
promptly taken up, and let the contest be- 
tween Romish slavery and freedom and 
equal rights go on until every vestige of 
special privilege and the grinding slavery 
to a State Church be driven out of every 
province in the Dominion, and the time-serv- 
ing caitiffs now ruling in Ottawa who sell 
their souls for prelatical patronage be 
driven back to the obscurity from which 
they ought never to have emerged.” 


STEAMER ST. PAUL NOT LAUNCHED 


The Tallow Used on the Ways Was Poor 
and the Big Ship Stuck Fast in Its 
Cradle and Could Not be Moved. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 25.—Forthe sec- 
ond time since 1873, when the steamship Penn- 
sylvania stuck on the ways, there was a de- 
lay in a launch at Cramp’s shipyard to-day, 
and to the disappointment of 25,000 people 
the International Navigation Company’s big 
new steamer St. Paul stubbornly refused to 
move from her wooden cradle into the Dela- 
ware River. After two hours’ work the 
effort to launch the steamship was aban- 
doned for the day. When the launch will 
take place it is impossible to say. 

The failure was caused by the poor qual- 
ity of tallow used on the ways. The heavy 
bow of. the vessel stuck and every effort 
to lift it with powerful jacks was in vain. 

By. noon to-day a vast assemblage had 
collected in the yard, and everything 
seemed to be. auspicious for a successful 
launch. The two steamboats bearing the 
invited guests and the Legislature of Penn- 
Sylvania steamed up to the wharf, and the 
delegation from the city of St. Paul was 
disembarked. 

The, Gridiron Club of Washington and, the 
Philadelphia legislators remained . aboard 
the * steamboats’out ‘on ‘the river. The 
guests invited to be present on the launch- 
ing stand built: around-.the ‘bows of ‘the ship 
were all assembled - by 12:80 .o’clock, and 
Miss Frances C. Griscom, Henry. W. Cramp, 
Gov. Hastings, and a few young friends of 
Miss Griscom took. their places -in. the 
space railed off for the christening party. 

The thundering blows of the sledges be- 
neath the ship finally ceased, and every one 
expected to see the big hull slide into the 
water. The minutes passed, but the St. 
Paul did not move. 

In the meantime, a swarm of busy work- 
men was laboring beneath the bows of the 
ship, striving to raise here with power- 
ful hydraulic jacks. <A line of hose ‘from 
the engine room was run out to the ways 
and streams of steam were poured upon 
the stiff tallow. 

-Every effort to launch the ship having 
proved unavailing, a line was cast from her 
stern to four tugs and a powerful city ice- 
boat, and they tugged and tugged franti- 
eally. This, too, proved useless, and Henry 
W. Cramp then reluctantly announced that 
the launch would have to be postponed, as 
the tide had turned and was on the ebb. 

Although the launch did not take place the 
luncheon that had been prepared was served 
and congratulatory speeches were made. 


CHICAGO ORDINANCES HELD INVALID 


They Granted Gas Franchises and 
Were Improperly Passed in Council. 


CHICAGO, March 25.—Judge Payne de- 
cided to-day the case of certain citizens 
and taxpayers of Chicago against the Cos- 
mopolitan Electric and Ogden Gas Com- 
panies. The action was brought by the 
Civic Federation for an injunction restrain- 
ing the companies from doing business 
under their franchises, and to declare the 
ordinances granting them franchises void 
on the ground that the passage of the 
ordinances was secured by bribery and cor- 
ruption. Judge Payne held that he had no 
jurisdiction to issue an injunction, and that 
because the complainants were private citi- 
zens, proving no specific damage to them- 
selves, ‘they had no legal standing in court. 
But the decision explicitly holds that the 
ordinances passed by the Common Council 
granting franchises to these corporations 
were illegally passed, and therefore invalid 


‘and inoperative. 


Im this respect the decision is a practical 
victory for the complainants. The point is 
made by Judge Payne that while he, as a 
chancellor, is without power to interfere 
with legislation of the Council, the Attor- 
ney General or State’s Attorney has the 
right to proceed upon a proper showing of 
facts. 

The decision leaves the two so-called 
“Boodle” ordinances the subject of in- 
vestigation and possible annulment through 
the law officers of the State or county and 
the. courts. . The illegality of. the ordi- 
nances is demonstrated by the court’s refer- 
ence to the fact that the old special char- 
ter, providing that any new ordinance, 
unless by unanimous consent, shall be re- 
ferred to a committee, is valid, and that this 
provision was not complied with in dealing 
with the ordinances in question. 


A Politician’s Suicide. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., March :25.—Ex- 
County Auditor Thomas Benete, aged forty 
years, formerly a well-known politician, 
committed suicide this morning. He had 
been an inmate of the Luzerne County 
Almshouse at Retreat for d year past. In 
a fit of insanity he jumped from the window 
of his room to the ground, a distance of, 
thirty feet. When found he whs dead.

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GOV. MORTON TO THE FRONT 


A Special Message to the Legislature 
on New-York Bills. 


THE POLICE JUSTICES SHOULD G¢ 


Urges the Passage of the Police 
Magistrate Bill and Provision 
for Police Reorganiza- 
tion. 


ALBANY, March 25.—Gov. Morton sent 
the following special message to the State 
Legislature to-night, in which he asks that 
the measure abolishing the New-York City 
Police Justices and substituting nine po- 


lice magistrates in their stead be speedily. 
Passed: 


To the Legislature: The Constitution of 
the State makes it my duty to recommend 
to the Legislature from time to time such 
measures as I may deem expedient. In 
obedience, therefore, to that mandate, I 
call the attention of the Senate and As- 
sembly to a matter which I regard as be« 
ing of the highest present importance, 
namely, the reorganization of the inferior 
criminal courts of New-York City. Ten 
weeks have elapsed since a bill having thig 
object in view was introduted concurrent- 
ly in both houses of the Legislature, but 
the measure bas not yet. been passed by 
either house. The session is fast drawing 
to a close, and, unless prompt action is 
taken upon it, there is danger that it may, 
fail to become a law. 

Such a result would be a public misfort- 
une. There has been no measure before 
this Legislature which more deeply inter- 
ests the people of New-York City. It is 
widely, perhaps generally, believed that in 
some of the present police courts there is 
to-day a practical denial of justice. This 
belief is strikingly sustained in the report 
made by a committee appointed to. investi- 
gate certain departments of New-York 
City, commonly known as the Lexow come 
mittee. It is cha zed that “a very im« 
portant reason why the police have been 
able to carry on and successfully perpe- 
trate their reprehensible practices is that 
at least some of the Police Justices have 
apparently worked in sympathy and col- 
lusion with them.” Again, it is stated 
that, because of the maladministration that 
prevails in those courts, ‘“‘the poor and 
needy were unable to obtain redress or relief 
from the oppression or the tyranny of the 
police,” and that ‘their path to justice 
was completely blocked.” 

These are serious charges and seem to 
be largely supported by public opinion in 
the City of New-York. They invite the 
careful consideration of the lawmaking 
power and call for a speedy remedy. It is 
to these inferior criminal courts, the very 
sources of the administration of criminal 
justice, that’ the poor, especially, ‘look for 
protection from oppression and wrong. 
When these fountains of justice are pole 
luted, the evil results to the people are be- 
yond calculation. 

The bill to which reference is made was 
introduced in the Senate by the Chairman 
of the investigation committee above men- 
tioned, presumably as a result of the ine 
quiry which made that committee so fa- 
miliar with matters needing corrective ac- 
tion of the <Legislature.- Its object is te 
create an improved system of inferior crim- 
inal courts, and conformably to give the 
people a new Board of Police Magistrates. 
This legislation is a necessary step toward 
municipal reform. It is supplementary ta 
the Power of Removal bill, already passed, 
and which ‘was’ recommended specially in 
my. first message to the Legislature. The 
language used in that paper on that sub- 


“ject is as follows: “A Power of Removal. 


bill for the City of New-York, placing in 
the hands of the Mayor absolute and un- 
questionable authority to remove any of 
the appointive officers of the City Govern- 
ment, and to appoint their successors, is 
an immediate requirement at your hands. I 
am convinced that this power of removas 
already conferred should not be limited 
to administrative officers, but that it is 
equally important that it should be made 
to apply to the Police Justices. 

A doubt has been expressed as to the 
constitutionality of this bill, but that doubt 
has been practically resolved in its favor 
by the recently published opinions of some 
of the most eminent and learned lawyers 
in New-York City. 

I desire, also, to call attention to the 
need of a prompt reorganization of the 
Police Department of New-York City. In 
the testimony before the Lexow committee 
it was charged that many members of the 
police force, among them officers of high 
grade, were not only blackmailers and ex- 
tortioners, but were actively in league with 
the criminal classes. It is generally be- 
lieved that the extent of these alleged 
corrupt practices has not yet been fully, 
revealed. The lawabiding classes are nat- 
urally uneasy under such a condition. of 
things, and knock impatiently at the doors 
of the Legislature for relief. They demand 
that police officers who have betrayed their 
trusts .or used their great power oppress- 
ively shall be ascertained and dismissed 
without unnecessary delay, and the Legis- 
lature is asked to provide the method of 
relief. It is apparent that this request 
should be heeded, and such legislation 
enacted as will meet the emergency. It is, 
therefore, recommended, the early passage 
of the Police Magistrates bill, so-called, 
and of a measure that will place in proper 
hands the power to reorganize and regen- 
erate the Police Department of the metrop- 
olis. LEVI P. MORTON. 

In the Senate the message was ordered 
printed and referred to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee. In the House it was tabled and 
ordered printed.

POLICE MAGISTRATE BILL PASSED 


Condition of the Lexow Police Meas« 
ures Pending in the Senate. 


ALBANY, March 25.—The message of the 
Governor was a general surprise to Sen- 
ators and members. It was evident that the 
Governor had taken few, if any, members 
of the Legislature into his confidence. None 
of the Republican Senators would discuss 
it. Senator Cantor observed, “ That is a 
ecorker.’”” The Democrats in both houses 
enjoyed the discomfiture of the Republicans 
hugely. One effect of the message, how- 
ever, was seen when the House took up the 
Lawson bill to legislate the New-York Po- 
lice Justices out of office, ordered it to 
third reading, and in spite of the objections 
and protestations of Leader Foley, snapped 
it through on final passage by a vote of 8 
to 19. 

While the House was discussing this meas< 
ure the Senators were informally talking 
over the Bi-partisan and Reorganization 
bills. In spite of all that has been said, 
a sificere desire is manifested by both Re- 
publicang and Democrats to reorganize the 
police force 9f New-York. This point, par- 
ticularly to New-York members, who har} 
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felt the iron hand of the police, is of more 

importance than the mere question as to 

whether there shall be a single headed, a 
deuble headed, bi-partisan, elective, or ap- 
pointive commission. 

Every Senator around the circle is now 
aware that a police corruption fund has 
been sent to Albany, not for the purpose 
of killing the bills, but to devitalize the 
important amendment that is found in both 
the Lexow and the Committee of Ten’s 
bills, to prevent appeals upon dismissal. 
This is what the force objects to, and it 
is for this important section that $25,000 
was handled in Albany last week, pending 
the Republican caucus action. The names 
of the Senators who were persuaded be- 
fore the caucus to vote against this sec- 
tion to prevent appeal are known. So is 
the name of the lobbyist who handled the 
money. The original price offered was 
$1,000 a vote. That was before the caucus. 
When the result of caucus action became 
known, the price was raised to $5.000. These 
figures may seem high, but they are true, 
and a Senatoriai investigation would prove 
them. One Senator has openly’ boasted 
that the price of a house and lot was 
offered to him if he would vote against the 
section that prevented the right of appeal. 

Now, as to the position of the New-York 
Senators. All but two will vote for.the 
Lexow bills, provided they contain the 
Section that will prevent the right of 
appeal. One of the New-York members 
said this evening to The New-York Times’s 
correspondent: 

“No one knows the terror the police force 
of New-York has exercised over candi- 
dates for office during the last ten years. 
Look over the list of candidates that have 
“been defeated for office by their ‘ skull-and- 
bones" society, because they presumed at 
one time or another to cross the path or 
the wishes of the police. The police defeat- 
ed Assemblymen Blumenthal and Webster, 
Col. W. L. Brown, and Senator Cantor, 
when they ran for Congress, Many oth- 
er men equally well known and popular 
have béen defeated for no other reason 
than that they refused at,one time or an- 
other to vote for some bill the police were 
interested in. Is it any wonder that to-day 
they have brought to Albany a big corrup- 
tion fund to defeat legislation that will de- 
stroy their organization and retire many of 
thém to private life? 

“The vital question, to My mind, to-day 
is not whether we shall have a single-head- 
ed or a bi-partisan: Police Commission, but 
whether we shall havea reorganization, and 
Whether no man whois dismissed shall have 
the right-of appeal: Furthermore, every po- 
liceman ought tb be deprived of the right 
of voting, as United States soldiers are, 
for to-day, in New-York City, the police 
force is a greater menace to the liberty and 
principles of our Government than any 
standing army would or could be.” 

This same member declared that he had 
no doubt whatever that.-Gov. Morton’s 
message Was as much inspired by the 
knowledge that a corruption fund was in 
Albany to defeat the reorganization section 
as by the desire to recall the Legislature to 
a proper sense of its duty. 

,» What has had more effect than anything 
in bringing the friends of Mr. Platt around 
to a compromise on the police bills, aside 
trom the Governor's special. message, has 
been the steadily growing conviction that 
the bi-partisan bill is really unconstitution- 
al. Some of the New-York Senators pro- 
posed to Senator Lexow to amend his bill 
80 as to provide for the election of four 
bi-partisan Commissioners at the municipal 
election next Fall, but the Nyack reformer 
-would not listen to this proposition. While 
the Platt Senators are confident the bills 
«annot pass in their present shape, they are 
also convinced that the bi-partisan bill will 
be amended in the manner suggested above. 

it is equally certain that if the Lexow 
bills fail to pass the Senate, no other police 
reform bills will have a ghost of a show. 

Although the Police Magistrates bill was 
pushed through the House to-night more 
by the influence of the Speaker than by 
any other, its passage through the Senate 
is exceedingly dubious. 

To the ranks of the kickers, Lamy of 
Buffalo and Reynolds of Brooklyn, two 
ether Republican Senators were : added 
Stapleton of Syracuse, as has been ex- 
pected, and Childs of Queens, whose decla- 
ration of rebellion was a surprise. “I find 
all the people of my district up in arms 
against the bills,” said Senator Childs, “ and 
‘I have determined not to vote for anything 
except what-Mayor Strong may want.” 
Senator Lamy expressed similar sentiments. 
Senator Stapleton declared that he had been 
much encouraged by the encomiums that 
had been passed upon his behavior, and he 
had determined to pursue his original 
policy. 


HE SUED FOR LIBEL AND WAS ARRESTED 


The Evidence at the Trial Caused the 
Issuance of a Warrant. 


NEWPORT NEWS, Va., March 25.— 
United States Deputy Marshal Conrad 
served warrants of arrest Saturday evening 
,on W. Allen Haines, G. T. Ugzell, and P. 
J. Mugler, charged with smuggling. 

These warrants were the outcome of new 
evidence which came to light during the 
Haines libel suit. The same persons weré 
‘arrested last September, but the evidence 
then in hand was not sufficient in the eyes 
of Commissioners Tucker to send them to 
the Grand Jury, and all were discharged. 

When Haines sued a Richmond paper for 
libel and claimed that his character was 
damaged by the publication of the affair, 
ether evidence was brought out to justify 
the publication, and it is upon this evi- 
dence that the Government is now proceed- 
ings against him. 


An Old Employe Accused. 


John Crozier of 760 Decatur Street, Brook- 
lyn, will be arraigned in the Tombs Police 
Court to-day on the charge of stealing fram 
a wholesale drug firm at 91 Fulton Street 
and 79 Ann Street, this city.

NO INTERFERENCE §ROM ' BOSSES 


Arrangements Made at a Meeting of’|’ 


the Seventy’s Committee+Prom- 
inent Republicans to De- 
nounce Lexow Bills. 


The Cooper Union mass meeting, to be 
held Wednesday night, will deal with a 
broader subject than the passage of reform 
bills for New-York City. It will issue an 
address to the voters of the State, asking 
their assistance in securing home rule in 
cities, as guaranteed by the new Constitu- 
tion. 

The present condition of legislation at 
Albany affecting New-York City, and the 
open attempt of a boss to defraud this 


city of the reforms for which the people 
declared in November, will be the text for 
this address, and it is believed that other 
cities, in which there are now, or are likely 
to be, the same demands on the Legislature 
for laws such as the people want, will not 
hesitate to speak to their particular law- 
makers in words that cannot be misunder- 
stood. 

The meeting will discuss this question of 
home rule for cities, and will then have 
opportunity to indorse this appeal for aid 
from all cities in all parts of the State. 

This was decided on at a meeting of the 
committee appointed by the Seventy’s Ex- 
ecutive Committee, held yesterday afternoon 
at the Chamber of Commerce. There were 
at this meeting Gustav H. Schwab, L. J. 
Callanan, W. Travers Jerome, John P. 
Faure, Simon Sterne, John Crosby Brown, 
and James P. Archibald. James W. Pryor, 
Secretary of the City Club, joined them. 

The meeting» was an executive one, last- 
ing for an hour, and at its close the an- 
nouncement of the determination to issue 
an address to the jeople of the State was 
made by Chairman Schwab. 

“This address,” said he, “ will ask the 
aid of voters all over the State. We be- 
lieve there is at stake in the situation at 
Albany a principle which affects every 
city in the State, from Brooklyn to Buffalo. 

“The address, aS it has been outlined 
in our discussion, will deal with this prin- 
ciple on broad lines. ‘We believe it. is 
of as much interest in Buffalo as in this 
city, and if the people of these other cities 
can be aroused on the subject, it will be 
of mutual advantage.” 

There were many communications re- 
ceived by the committee from men of the 
highest standing in this city, in which the 
writers expressed their sympathy with the 
committee in its meeting to protest against 
the passage of the Lexow bills and the de- 
mand for the enactment of the real re- 
form measures prepared by the Committee 
of Ten and indorsed by the organizations 
which that committee represented. 

Many of the best-known men of the city, 
ef both political parties, sent word to the 
committee that they so far indorsed the 
meeting that they would be pleased to act 
as Vice Presidents. Among these were 
John A, Stewart, R. N. Galloway, Le*Grand 
B. Cannon, Gen. Horace Porter, Frderick 
D. Tappen, John Claflin, Cornelius N. Bliss, 
and Charles Stewart Smith. 

The list of speakers at the mass meeting 
has attracted some comment from the fact 
that it contains the names of men who are 
prominent in the Republican Party. These 
announced at the first meeting of the com- 
mittee Saturday were Seth Low, Elihu 
Root, James C. Carter,. Charles Stewart 
Smith, Gen. Wager Swayne, and the Rev. 
Dr. Charles ‘H. Parkhurst. Another was 
added to this list yesterday.. It was John 
R. Van Wormer, one of the most aggres- 
sive Republicans in the city, a member 
of the County Committee as at ‘present or- 
ganized, and formerly Secretary of the 
Union League Club. 

The resolutions which will be read at the 
mass meeting will contain a denunciation 
of the Lexow Police bill, which the Platt 
Senators are attempting to force upon this 
city, and a demand for the consideration 
and enactment of the bills of the Ten. 

The question of an overflow meeting was 
considered yesterday, but no definite ar- 
rangements were made for one. 

The list of Vice Presidents will be in- 
creased to-day and to-morrow, as the com- 
mittee communicates with men whose 
names will add weight. Another meeting 
of the committee will be held Wednesday 
afternoon, to make final arrangements, 


MR. RIVES REPLIES TO MR, ROGERS 


Committee of Ten’s Police Bill Does 
Not Clash with Federal Constitution. 


In a letter to The New-York Times printed 
March 22, Mr. William E. Rogers defended 
Senator Lexow’s criticism of that provision 
of the Committee of Ten’s Police bill al- 
lowing domiciling visitations. Mr. George 
L. Rives has replied to Mr. Rogers in 
the following letter; 


Dear Mr. Rogers: Mr. Charles Stewart 
Smith has referred to me your letter to 
him of the 22d inst., inclosing a printed 
slip from The New-York Times, which con- 
tains your letter of March 20 to that news- 
paper. You there call attention to the fact 
that Section 285 of the New-York City Con- 
solidation act, which is copied into Section 
83 of the bill in relation to the Police De- 
partment of this city, drafted by the Com- 
mittee of Ten, appears to be in conflict 
with Article IV. of the amendments to the 
Constitution of the United States. This 
Article IV. provides ‘‘that no warrants 
shall issue but upon bable cause, sup- 
ported by oath or affirmation, and par- 
ticularly describing the place to be searched 
and the persons or things to be seized,” 

If the Constitution of the United States 
governed the issuance of process by the 
courts of the several States, ed objection 
to the validity of Section 285 of the Con- 
solidation act would be conclusive, But the 
highest authority has said, in the words 
of the late Chief Justice Waite, ‘‘ that the 
first ten articles of amendment were not 
intended to limit the powers of the State 
Governments in respect to their own people, 
but to operate on the National Government 
alone, was decided more than half ‘a century 
ago, and that decision has been steadily ad- 
pores sinee.”” [Matter of Spies, 123 U. 
Bes wohe 

It has been expressly held by the Rupreme 
Court of the United States that the fourth 
amendment of the Constitution, which re- 
quires an oath before issuing warrants, re- 
fers only to process issued under the au- 
thority of the United States. [Smith vs. 
Maryland, 18 How..,. 71.] 

The amended Constitution of the State 
of New-York contains, I believe, no pro- 
vision similar to that in Article IV. of the 
amendments to the Federal Constitution. It 
follows, therefore, that there is no Con- 
stitutional objection to the clause you criti- 


cise. 

Whether the provision is an expedient one 
is another question, as to ewhich I express 
no opinion; but I think that the gentlemen 
connected -with the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Crime who have been dilligent 
in their efforts to supprer gambling, &c., 
would tell you that the power of raiding 
such houses was one not lightly to be given 


up.

A REPORT ON STATE CHARITIES 


= 
Tho Board Tells of Its Expenditures, Its 
Work, Makes Recommendations, and 
Refers to the Elmira Investigation. 


ALBANY, March 25.—The annual report 
of the State Board of Charities for last year 
was transrhétted to the Legislature to-night. 
The institutions that come under its au- 
thority number over 500, and hold prop- 
erty, real and personal, amounting to about 
$88,500,000, In the last fiscal year these 
institutions had under care 238,000 inmates 
and expended nearly $21,000,000. 

The board suggests that its duties be de- 
fined by law, and outlines the scope of 
power desired. This includes supervision 
of all-charitable institutions in the State, 
power to approve or reject plans for new 
buildings or improvements, and power to 
approve or reject applications for the’ in- 
corporation of private charitable institu- 


tions; to establish rules for the treatment - 


of the various classes of people in its 
charge, the power to investigate these insti- 
tutions, their management, &c. 

The amount of money expended this year 
is larger than that of last year by $574,409. 

The increase in the different classes of 
inmates in the institutions is as follows: 
Insane, 729; idiotic and feeble-minded, 66; 
epileptic, 118; deaf, 57; dependent children, 
2,171; juvenile offenders,, 62; disabled sol- 
diers and sailors, 58; hospital patients, 193; 
aged and friendiess persons, 163; ordinary 
poorhouse inmates, 1,562. 

The board refers at some length to the 
Elmira Reformatory investigation. In seek- 
ing to justify its own action in that matter, 
and to disparage Superintendent Brockway, 
the report says: 

“The investigation by the State Board of 
Charities, although at this time resulting 
in a miscarftiage of justice, has not been 
wholly without beneficial results. It has 
caused temporary suspension of paddling, 
the Board of Managers of the reformatory 
having passed a resolution forbidding it 
until further orders. 

“It has prevented, for the present at 
least, further enlargement of the Elmira 
Reformatory by causing the defeat of its 
application for $200,000 to build a further 
extension of 500 cells. 

“It has also facilitated the passage of 
an act to establish the Eastern Reforma- 
tory in Ulster County. 

‘The State Board of Charities invites at- 
tention of the Legislature of 1895 to its 
report on the investigation of the State Re- 
formatory at Elmira, transmitted to the 
Legislature March 19, 1894, upon which 
no action has been taken, and requests that 
the subject receive the consideration which 
it deserves. The State board renews. the 
recommendations made in its report, with 
the exception of those relating to corporal 
punishment, the Attorney General having 
given his opinion that the reformatory is a 
State prison, it follows that corporal pun- 
ishment within it is illegal and must be 
discontinued.” 


TO ADVOCATE A FIVE-CENT FARE 


Great North Side Residents Will At- 
tend a Hearing in Albany. 


The Allied Taxpayers’ Association of the 
North Side, representing fourteen distinet 
property owners’ and taxpayers’ associa- 
tions in the Twenty-third and “Twerity- 
fourth Wards, with a total membership of 
over 2,000, met last night at the Fordham 
Glubhouse, on High Bridge Road. 

A committee of ten was appointed to go 
to Albany to-day to advocate the Five-Cent 
Fare bill recently introduced in the: Assem- 
bly by Mr. Niles of the. Thirtieth Assembly 
District. ‘There will be a hearing to-day. 
This bill will provide that any railroad in 
New-York City shall allow a passenger to 
ride continuously any distance within the 
limits of the city for 5 cents. This bill 
would include the New-York Central and 
other large roads. 

The committee consists of George Arm- 
strong, Samuel N. Milan, A. C. Hotetnroth, 
John D. Hart, Sumpter Happy, J. A. Goul- 
den, John G. Crossman, the Rev. Dr. D. J. 
McMahon, Eldridge G. Durall, and Julian 
Fuerst. 

Another committee of twenty-five, of 
which Prof. A. H. Dandon is Chairman, 
was appointed to appear before the Rapid- 
Transit Commisison this afternoon to ask 
for a special hearing as to rapid transit on 
the north side. 

Mention was made in the meeting of the 
Boulevard and Concourse bills recently 
signed by Gov. Morton, and a resolution 
was passed recommending that the Boule- 
vard be called the Morton. 


MICHIGAN’S ANTI-FUSION LAW IS UPHELD 


It Compels a Candidate to Elect on 
Which Ticket He Will Run. 


LANSING, Mich., March 25.—The Mich- 
igan Supreme Court has decided that the 
“ Anti-Fusion act’’ passed by the Legislat- 
ure is valid. : 

This act provides that a candidate for an 
office, ‘where he receives the nomination 
from more than one party shall elect before 
a given date on which ticket he will run. 
Failing to do this, his name will be placed 
on the first ticket certified to, but in no 
case can said candidate’s name appear 
more than once on the official ballot. 

To test the constitutionality of the act, A. 
M. Todd, who was nominated for Congress 
in the Third District by three different 
conventions, asked the Supreme Court for 
a mandamus to compel the Election Com- 


missioners of Kalamazoo County to put’ 


his name on the official ballot in three 
places, he being the nominee of the Popu- 
lists, Free Silverites, and Prohibitionists. 

The Supreme Court to-day affirmed the 
constitutionality of the act, but weld that, 
as the time limit under which Todd could 
have made his selection expired without 
giving him an opportunity of electing on 
which ticket he should run,.the mandarflus 
prayed for in his case was granted.

A Strong Feeling in Favor 
Fifth Avenue Reservoir Site. 


NO ACTION YET TAKEN, HOWEVER 


Astor Trustees Almost Unanimous for 
that Site—President Markoe’s 


Arguments — Lenox Li- 


brary Hampered. . 


Consolidation of the Astor and Lenox Li- 
braries and the Tilden Trust Fund has 
led to much speculation on the part of the 
public at large, to say nothing of those 
more intimately interested, as to the best 


site on which shall stand the home of the 
New-York Public Library. 

Public sentiment seems to run strongly 
in favor of the acquisition of the old re- 
servoir, at Fifth Avenue and Forty-second 
Street, adjoining Bryant Park, as the most 
available and desirable spot on Which to 
placé the new library building. The As- 
tor Trustees are believed to favor this site 
almost uhanimously, Oné of the Tilden 
Trustees Opposes the reservoir sité, but 
thére is teaSon to believe that a majority 
of the Trustees favor the project. The Len- 
ox Library Trtstees are placed in a sOme- 
what peculiar position, from the fact that 
conditions éxist in the Lénox bequest that 
make thé abandonment of their property 
urfdésirable from their péint of view. 

No action will be taken on the question 
of site until the joint and enlarged Board 
of Trustees has been appointed. In the 
meéantime, it is believed that public opinion 
will point so strohgly it favor of the reser- 
voir site that the new board will, without 
much hesitation, select that as the future 
home of the New-York Public Library. 

One of the members of the Astor Library 
Board of Trustees, who has taken a most 
prominent part in all the negotiations that 
finally led to the agreement of ¢onsolida- 
tion, Was seen yesterday by a reporter for 
The New-York Times and asked respéct- 
ing the printed announcement that a new 
conference committee had been appointed 
to consider the question of site. 

While he declined to permit the use of 
his name, he declared most emphatically 
that no such committee had been appdint- 
ed. Then he went on to talk interesting- 
ly of the present status of consolidation. 
He said: 


The necessary legislation will have been 
obtained as soon as the Governor shal 
have signed the bill that has passed the 
two branches of the Legislature. It will 
then be in order for the three bodies, act- 
ing by their Trustees, to adopt and file, as 
the act requires, the agreement of the 
several bodies to consolidate, which agree- 
ment will name the individuals who will be 
Trustees of the consolidated corporation. 
When‘this is done, the three corporations 
will be actually consolidated, and the con- 
solidated body, as then existing, will be 
possessed of the property, real and per- 
sonal, of the Astor Library; the pr.uperty, 
real and personal, of the Lenox Library, 
and the funds of the Tilden Trust, and 
they will then have upon their hands two 
library buildings and the books which be- 
long to each. 

Of course, as the purpose of consolidation 
is to avoid the attendant expense of two 
library buildings, and the loss of time to 
scholars in consulting books at two separ- 
ate places, the consolidated library will, at 
some appropriate time, take up and dis- 
pose of the subject of a site. They may do 
so at once, or they may wait some time be- 
fore actually disposing of that subject, 
which is a very important one. 

The Trustees of the Astor Library have 
not committed themselves as a body toward 
any particular site, and the same, perhaps, 
may be said of all the three bodies, al- 
through the trustees of the Lenox Library, 
of course, desire that their site, and the 
amount of money which has been spent 
upon their building, shall be utilized. 

The subject is one concerning’ which no 
one can very well express definite opinions 
until it is quite apparent what can be ac- 
complished, and what sites are open, either 
for purchase or use in any other form. 
While Trustees may entertain and express 
individual opinions in the present condition 
of affairs, they are, after all, purely per- ' 
sonal opinions under a condition of things 
now existing, and ho person can well ex- 
press any opinion as to what ultimately 
should be done until the whole situation. 
and all the possibilities aré perfectly clear. 


Whether the reservior site would bé a 
good one or not if it could be obtained may 
be questionable, and doubtless the occupa- 
tion of any portion of the square might 
meet with opposition, even though Bryant 
Park were not encroached upon. But it is 
undoubtedly true that, in view of the enor- 
mous expenditures by the City of New-York 
for every conceivable purpose, wise and un- 
wise, the city and its officials have been ex- 
ceedingly niggardly in contributions to or 
the support of any public yd B 

The City of Boston not only builds a 
magnificent building which is a monument, 
but practically supports the library at an 
expense of $120,000 a year. The City of Chi- 
cago does the same at a much larger ex- 
pense, and the City of New-York makes no 
contribution whatever of any kind, except 
with difficulty and reluctance to appropri- 
ate a part of the fund each year which by 
law the city is authorized to appropriate 
toward the Free Circulating Library. 

“The whole matter of a public library is 
purely a public purpose, as much as water 
or air or cleanliness. The City of New- 
York should long since have taken steps to 
assist at the founding of a great public 
library and not throw that burden upon 
the shoulders of any individuals, no matter 
how liberal they may be.”’ 

Louis Cass Ledyard, one of the Tilden 
Trustees, was also seen by the reporter and 
asked concerning the reported conference 
committee, and also as to his preferences 
concerning the ‘ultimate site for the new 
library. e replied: 

“There has been no conference committee 
appointed on the question of site. As the 
mattter now stands, we are waiting for the 
new legislation which will empower the 
formation of a Board of Trustees consist- 
ing of twenty-one members. When they are 
appointed the representatives of the old 
bodies will meet and draw up an agreement 
which will wipe out the three old corpora- 
tions, and we will commence de novo as the 
New-York Public Library. 

‘The entire question of site has been pur- 
posely.: and, I think, wisely, left for the 
new ard to determine. We have devoted 
our entire energies to securing the con- 
solidation of the three great foundations, 
and have thought it desirable to leave all 
other matters for future disposal,: There 
were so many of these details that, had 
we paused to discuss them, we might have 
lost sight of our principal object—the promo- 
tion of a consolidated library. - 

“ Have I any pretrrace as to site? Why, 
yes; to be candid, I have, but I do not think 
it wise at the present juncture to express 
it. At the same time, I am not committed 
to any particular site. So far as the Tilden 
Trustees are coneerned, we have no ties, 
and are willing to go anywhere that seems 
best for the public interest. 

*T have heard that the Lenox Trustees are 
anxious to retain the site of their present 
building for the consolidated library, since 
they are likely to suffer financial loss 
should they move elsewhere. As I under- 
stand it, under the terms of the bequest 
the frontage on Fifth Avenue, from Seven- 
tieth Street to Seventy-first Street, to the 
depth of 125 feet, is unrestricted; so also 
the Madison Avenue frontage to the depth 
of 100 feet. The intervening ground, a: 


. strip 190 or 200 feet in width, is restricted 


for library purposes, it is not possiblé to 
put ulNinge on it for any other purpose. 
Consequently this strip would become waste 
ground in the event of removal or would 
have to be converted into a garden or some- 
thing of that sort. I believe it is in the 
power of the Lenox heirs to remove these 
restrictions if they so desire. I have not 
heard that the Lenox Trustees are wedded 
to their own site, but believe they are actu- 
ated with as much desire as we are to place 
the library where it will be for the greatest 
public good.” 

Dr. Thomas M. Markoe, the President of 
the Astor Library, speaking of the ques- 
tion of site, said: 


It is true that I am strongly in favor of 
the reservoir site for the consolidated li- 
rary. Not only am I of the opinion that 
the city should donate to us the penne oc- 
eupied by the present reservior, but should 
also erect for us the building, Simece New- 
York has given the city magnificent build- 
ings for such institutions as the Metropoli- 
tan Museum of Art and the Museum of 
Natural History, I see no good reason wh 
it should not do likewise for the New-Yor 
Public Library. 

he argument will ddubtless be raised 
that no encroachment should be made upon 
the land of the pudiic parks for the pur- 
pose of erecting buildings, I would answer 

his by pointing out that a commodious li- 
brary building erected upon the site of 
the reservoir (the dimensions of which are 
about 450 b; feet,) could be set back 100 
feet from the avenue, and fifty feet from 
Fortieth and Forty-second Streets, that

The argument has been made that Bryant 
Park will soon be surrounded by business 
houses, and therefore unfitted for library 
purposes. The very reason, I contend, why 
it is eminently, desirable. It will enable 
the business nien to run in and consult 
books of reference, and women could visit 
the library while on their shopping tours. 
It is, moreover, readily accessible to peo- 

e residing in all parts of the city, whether 
t be on the west side or on the east side. 
.You will notice that the majority of the 
readers are people living on the west side 
of the city. e. east side classes are not 
the people who would be the largest patrons 
of the consolidated Nbrary. The people of 
the west side, on the other hand, would not 
patronize the library if it were placed on 
the site of the ee Lenox Library, and 
they of neeessity had either to cross or 
make a detour of Central Park. 

“TI notice that Mr. Andrew H. Green of 
the Tilden Trust: strongly objects to the 
reservoir site on the ground that it looks 
like poor economy to spend $1,000,000 a 
yedr to open ‘small parks and then en- 
eroach on another park. I think L have 
demonstrated that if the site was utilized 
we would not take an inch of existing park 
land, but on the other hand, provide the 
city with many additional feet of ground 
for park purposes. 

“Mr. Green also says that he thinks the 
temporary location of the library should be 
in the Lenox Building. In that statement 
Mr. Green confesses that it is not desirable 
as a permanent location. Then what other 
nonsense it would, be for us to expend $500,- 
000 or $1,000,000 in providing temporary 
quarters, with the knowledge that we had 
ultimately to seek another site. 


Mr. Markoe thought the Lenox Library 
Building could be utilized to advantage as a 
branch of the circulating department, which 
the Trustees hope to organize, or it might 
be converted into a picture gallery, and 
made, the home of the present collection 
of paintings and works of art belonging to 
the Lenox Library. 


LIVELY PRIMARIES IN NEWARK 


Many Fights at the Polls and Inspect- 
or Seriously Injured. 


NEWARK, N. J., March 26.—The Re- 
publieans of this city held primary elec- 
tions this evening to choose delegates to 
the City Convention, which is to name the 
eandidates to be voted on at the coming 
election in April. The principal fights are 
for places on the Board of Works, which 
is the real governing body of the city, the 
powers of the Common Council having 
been taken away from time to time until 
that body is little more than an ornament, 
with the power to confirm the Mayor’s ap- 
pointments. 

The present board consists of three Re- 
publicans and two Democrats. It is now 
more than possible that the new board will 
consist of five Republicans. Harrison Van 
Duyne and Henry Jerolomen, two of the 
Republican Commissioners, are sure of 
nomination. The nomination of the two in- 
cumbents being conceded, there was a bit- 
ter fight to secure the other three places 
on the head of the ticket. As one of the 
three is for a long term, and the other two 
for shorter ones, the fight narrowed down to 
one place, 

Alderman William Stainsby, formerly a 
State Senator and one of the most promi- 
nent Republicans in the State, was a can- 
didate for the nomination. He was sup- 
ported for it by Dr. Herold, one of the two 
acknowledged leaders of the party in the 
city. Major Carl Lentz, Chairman of the 
County Committee, opposed Mr. Stainsby. 
At the polls this. evening the fight was car- 
ried on. with as much vigor as the contest 
between the parties is at a close election. 
There were a number of fights, and in the 


Second District of the Fourth Ward Elec- 
tion Inspector Wiggins Was: seriously hurt 
and several others sustained minor in- 
juries. 

Major Lentz, this evening after the polls 
had closed, claimed that he had carried the 
city, and would be able to go to thé con- 
vention with votes enough to defeat Mr. 

Dr. Herold was as confident that 

r. Stainsby and he had carried a good 
majority of the districts. The counting of 
the ballots and the filing of the returns will 
not be completed until far into the early 
morning hours.

—Dr. Doty’s Opinion. 
QUARANTINE, S. IL. March 25.—When 
the American Line steamer Paris arrived 
at Quarantine last Saturday morning, Dep- 
uty Health Officer L’Hommedieu was busy 
attending to the steamers that had arrived 
during the preceding night, and before he 


could board the Paris the revenue cutter 
Hudson, having on board Secretary of the 
Treasury Carlisle, ran alongside the huge 
liner, and Mr. Carlisle’s son, William K. 
Carlisle, a passenger on the Paris, was 
taken on board the cutter and brought to 
the eity. 

Health Officer Doty said last night: 

“My deputy reported the fact to me that 
the revenue cutter had removed a passen- 
ger from the Paris without waiting for his 
inspection. I called the attention of the 
Collector of the Port to the matter in a 
communication addressed to him on Satur- 
day last, and am now expecting a reply. 

“I think the, whole fault lies with the 
Custom House Inspector in charge of the 
party on the cutter, who certainly should, 
and, I believe, does, know the law for such 
cases. The person removed was suffering 
from no contagious disease whatever, but 
that is not the question involved. He should 
have waited for the proper officer to grant 
permission to land, and our State law says 
that the Health Officer or his deputy is the 
proper officer.”’ 

WASHINGTON, March 25.—Secretary Car- 
lisle could not be seen to-night with regard 
to the dispatch from New-York that the 
quarantine laws had been violated in tak- 
ing aboard a tug from the Paris, his son, 
William K. Carlisle, before the steamer had 
passed Quarantine. 

Logan Carlisle. son of the Secretary and 
Chief Clerk of the Treasury Department, 
said he had nothing to say on the subject. 


COL. WARING ON HIS DUTIES 


He Says the Law Does Not Require Him to 
Remove Such Thirigs as Paper and 
Bottles—A Temporary Arrangement. 


Col. Waring denied yesterday morning 
that his new garbage bagging system had 
gone into effect. 


He gave a statement last night, in which 
he said: 


The law makes it the duty of this depart- 
ment, “‘to remove from said city [New- 
York] or othérwise dispose of, as often as 
the public health and use of the streets may 
require, all street sweepings, ashes, and 
garbage, and to remove the newly fallen 
snow from leading thoroughfares, and such 
other streets and avenues as may be found 
practical.”’ 

This is the full extent of the duties and 
ve of the Department of Street Clean- 

The custom that has grown up of remov- 
ing all sorts of domestic and manufacturing 
impedimenta, and rejectamenta, has led to 
the expenditure of a vast amount of public 
money for @ purpose for which it was never 
intended to be used. 

It cannot be questioned that if the de- 
partment is to do the work with which it 
is legally charged, and is to spend only the 
amount of money that has been appropri- 
ated, it must confine itself to its duty. This 
duty does not include the removal of paper, 
straw, excelsior, boxes, bottles, tobacco 
stems, sofas, and whatever else the people 
find it simplest and easiest to throw into the 
streets, and to have dumped into the sea. 

I have consequently ordered a refusal of 
these things’ by the employes of the de- 
partment, as above stated. 

Recognizing the need for such organized 
method for the disposal of rubbish, I have 
made a temporary arrangement, which I 
trust may become permanent and may be 
satisfactory, with a private contractor to re- 
move and dispose of the whole range of rub- 
bish and refuse against which the accus- 
tomed channels are now to be closed. 


In conclusion he said that the contractor 
will begin his work in all parts of the city 
on the Ist of April, and due notice will be 
given of the methods that he will pursue. 


THE GERRY SOCIETY TO GET CITY MONEY 


Corporation Counsel Scott Says It Is 
Entitled to an Appropriation. 


Corporation Counsel Scott has decided 
that the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children should be paid the $30,- 
000 the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 


ment appropriated last December. He sent 
word to Controller Fitch yesterday to re- 
lease the money. The Controller has re- 
frained from turning the money over to the 
society because he believed that Section 14 
of Article VIII. of the new Constitution 
stood in the way. The section that caused 
the delay, until it could be interpreted by 
the Corporation Counsel, is the same one 
that prevented the payment of the money, 
over $1,000,000, appropriated by the Board 
of Estimate for various charities. The sec- 
tion provides that all institutions must com- 
ply with the rules and regulations of the 
State Board of Charities. ‘ 
President Gerry assured the Corporation 
Counsel and the Controller that no part of 
the money paid by the city to the society 
went for the suport of the children during 
their: retention. Under this statement the 
Corporation Counsel holds that the section 


does not apply to this society any more 
than to societies that dispense relief to out- 
door poor,

—James Battle, who was retired as Chief 
of the Detroit Fire Department last month, 
died yesterday. He was born in Ireland in 
1880, He had been a fireman since 1852. 

—Augustus §. Barber, the oldest news- 
paper man in New-Jersey, died at his home 
in Woodbury yesterday.

New-York Managers in Conference Dea 
cide to Abate the Nuisance, 


A number of well-known local theatrical 
managers met yesterday afternoon at Mr. 
A. M. Palmer's office in answer to a call 
sent out by that manager to take action in 
regard to remedying the billboard and lith- 
ograph nuisance. Those present werd 
Daniel Frohman, J. Charles Davis, T. Hen- 
ry French, E. G. Gilmore, A. A. McCore 
mick, J. Wesley Rosenquest, Frank Mce« 
Kee, W. J. Bloch, and Charles Burnham, 
and Joseph Brooks and Mare Klaw, who 
represented the combination managers. 

It has been customary for a long time for 
managers to give shopkeepers who exhib- 
ited lithographs in their windows two tick- 
ets each week, good for seats in one pore 
tion of their houses or for admission: on 
the lower floors. The owner of a house 
having a billboard also received two seats 
each week-for the privilege of having a bill 
pasted on it. Lots:.of little shopkeepers 
found that they could sell these tickets, and 
since the dull times there has been a larger 
demand for them. than the dealers could 
supply. As a result, they set about to se- 
cure them by underhand means. They tried 
to induce some of the advertising agents of 
the houses where there were attractions 
doing a big business to sell them the few 
tickets they had to give to certain store- 
keepers, and as this failed in nearly all 


instances, a business was started in forging 


the passes. At present three men are await« 
ing trial for this offense. The object of the 
meeting yesterday was to find a means te 
put an end to the free-ticket abuse. 

Upon the motion of Mr. Palmer, Mr. 
Frohman was made Chairman, and the 
proposition was made that the managers 
agree to use no more lithographs, and there- 
by do away with the free-ticket nuisance. 
It was acknowledged that this would put a 
stop to the nuisance, but the question was 
asked, woujd the combination or traveling 
managers agree to this. Mr. Brooks, who is 
Mr. Crane’s manager, said that he for one 
would, and he would do all in his power to 
aid the local managers in their work. He 
was for stopping the giving out of 
all passes for advertising purposes at 
once. Finally a committee, consisting 
of Messrs. French, Davis, and Palmer, 
was nominated to inquire into methods 
for the remedying of the abuse, and to 
report at the next meeting. Another com- 
mittee, consisting of Messrs. Frohman, Me-~ 
Kee, and McCormick, was appointed to 
-rosecute the men now under arrest and to 
prosecute any further offenders. , 

Manager Davis asked if it would not be 
a good idea for the managers present to 
form a permanent association, and it was 
decided to take up this question at the 
next meeting, which is to be held on Fri- 
day.

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Brief Hearing ‘on the Museum of 
Natural History Bill. 


HENRY C. ROBINSON MAKES A PROTEST 


Friends of the Institution Thought 
It Unnecessary to Give the Mayor 
Extended Arguments for 
the New Wing. 


Mayor Strong gave a public hearing yes- 
terday afternoon on the bill appropriating 
$500,000 for a new wing for the American 
Museum of Natural History. 

Several persons appeared in favor of the 
bill, but only one against it, and only a 
quarter of the hour set aside for the hear- 
ing was occupied. 

The Mayor announced that he would hear 
all those opposed to the bill first, but Henry 
C. Robinson, who is opposed to it, had not 
arrived at the opening of the hearing, and 


the fact that opposition would be developed 
Was not generally anticipated. 

The first speaker was Treadwell Cleve- 
land, who said that he appeared in the 
absence of Joseph H. Choate, counsel to the 
Board of Trustees. He said that as there 
Was no one present to oppose the bill he 
would have no arguments to refute, and 
that a few words would suffice. The new 
wing, he said, was necessary, in part, to 
finish the museum, and that there would be 
no trouble in filling it with exhibits. The 
Trustees had long wanted the wing to pro- 
vide much-needed room and to give the 
museum a symmtrical appearance. Every 
improvement to the museum adds to the 
beauty of the whole, and the people of 
New-York have the enjoyment of its ex- 
hibits with the consequent education af- 
forded. 

Mr. Cleveland said that Assemblyman 
Wilds, who had asked to have the bill 
tabled when it was. introduced in the As- 
sembly by Judson Lawson, had told him 
afterward that W® was not opposed to the 
bills becoming laws and that he now fa- 
vored them to the extent that he would like 
to see them enacted. He said that Assem- 
blyman Wilds had made this statement to 
Mr. Choate also. 

Mr. Robinson appeared at this point and 
was afforded an opportunity to be heard. 
He is a merchant at 78 Worth Street and 
ran for the Controllership against Controll- 
er Fitch. He said: 

“I have a simple protest to make that I 
do not suppose will avail much. My argu- 
ment, in a nutshell, is this: Weare adding 
rapidly to the funded debt of the corpora- 
tion. Too rapidly for the welfare of the 
business community.” 

The Mayor said that $500,000 was asked 
for. 

Mr. Robinson said: ‘“* Yes, $500,000 is not 
so great an amount, but think of the $50,- 
000,000 that the Rapid-Transit Commis- 
sioners will spend! The wing is not abso- 
lutely necessary, and I am strongly of the 
opinion that the debt of the city should not 
be increased.’’ 

President Morris K. Jesup, Vice President 
James M. Constable, and Trustee Elbridge 
T. Gerry of the museum were on hand 
ready to make speeches, but did not think 
that the character of the opposition de- 
manded refutation, and, knowing that the 
Mayor was familiar with the arguments 
for the new wings, they were content to 
let their presence be taken to signify that 
they were prepared to support the bill. 
Assemblyman Judson Lawson stepped for- 
ward, after waiting to see whether Presi- 
dent Jesup would take:the floor. The As- 
semblyman said that he had introduced the 
bills, that there were two bills, and that 
an Assemblyman had opposed them on the 
ground that the Trustees had spent money 
without due caution. He had challenged 
the Assemblyman to produce proof of his 
statements, but that the Assemblyman had 
not done so. He said that he had introduced 
the bills in good faith, but that the As- 
semblyman had moved to have them laid 
aside. 

The hearing on the bill to add $20,000 to 
the annual appropriation for maintenance 
was then in order, but as no-one appeared 
to speak against it the museum people did 
not think it worth while to say anything. 

It is expected that the Mayor will ap- 
prove the bills.

A LECTURE BY DR. TOLMAN 


“History of Labor” the Theme of the New. 


Agent of the Society for Improving 
the Condition of the Poor. 


Dr. William H, Totman, who was recently 
chosen general agent of the Association 
for Improving the Condition of the Poor, 
gave a public lecture on ‘“‘ The History of 
Labor,” at Grammar School No, 23, at 
Mulberry and Bayard Streets, last evening. 
The main assembly room on the ground 
floor of the schoolhouse was filled with an 
audience composed of the residents of the 
neighborhood, among whom were many Wo- 
men, and all listened with marked attention 
to the lecture, which was illustrated with 
stereopticon views. 

The lecturer referred to the system of 
slave labor in Egypt as illustrated by the 
Pyramids and the Spinx. It was a marvel 
to this day, he said, how such stupendous 
monuments were erected with the rude ap- 
pliances of that age. Views of the Egyp- 
tian rock temples and tombs were shown 
on the canvas. Specimens of Grecian archi- 
tecture and statuary were next exhibited. 
Pictures of the Parthenon and examples of 
Greek art were displayed. The labor of 
the Grecians, Dr. Tolman said, was expend- 
ed on beauty and art. Then followed pict- 
ures of the Roman Forum, the houses of 
wealthy Romans, and the ruins of Pompeil. 

“The Christian Church solved the labor 
problem centuries ago,” said the lecturer, 
‘“by recognizing the dignity of labor and 
the equality of humanity. Labor, instead of 
being devoted exclusively to building tombs 
for the Kings and castles for the nobles, 
was employed in the erection of beautiful 
churches. The guilds of Europe were the 
earliest labor organizations, and were found- 
ed’ on just and equitable principle. They 
were to a great extent benefit associa- 
tions, and cared for the aged and infirm 
in the different trades. 

“We are living now in the industrial 
age,” said Dr. Tolman, ‘and it has been 
made so by the invention of machinery.” 

By means of his pictures, the lecturer 
traced the history of the railway loco- 
motive from the one manufactured by Ste- 
phenson, in 1829, and known as “ Puffing 
Billy,” to the magnificent and powerful ma- 
chines employed in modern travel. 

Dr. Tolman told his audience of the rise 
and progress of the factory system in the 
United States. Samuel Slater of Rhode 
Island was the originator of the system, in 
1790, said the lecturer, and,’ to show the 
advance in the system, a picture was shown 
of one of the earliest mills of Slater, at 
Pawtucket, R. I., and another one of a 
modern mill, where 3,000 operatives are em- 
ployed. The New-York Trade Shools, found- 
ed in this city by Robert Auchmuty, and 
the Baron de Hirsch Industrial Schools 
were’ referred to in complimentary terms 
and pictures of workshops in these insti- 
tutions were exhibited. The lecture closed 
with a beautiful picture of Machinery Hall, 
at the .World’s Fair, in Chicago. 


The Friesland Homeward Bound. 


The Friesland of the Red Star Line, which 
was specially chartered for an excursion to 
the Orient, is now homeward bound, hav- 
ing passed Gibraltar yesterday. The vessel 
sailed from New-York, Feb. 6, with 450 ex- 


cursionists. She visited Jaffa, Beyreuth, 
Smyrna, Pera, Constantinople, and Naples. 
She is due at New-York about April 2. 


A New-Yorker Dies at Sea. 


PORTLAND, Me., March 25.—A man 
named McCormack, a New-York merchant, 
who was a first-cabin passengeron the 
steamship Labrador, which arrived here 


from Liverpool yesterday afternoon, died 
when the ship was three days out, and 
was buried at sea. Nothing is known of his 
relatives.

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THE NEGRO IN THE’ SOUTH 


Mr. Fortune Gives to Colored Preachers a 
Gloomy View of His Condition— 
Music for Baptist Ministers. 


Thomas Fortune, editoryof The New- 
York Age, delivered ‘an ‘address in the 
afternoon at a meeting of the Colored 
Preachers’ Association, ‘held at 137 West 
Forty-eighth Street. He spoke on the con- 
dition of the negro in the Southwest as he 
found it during a recent tour. 

He stated that the black mah in the 
Southwest is not following up the trades 
as he should, or embarking in mercantile 
pursuits. There is only 10 per cent. of the 
colored population in the South progressive, 
according to Mr. Fortuge’s figures. The 
negro is not buying much land in the South.: 
He expressed the fear that the progressive 
few would not check the masses from de- 
generation. The negro is only getting 40 
or 50 cents a day for his labor, while, after 
the war, the scale of wages was twice as 
much. 

He urged that the pessismistic view of the 
condition of the black man is the proper 
one to consider, as it toge Clearly illus- 
trates what should be done to benefit the 
condition of the race. 

Dr. Sands, President of the Biddle Uni- 
versity, Charlotte, N. C., who was present 
at the meeting, did not agree with the 
views entertained by Mr. Fortune. As an 
illustration, he stated that the university 
with which he is connected, was built en- 
tirely by people of his race, and was 
erected at a cost of $30,000. He said that 
the condition of the black man in the South 
has much improved since the war. 

The Rev. Dr. Franklin of Philadelphia 
also spoke in opposition to Editor Fortune’s 
views. The Baptist ministers’ meeting was 
considerably enlivened yesterday by the 
presence of two handsome young women 
violin players and a young man who played 
a piccolo. They are known as the Bradford 
Trio. 

They played ‘Some Sweet Day, Bye and 
Bye,”” and one of the young women sang 
“One Sweetly Solemn Thought.” They 
were heartily applauded. . 

The paper of the day was on the “ Lord’s 
Supper,” and was read by the Rev. Dr. 
Morse, associate pastor of Calvary Baptist 
Church, He said the Baptist Church began 
before the Protestant reformation; began at 
the time of Christ himself, when St. John 
went about baptizing people. He said the 
Lord’s supper should be taken in order to 
arouse a recollection of the scene on Calvary 
when Christ gave up His life. 

A discussion of the paper followed, in 
which the Rev. Drs. Morton, Rosenbush, 
and Richardson took part. 

The Rev. Dr. Palmer presided at the 
weekly meeting of the Methodist ministers 
yesterday. The meeting was held behind 
closed doors. One of the members stated 
after the meeting that nothing of an im- 
portant nature had been discussed. 


The South and West Trade Congress. 


MOBILE, Ala., March 25.—The South and 
West Trade Congress, which will hold its 
second annual meeting in Mobile April 4, 5, 
and 6, promises to be of much importance 
in extending trade relations and in promot- 
ing the shipments of ‘Western products 
through Southern seaports. Mobile expects 
large delegations and is preparing a hospit- 
able reception. Among other features will 
be an inspection of a new ship channel and 
harbor and a trip out in the Gulf to the 
celebrated Snapper Banks.

Has Furnished the Health Board with 
15 Quarts of Antitoxine. 


BOUGHT FOR $10; WORTH $5,000 


Gaining Flesh While Losing Blood 
and Does Not Appear to be 
‘at All Dissatisfied in 
His New Role. 


“Yes, Sir; ‘ Antitoxine Bill’ is what we 
call him, and for an antitoxine horse he 
hasn’t got his equal :n this city. He cost 
us $10, but he could not be bought mow for 
$5,000."" 

This is what an attendant at the stables 
of the New-York College of Veterinary Sur- 


geons, in East Fifty-seventh Street, said 
yesterday, pointing to a large gray horse 
which stood in Stall No. 7. Of the fifty or 
more horses now being inoculated with 
diphtheria toxine by veterinary surgeons of 
the Health Board, in order that they may 
furnish antitoxine, none is so valuable as 
the one known as “ Bill,’’ or simply ‘“* No. 7.” 
Since his acquisition by the surgeons last 
November he has furnished fifteen quarts 
of serum, and has no doubt saved the lives 
of scores of poor children in this city. 
These fifteen quarts of, serum, or anti- 
toxine fluid, represent about forty-five 
quarts of blood which have been extracted 
from ‘No. 7.” Ordinarily, the loss of so 
much blood would result in the death of a 
horse, but the process of extraction has 
been conducted so skillfully and gradually 
that the subject has apparently thrived on 
it. This is proved by the fact that he has 
gained thirty-five pounds in the last two 
months. 

Before assuming his new roéle as a dis- 
penser of antitoxine, ‘“‘ Bill’’ was an ordi- 
nary draught horse. There is nothing about 
him to attract special notice. He stands 
about fifteen hands high, is gray in color, 
weighs 1,170 pounds, and is seven years old. 
Most of his life he has traveled up and 
down over cobblestones of the city, in 
front of a brewer’s wagon, all unconscious 
of the $5,000 worth of antitoxine stored 
in his blood. 

That “Bill” is conscious of the con- 
spicuous part he plays in furnishing this 
valuable fluid is indicated by the haughty 
way in which he carries himself. His serv- 
ices are no less recognized by Dr. William 
H. Park, the surgeon in charge, and his 
assistants. #ie is as carefully attended as 
a patient in a hospital. His temperature 
and pulse are taken twice a day, and. his 
weight is recorded at short intervals. Ex- 
ercise, toa, is not forgotten. 

When ‘No. 7’ was purchased he was 
suffering with a diseased hoof, and his 
owner was glad to get rid of him for $10. 
His present value, $5,000, is not fictitious, 
for if it were necessary there could be 
drawn from him an amount of antitoxine 
which, if sold at retail, would realize $5,000. 

Toxine is a poisonous substance formed 
by the diphtheria bacilli in their growth. 
Antitoxine of diphtheria is a substance de- 
rived from the blood of animals, generally 
horses, which have been rendered immune 
to the diphtheria bacilli through repeated 
injections of their toxines. When the 
diphtheria toxine is injected in a horse the 
animal at first is greatly affected, but after 
a while does not suffer from the process, 
and his blood soon becomes charged with 
the counteracting fluid. 

The antitoxine is obtained by extracting 
the blood, and letting it coagulate, when the 
serum oozes out. To obtain the blood an 
incision is made in the neck of the horse 
and a glass tube is inserted. The blood 
flows into a flask, which is afterward sealed 
so as to allow the entrance of air, but not 
of dust. The operation gives little pain. 

It is not known why one horse should 
give better serum than another. “ Bill’”’ 
furnishes serum twice as strong as any 
that has been imported. 

Since the introduction of antitoxine there 
has been much complaint from physicians 
throughout the city to the effect that the 
cost of the fluid has been too great to 
allow its use among the poorer classes. 
They claim that when a Health Officer is 
called to administer antitoxine the regu- 
lar physicians frequently lose the case, 
President Wilson announced yesterday that 
if the Antitoxine bill is signed by the Gov- 
ernor to-day this difficulty will be obviated. 
The Health Board intends giving antitoxine 
free to every one who is too poor to buy 
it, and to reduce the existing prices of the 
fluid nearly one-half, so as to put it within 
reach of all physicians and their patients. 


FUNERAL OF JOHN KOSTER 


The Services Attended by a Large 
Number of His Friends. 


The funeral of John Koster was held yes- 
terday afternoon at 436 West Twenty-third 
Street. The house was crowded with the 
friends of Mr. Koster, and the room in 
which the body rested was a mass of 
flowers and wreaths. 

The services, which were in German, were 
read by the Rev. Dr. Koenig. The pall 
bearers were Albert Bial, George Ehret, 
Charles Kalman, Carl Hartung, Charles 
Meisner, and Charles Bomeisler. 

The employes of Koster, Bial & Co. sent 
a beautiful wreath of roses. Wreaths were 
also sent by the members of the Navigator 
Lodge, F. and A, M., the Beethoven Society; 
and the Independent New-York Scheutzen 
Verein. 

After the services the body was taken 
to Woodlawn Cemetery and placed in a re- 
ceiving vault. 

Among those present at the funeral were 
Frank Ehret, Albert Aronson, Rudolph 
Aronson, John Noble, F. A. Ringler, and 
F. C. Schmidt. - 

Mr. Bial is sole executor of Mr. Koster’s 
estate.

After each paper there were five-minute 
talks by those who wished to speak upon 
the subject of which the paper treated. 

Dr. Powell interested his audience by ex- 
hibiting to it a new saw, that is worked by 
electricity, to remove portions of the bone 
from the skull. 

The society wrote to the Internal Rev- 
enue Bureau some time ago, and asked 
if physicians whose offices are in the 
houses that they rent to live in could, 
in making out their returns for the income 
tax, credit themselves with a portion of 
the house rent as a business expenditure, 
and was pleased last night to receive a re- 
ply saying they could.

ST. PAUL’S NEW CHURCH BUILDING 


Cornerstone Laid by Bishop Potter in 
Washington Avenue—A Gothic Gran- 
ite Structure to be Erected. 


The cornerstone of St. Paul’s new Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church, on Washington 
Avenue above One Hundred and Seventieth 
Street, was laid by Bishop Potter yesterday 
afternoon. 

The services began in the old church and 
were concluded by Bishop Potter, who as- 
sisted Bishop L. R. Brewer of Montana, 
Archdeacons F. B. Van Kleek of Westches- 
ter, Charles Tiffany of New-York, and 
George B. Johnson of Staten Island. The 
Rey. Dr. Thomas R. Harris, the rector; the 
Rev. Dr. Thomas P. Gallaudet, and other 
clergymen were present in the chancel. 

The reading of the one hundred and twen- 
ty-second Psalm was followed by the Lord's 
Prayer recited in unison. After a short reé- 
sponsive service and the recitation of the 
creed, Bishop Brewer led in prayer. After 
the singing of the hymn, “ Zion, City of 
Our God,” Bishop Potter, with a few re- 
marks relative to the occasion, introduced 
Archdeacon Van Kleek as the first speaker. 

The Archdeason detailed the history of the 
parish from its foundation in 1849 to the 
present occasion. The first services, he 
said, were held in the present edifice on 
Easter Day of 1850. Bishop Brewer spoke 
next, and paid a glowing tribute to the rec- 
tor, the twenty-fifth anniversary of whose 
rectorship was celebrated yesterday. The 
last speaker was Archdeacon Tiffany. 

After the offertory, the clergy marched to 
the platform over the foundation of the 
new church, where to Bishop Potter was 
handed a silver trowel. After a brief prayer 
he performed the cenemony of laying the 
stone. 

On the outside of the cornerstone was a 
Greek cross, the name of the church, and 
the date of the ceremonies. In the stone 
were placed a copy of the English Bible, a 
Prayer Book, and a Hymnal with the met- 
rical version of the Psalms, a copy of 
‘The Centennial History of the Diocese of 
New-York,” copies of The Churchman, The 
Standard, and the daily papers, a complete 
set of silver coins of 1895, and photographs 
of Bishop Potter and Dr. Harris. 

In a short address before the procession 
left the church, Dr. Harris announced that 
the day, besides being the twenty-fifth an- 
niversary of his rectorship, was the twen- 
ty-ninth anniversary of his ordination in 
the Church of the Annunciation, on West 
Fourteenth Street, which has recently dis- 
banded and has given to new St. Paul’s the 
altar before which Dr. Harris was ordained. 

The church will be a handsome granite 
structure in Gothic style, and will stand in 
the rear of the present church, which will 
be demolished on the completion of the new 
church, It is expected to seat 800 persons, 
and will cost about $6,000. 


SECOND FIRE AFTER AN EXPLOSION 


Some Firemen Caught, but Not Badly 
Hurt—White’s Thoughtfulness. 


Fire was discovered early yesterday in 
the shop of Peter J. Brett, maker of bon- 
net frames, 100 West Houston Street. The 
firemen soon put it out, and some of them 
had left, while others were cleaning up 
the débris, when a gas meter exploded. 

Capt. Johnson of Patrol No, 2 and seven 
men were thrown to the floor, and the es- 
caping gas started up another fire, which 
caused considerabie damage. The firemen 
escaped with no serious injuries. The dam- 
age was estimated at $15,000, the greater 
part upon the goods of Paul Fenilly, em- 
broideries; Dahl & Spielman, cloaks, and 
R,. Ragojlia, wines. 

The Italian restaurant at 1386 Third Ave- 
nue, formerly known as Plavano’s, but 
now as Raymond’s, was also on fire early 
yesterday morning. Edward White of 339 
East Sixty-ninth Street discovered the 
flames while standing on an elevated rail- 
road station, and gave the alarm. He was 
told that three men were trying to escape 
from a rear window_of the building. He 
went through the yard of 144 East Fifteenth 
Street,. with an iron fire-escape ladder. 
He called to the men not to jump, and 
hauled the ladder over a fence to place it 
against the building. 

Two of the men gave no heed to his call 
and jumped or fell to the yard. They were 
Batiste Sabes, fiftv years old, and Pasquale 
Garvensini, eighteen years old. Sabes 
sprained his ankle, and Garvensini broke 
his thigh. Nicolo Bendino, who remained 
until the ladder was placed for him, es- 
caped with slight burns. The three men 
were employes in the restaurant. Bendino 
discovered the fire in the room in which the 
other men slept, and awakened them. 
About $1,000 damage was done.

What the Chickasaw Guard of Mem- 
phis Proposes to Accomplish. 


COL. I. F. PETERS NOW IN THIS CITY 


Not Greatly Encouraged by Some of 
the New-York Soldiers, but 
Other States Will Be 
Well Represented. 


Since the war feeling simmered down, a 
few conspicuous military companies from 
the South have visited their comrades in 
the North from time to time and have 
made hosts of friends. Chief among them 
have been the Gate City Guard of At- 


lanta and the Chickasaw Guard of Mem- 
»phis. 

There has been some reciprocity in enter- 
tainment, but the members of the Chicka- 
saw Guard want to forge another link in 
the chain of hospitality that shall bear an 
unmistakable stamp of good feeling and 
cheerful soldierly competition. With this 
idea in mind, Col. I. F. Peters of the Sec- 
ond Infantry, Tennessee National Guard, 
arrived in town yesterday. He went at 
once to call upon Col. Appleton of the Sev- 
enth Regiment and Col. Sloane of the 
Old Guard. The precise object of Col. 
Peters’s errand here and the results so 
far accomplished may best be told in his 
own language to a reporter for The New- 
York Times last night. 

“The Chickasaw Guard of Memphis,”’ he 
said, “is very well known to the citizen 
soldiers of the North. We have attended 
many an inter-State drill here, and, aside 
from the mere competitive interest aroused, 
we have received much kind treatment. 
We first ,attracted general attention 
throughout the country by our victories at 
the celebrated inter-State drill at St. Louis 
in 1879. Now we want to reciprocate and 
to have militiamen from the North come to 
Memphis so that we may give them a good 
time. 

“The members of the Chickasaw Guard 
have arranged for a drill in Memphis, to 
be held from May 11 to May 21 next. It 
will be the greatest time that Memphis or 
any other city in the South ever saw. By 
popular subscription we have raised over 
$17,500 to be expended in prizes. Our citi- 
zens have responded heartily in organizing 
a Military Advisory Committee and an Ex- 
ecutive Committee, and I have been ap- 
pointed General Manager of the undertak- 
ing. 

“At first we thought that it would be a 
matter of competition among fifteen or 
twenty companies, mainly from cities ad- 
jacent to Memphis. It soon became ap- 
parent that we should be obliged to make 
more of a national affair of it. From pres- 
ent appearances I should say that we shall 
have nearly 100 companies in competition. 
The most discouraging place I have come 
across so far is New-York, but then I 
have not finished my work here yet. 

“J had talks to-day with Capt. Sloane 
of the Old Guard, and with Col. Appleton 
of the Seventh Regiment. Capt. Sloane 
seemed pleased with the idea, and I think it 
safe to prophesy that the Old Guard will 
be included among our guests Col. Ap- 
pleton said that it would be practically im- 
possible for the Seventh Regiment to send 
a representation, because of the extraor- 
dinary demand made upon the time of its 
men during the strike in Brooklyn, and 
also because of a probable call upon them 
for an encampment during the coming Sum- 
mer. Of course, I understand what a loss 
it will be to us to have such a crack regi- 
ment as your Seventh unrepresented, but I 
do not see how it can be helped. It is not 
settled yet whether the Seventh’s bicycle 
corps will attend, but I can scarcely hope 
for it. Col. Appleton told ine that he would 
not oppose the plan if the corps wished to 
go independently of the regiment. 

“ But I have discovered that there seems 
to be an unwritten law among your New- 
York City and Brooklyn regiments that 
no separate company shall accept an invita- 
tion to an affair of this kind unless the 
entire regiment goes. This is the case with 
the Seventh, at any rate, and it is with this 
idea fixed in mind that I expect to talk with 
the Colonels of the Twenty-second, the 
Sixty-ninth, and the Thirteenth Regiments. 

“But in other parts. of the country I 
have met with better success. We shall 
have six companies from New-Orleans, 
six more from Washington, and the entire 
Fourth Regiment of Marylund from Balti- 
more. Alabama will be represented by two 
companies from Mobile, one from Montgom- 
ery, and one from Birmingham. Three com- 
panies will come from Atlanta, Ga., includ- 
ing the famous Gate City Guard; two com- 
panies from Macon, one from Savannah, 
and two from Augusta. The response to our 
invitations from all parts of the South 
has been most hearty. One company each 
will come from the Cities of Jacksonville, 
Charleston, Chattanooga, and Knoxville. 
Nashville and Norfolk will send two each. 

‘But I have not nearly finished my trav- 
els.. I expect to meet with a most hearty 
response in the West. I shall leave here 
on Thursday for Cincinnati, and from en- 
coutagirs correspondence received, I ex- 
pect we shall be able to secure a very 
good representation from Ohio, including 
Columbus and Cleveland. There is also 
promise of a good showing from Illinois, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, and Iowa. I expect 
to visit the principal cities in all those 
States within the next month. 

“Do not understand me as saying that 
I am altogether discouraged by the unwrit- 
ten law among New-York City regiments 
that I have referred to. There is still 
hope that we may be able to get a fair rep- 
resentation from here for our inter-State 
competition. Three members of the Chick- 
asaws are living in New-York now, and 
they are doing their utmost to help us. 
Walter Talbot, one of the three, won the 
individual prize for the best drilled sol- 
dier at the St. Louis encampment, when 
Gen. Sherman distributed the awards. 

** All the visiting companies will be pro- 
vided with tents and quarters on _ the 
grounds, and all must be subject to the usu- 
al camp discipline. Should they desire to 
bring their own tents our association will 
cheerfully pay all charges for freight and 
hauling. Ample arrangements have been 
made for meals and all that ‘sort of thing. 
We want it understood from the outset 
that this is no money-making arrangement. 
The Chickasaw Guard members want to get 


their friends from the North down there in 
fair competition, and we have offered lib- 
eral rewards for men who can prove them- 
selves our superiors in drill, discipline, 
and tactics. So far as the individual treat- 

ent of our visitors is concerned—well, 
we promise them as cheerful a welcome as 
they have always given us on our visits 
North.”

In 1867 he entered the regular service 
as a Paymaster, with the rank of Major, 
and was made Paymaster General, with 
the rank of Brigadier General, in 1890. He 
was born in Vermont and appointed to 
the army from Minnesota.

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A WIDE DIFFERENCE. 

While it is very desirable to have 
sound systems of administration, much 
more depends upon the character and 
motives of the men who do the adminis- 
tering. Capable and honest men, aim- 
ing only at public benefit, will make the 
best of a bad system, while incapable 
and dishonest men will do endless mis- 
chief in spite of the merits of any system 
that can be devised. 

One of the grounds of opposition to the 
Lexow bill for the reorganization of the 
police of this city is the provision allow- 
ing the discharge of men on the present 
force without the privilege of having the 
action reviewed or set aside by any judi- 
cia} authority. Practically the same pro- 
vision is contained in the bill prepared 
by the Committee of Ten. The revela- 
tions made in regard to the condition of 
the Police Department of this city, and 
the demoralizing effect of those revela- 
tions upon the foree and upon public 
confidence in it, make it desirable that a 
summary power of removal should be 
exercised in order to purge the ranks of 
the corrupt material and replace it with 
‘sound material. Otherwise the process 
will be long and difficult and only partly 
successful. The one condition should be 
that the power to make removals should 
be in the hands of men who will exercise 
it with just consideration and for no 
purpose except to purify and strengthen 
the police force, 

There is a radical difference in this re- 
spect between the Lexow bill and that 
of the Committee of Ten. The former, 
taken in connection with the Commission 
bill emanating from the same source, is 
intended to give to a political bi-partisan 
Police Board the unrestricted power of 
removal, and to, give to the same board 
a practically unrestricted power to fill 
all the vacancies created by itself. Its 
aim is, and its effect would be, to allow 
four politicians to reconstruct the police 
force upon party lines with an equal di- 
vision of the spoils. 

The bill of the Committee of Ten pro- 
poses to have a special commission ap- 
pointed by the Mayor, regardless of poli- 
tics, to ascertain what members of the 
present force are unfit to retain their 
places, and to report them for removal, 
with a statement of the reasons. The ap- 
proval of the Mayor would be required 
to give effect to the removals, and the 
commission would have no power what- 
ever over appointments to the vacancies. 
These would be controlled by the civil 
service rules, and there would be no mo- 
tive for dismissing any man whose char- 
acter. and record were found to entitle 
him to retention. The commission would 
have the one function of purging the 
forecé of unfit members, and when that 
task was completed it would cease to 
exist. 

On the supposition that Mayor Strong’s 
sole purpose in reorganizing the police 
force would be to eliminate the men 
proved to be unfit for their places and to 
fill those places with fit men, for the 
purification and elevation of the force, 
that he would appoint a commission 
with that single end in view, and that 
the commission would exercise its powers 
to no other purpose or effect, the plan of 
summary dismissal is a safe one for all 
concerned, and it is the only effective 
one for accomplishing the object. There 
is no doubt that the Committee of Ten 
framed its measures on this supposition, 
and there is no reason to apprehend that 


| the Mayor would not justify the confi- 


dence implied. The process of reorgani- 
zation under this plan is simply a means 
for accomplishing a reform shown to be 
net only necessary, but urgent. It is a 
case for the temporary exercise of sum- 
mary authority in proper hands. 

But it is quite a different matter to pro- 
vide for the continuance of the present 
bi-partisan Police Board, to insist that it 
shall be perpetually political, to bestow 
upon it the control of appointments in 
the department, and,to give to it at the 
same time the power to make removals, 
subject to nobody’s approval or disap- 
proval, and to no right of appeal or 
chance for a review of the proceedings. 
The difference in the two methods is the 
difference between reforming an evil and 


aggravating it. 
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‘THE HARROW TRUST. 

A decision of considerable importance 
has been made by Judge Baker of the 
United States District Court in the suit 
of the National Harrow Company against 
two manufacturers of harrows in Indi- 
ana. The defendants, it appears, were 
charged with having infringed upon a 
patent controlled by the plaintiff compa- 
ny, which is commonly known as the 
Harrow Trust. Judge Baker, it is re- 
ported, not only dismissed the suit at the 
cost of the plaintiff—on the ground that 
the company existed not for manufactur- 
ing, but only as a Trust combination 
whose aim was to control the industry 
by suppressing competition through the 
agency of combination agreements and of 
the ownership of a large number of pat- 
ents—but also declared that the pur-

This company has been before the 
courts in this State in a similar proceed- 
ing, and the decision of Judge Walter 
Lioyd Smith of the Supreme Court in the 
suit to which we refer contained the fol- 
lowing remarir: ‘It is hard to conceive 
how a monopoly could be more firmly 
intrenched or how competition could he 
more effectively strangled.” At that 
time (1891) the Harrow Trust was doing 
business under a New-York charter. 
tome time afterward it procured a char- 
ier in another Siate. 

The protection which it enjoyed under 
the MeKinley tariff, 45 per cent., was cut 
off by the last Congress, which put har- 


rows on the free list. rm 
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THE BUILDING DEPARTMENT, 

The dismissal of Mr. Brady from the 
head of the Building Department, which 
has seemed highly. probable ever since 
Mayor Strong took office, was converted 
into a foregone conclusion by the disas- 
ter in Orchard Street. The collapse of a 
new building, the progress of which the 
department had watched with entire 
complacency would of itself have acted 
as an indictment of the department and 
put it on its defense. But the investiga- 
tion which foliowed showed that it had 
no defense, that it afforded no protection 
to the public, and that the enormous 
sum of money spent upon it was mainly 
thrown away. Both theoffice forceand the 
outside force were shown to be absolutely 
inefficient. After these revelations’ no- 
body could pretend that the Superintend- 
ent was fit for his place, or that anything 
short of a thorough overhauling of the 
department by new hands could give it 
any public usefulness. 

The antecedents of the new Superin- 
tendent yesterday appointed give good 
ground for expectation that He will effect 
this conversion. But he must by no 
means be afraid of making enemies. It 
is not too much to say, in view of the 
recent disclosures about the department, 
that the presumption is against the fit- 
ness for his place of every man at pres- 
ent employed in it. The substitution, in 
its various grades, of scientific construct- 
ors and competent mechanics for politi- 
cians ignorant of building, will spare 
very few of the names now on the pay 
roll of the department. 
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THE AFFRONT TO BISMARCK, 

The refusal of the German Legislature 
to congratulate the most famous of liv- 
ing Germans upon the completion of his 
fourth score of years was a curious exhi- 
bition of boorishness and brutality. One 
can readily understand the disgust and 
indignation with which it was received 
by the Emperor. The Emperor is not 
only, like Bismarck himself, a ‘ good 
German,’ but he is especially solicitous 
about the standing of Germany abroad. 
There can be no doubt that this standing 
has been seriously injured by the vote in 
the Reichstag, for the Reichstag, after 
all, is a representative body, and when 
it makes a contemptible exhibition of it- 
self it makes a contemptible exhibition 
of Germany. 

It takes extreme littleness of mind to 
justify this discourtesy to the ex-Chan- 
cellor upon the ground that the men who 
manifested it sincerely disapproved of 
much of Bismarck’s policy, and honestly 
thought that he had done Germany some 
disservice. Indeed, it is likely that a 
majority of educated men everywhere 
will be found to take that view, but it is 
very pusillanimous and very unpatriotic 
for German representatives to allow this 
consideration to induce them to withhold 
an expression of the national gratitude 
to the man who found his country the 
fifth power in Eurdpe and left her the 
first. The unification and the aggran- 
dizement of Germany are services which 
give the doer of them a claim upon Ger- 
man patriots that cannot be destroyed 
even by his own acts. Suppose that 
everybody in this country who found 
matter for grave disapproval in the civil 
eareer 6f Gen. Grant had, upon that ac- 
count, demurred to the honors that were 
paid at his death to the soldier who had 
saved the Union, with what disgust 
would the whole American people have 
received such a demurrer at such a time! 
The cases are really parallel, because 
Bismarck is retired from active life, and 
in his old age he already belongs to his- 
tory as much as if he were dead. There 
is no more fear in this case than in that 
that any honors that may be paid to the 
founder of the German Empire will be 
held to mark approval of his whole polit- 
ical career. The Emperor himself has 
shown his people an example. He, too, 
dissented from the policy of the Chan- 
cellor, and, seeing that the prosecution 
of what he deemed a wiser policy could 
not be expected from so masterful a man, 
dismissed him from his councils. But he 
dismissed him loaded with honors and 
rewards, which he has taken every sub- 
sequent occasion to increase. In taking 
charge of the preparations for paying 
national honors to the great man who 
has rendered Germany services that will 
never be forgotten, the Emperor has 
shown himself a truer representative of 
Germany than the Legislature which has 
refused to take part in these honors. 

The combination by Which it was se- 
cured that the Reichstag should insult 
Bismarck was very heterogeneous. It 
included Poles and Alsacians, who op- 
posed him precisely because he was the 
creator of the empire of which they de- 
sire the disintegration. It included also 
the Catholics, who have not yet forgotten 
the Culturkampf. But numerically the 
chief of its constituent elements was the 
Socialists, whose action furnishes a new 
proof of how unsocial and anti-social 
political Socialism really_is. The kind of 
“ fraternity ” which it represents is not 
only distinct from but opposed to patri- 
otisth. It strives to make the lines of 
political cleavage social, rather than na- 
tional, and to make a German work- 
ingman the political ally of a French or 
Italian or Spanish worktngman and the 
politi¢al enemy of the German landhold- 
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Anarchism, is avoWedly a union of the 
murderous ruffians of all countries against 
the well-to-do and orderly and well-dis- 
posed. It is tikely that there are very 
many thousands of Germans who e¢all 
themselves Soclalists, and who 
voted for Socialist representatives, with- 
out in the least meaning to compromise 
their citizenship or their patriotism. Such 
Germans will experience a shock from 
the action of their representatives which 
ean hardly fail to do great injury to the 
Socialist cause. If the Reichstag were 
now to be dissolved, and a new election 
held, it is safe to say that the Socialist 
representation at the next session would 
be very much diminished. Indeed, so 
largety are politics with the mass -of 
votery emotional that the refusal of a 
vote of congratulation to Bismarck may 
well turn out to have more important 
political consequences than any other act 
or omission of the German Legislature. 
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CUBAN ANNEXATION, 

Some of our Republican friends seem 
to think the only sufficient antidote to 
their policy of trade exclusion is annexa- 
tion. On that ground they are talking 
rather wildly of the great advantages 
our commerce would gain from annexing 
the Island of Cuba, with Puerto Rico 
thrown in. Unqyestionably the resources 
of Cuba will never be developed ade- 
quately under the present rule of 
Spain, for two reasons, either one 
sufficient, and both together  over- 
whelming. The first is that Spain 
does not and apparently can not pre- 
serve anything like the order that 
is absolutely essential to prosperous agri- 
culture, industry, and commerce. The 
second is that the burden of supporting 
this wholly incompetent Government 
erushes the life out of nearly all enter- 
prise. Here and there foreigners—usual- 
ly not of Latin blood—manage, by means 
of unusual intelligenceand energy, and the 
use of large capital, to raise sugar and 
tobacco profitably, thanks to the extraor- 
dinary fertility of the soil. It is proba- 
ble, if Cuba were American territory, 
that after a considerable time, with suffi- 
cient American immigration, a Govern- 
ment could be set up that would preserve 
order and would not be ruinolsly costly. 

But this is only probable, It is by no 
means certain. There is no provision in 
our system for governing dependencies, 
and any form of self-government by the 
present population of Cuba would be a 
most hazardous experiment. To establish 
it would involve great responsibility and 
risks, and the end would be by no means 
secure. If Cuba lay on the mainland, and 
in the track of natural railway extension, 
the task would not be so difficult. But 
if we annexed Cuba we should practically 
have to settle there a population of a 
couple of millions before we could do 
much with it. The game would not be 
worth the candle. 

The question is not a very practical 
one, for Spain would not let Cuba go 
without a fight, and we are not going to 
fight for any such dubious prize. What 
we can do is to encourage in every way 
open to us the gradual extension of self- 
government to the island, and one of the 
conditions to this is to repress with per- 
fect fidelity to our international obliga- 
tions all unlawful aid to insurrectionary 
efforts. Apart from this we can seek by 
such trade agreements with Spain as are 
practicable to extend our commerce with 
Cuba. Exactly what can be done in this 
direction can only be determined by care- 
ful study by competent experts. It is not 
a simple question, because, for one thing, 
the sugar duty, which is the most ob- 
vious basis for concessions, is compli- 
cated by the interest in it of the corrupt- 
ing Sugar Trust. But that is an element 
which we hope is not permanent. More- 
over, it is always possible, though not 
easy, to convince Spain of the advantage 
she would gain from lower duties on 
American goods through the stimulus to 
prosperity in Cuba. That may be a slow 
process, but any policy dealing with 
Spain and Cuba must be one of patience 
as well as persistency, because the ob- 
stacles are great. But whatever we may 
do or fail to do in this direction, it is 


pure folly to talk of Cuban annexation. 
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A GREAT INVESTMENT. 

The completion and formal dedication, 
a few days ago, of the crib or super- 
structure over the intake of the new con- 
duit through which Chicago obtains 
water from Lake Michigan from a point 
four miles from shore, gave the Health 
Officer of the city an opportunity to em- 
phasize the sanitary value of the im- 
provement. It will be remembered that 
the intakes of the old conduits or tunnels 
were not more than two miles from the 
shore and the mouth of the foul Chicago 
River; that the water drawn through 
them was polluted by the city’s sewage; 
and that the injurious effect of this pol- 
lution, as shown by the city’s typhoid 
death rate and other vital statistics, was 
the subject of world-wide comment at 
the time of the great Fair. 

This four-mile tunnel was opened for 
service before the end of the year 1892, 
and@ the statistics compared by Dr. Reyn- 
olds were those of the last years of the 
old service and those of 1894. Up to the 
close of 1892 Chicago’s typhoid death rate 
was higher than that of any other of the 
seventeen cities having a population of 
200,000 or more; but in 1894 the rate 
was so reduced that the city took the 
sixth place in the list. The average an- 
nual number of deaths from diarrheal 
diseases during the four years ending 
with 1893 was nearly 2,000; but the num- 
ber last year was only 809. ‘If the 
same death rate had obtained,” said the 
Health Officer, ‘from typhoid fever and 
diarrheal diseases in 1894 that obtained 
in the four years immediately preceding, 
there would be 2,153 persons less living 
in Chicago than there are to-day.” 

Estimating “ the value of a human life 
to the community” at $5,000, he re- 
marked that by expending $3,000,000 
upon the new ttinnel the city had al- 
ready saved $10,765,000 worth of lives. 
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man life is much less than $5,000, it can 
easily be demonstrated, nevertheless, that 
from a purely pectiniary point of view 
Chicago's investment in a conduit that 
supplies ‘wholesome wetter ts one that 
yields interest at the rate of more than 
100 per cent. a year, not only in the act- 
ual diminution of mortality, but also in 
the improved reputation of the city 
throughout this country and the civilized 
world. 


LABOR OUT OF POLITICS. 

Immediately after the nomination of 
Mr, Strohg, The Times pointed out that, 
if elected, he would, with no change in 
the law and without any addition to if, 
have it in his power to do a great deal 
for the eman¢ipation of the city affairs 
from partisan politics. This power is 
conferred upon the Mayor by the Civil 
Service act of 1884 and its amendments, 
which places it in his discretion to estab- 
lish a system-of appointment and employ- 
ment for merit only, without regard to 
politics. The Mayor has made excellent 
use of this authority in the selection of 
his Board of Civil Service Commissioners 
and in the revision of the rules which he 
has adopted on their recommendation. 

He has now taken a very much more 
important step, and one which, if vigor- 
ously followed, as we are confident that 
it will be, will go far toward making any 
partisan machine, such as Tammany had 
and Platt would like to have, exceedingly 
difficult to establish or maintain. This 
is the adoption of what is known as the 
systen of registration of laborers. It is 
intended, briefly, to secure for the city 
competent workmen, and to give all ap- 
plicants for city work a fair chance, ac- 
cording to honest claims, and without 
the need of any politician’s influence or 
favor. The system is very simple. First, 
all persons actually in the employ of the 
city are registered. In the second place, 
all applicants are registered as they ap- 
ply, being required to furnish testimo- 
nials from two reputable citizens, one an 
actual or former employer, as to sobriety, 
industry, and capacity; evidence as to 
service in the army or navy is added. 
Each person registered is known by a 
number, and the facts constituting his 
record bear a corresponding number. 
When a requisition for’ laborers is re- 
ceived, the record is consulted, and those 
presented for employment are, first, vet- 
erans in the order of the number depend- 
ent on them; second, veterans’ without 
dependents; third, others in the order of 
the number dependent on them. The 
names are known only when the selection 
has been made, There is no chance for 
favoritism; if there should be any dispo- 
sition to show it. Men once employed 
are again put upon the register when laid 
off, unless they have been discharged for 
incompetency, intexication, or insubordi- 
nation. .In that case they cannot go on 
the registry-for a year, and then only if 
the cause of discharge no longer exists. 

This system is in no sense an experi- 
ment. Its principle is as old as industry 
itself, and has. beeh applied in private 
life ever since men worked for other men 
for pay. The particular methods em- 
ployed have also been thoroughly tested— 
in Boston for some years and in the navy 
yards of the Federal Government for sev- 
eral Years, In both cases the success has 
been complete. Politics under an honest 
working of the plan is simply banished. 
The gain to the city is enormous, not 
only ‘in -abolishing a@ most contemptible 
and insidious ‘source of corruption, but 
in the amount and quality of work se- 
cured. If the plan is firmly adhered to 
during the term of Mayor Strong, it will 
make a revival of anything like the Tam- 
many machine very nearly, if not quite, 
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\PAN IN DISGRACE. 

Japan must, and doubtless will, take 
instant and energetic measures for re- 
moving, so far as any measures can, the 
disgrace and that have been 
brought updén: the whole nation by the 
assault made on Li Hung Chang in the 
streets of Simonoseki. The fact that the 
young fellow who fired at China’s repre- 
sentative was in all probability an irre- 
sponsible victim of patriotic hysteria is 
a sufficient explanation of his act, but 
not in the slightest degree does it excuse 
the Japanese officials for not taking such 
precautions as would have made any 
such calamity impossible. 

Japan is just now in a peculiarly deli- 
cate position. She has claimed admission 
to the circle of civilized peoples and has 
given innumerable proofs that herdemard 
should be granted. _The world has con- 
sidered these proofs, recognized their 
close approach to adequacy, and by new 
treaties, made or making, has consented 
to give the Mikado and his subjects the 
right for which they so eagerly pleaded, 
of dealing with foreigners on terms of 
exact equality. Japan, however, is still 
“on probation”; in many quarters the 
thoroughness of her civilization is ques- 
tioned and doubted. Certain deplorable 
events that followed the capture of Port 
Arthur furnished at least a show of rea- 
son for delay, and though the partial de- 
nials and full explanations that have 
since been made minify materially the 
painful shock which those massacres 
gave to’all the friends and admirers of 
Japan, yet the memory of them has by 
no means passed away. 

Especially unfortunate is it for Japan, 
therefore, that one of her subjects, in one 
of her own cities and far from the ex- 
citements of war, should have committed 
a crime so peculiarly atrocious as a 
murderous assault upon a duly accredited 
Ambassador, engaged in performing the 
highest task that can be assigned to such 
an official, and protected by the most invi- 
olable of all international laws. Even bar- 
barians recognize such envoys as sacred; 
to attack them is an enormity from which 
most savages would shrink. Unless the 
representatives of one country are safe 
in every other, intercourse between na- 
tions becomes impossible, and instant 
war is the only remedy for the slightest 
wrong or misunderstanding. 

Some years ago the present Czar, while 
traveling in Japan, was assaulted by @ 
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ness with 
which Prince George of Greece, his com- 
panion, struck the would-be assassin to 
the ground. Besides making most pro- 
fuse apologies, the Mikado ordered a sea- 
gon of mourning to be observed by the 
whole nation. 

A greater wrorg has been committed 
in the case of Li Hung Chang, and some- 
thing more effective than the passage by 
the Diet of a resolution of regret is need- 
ed to rehabilitate Japan in the eyes of 
the world. The boy Koyama is of no 
consequence whatever, nor will the most 
severe of punishments inflicted on him 
be more than a beginning of Just,repara- 
tion, not alone to China, but to outraged 
civilization as well. What is needed is 
an unmistakable expression from Japan 
that she appreciates the enormity of the 
misfortune that has befallen her, and her 
resolute intention to make impossible, so 
far as lies in human power, the occur- 
rence of anything like it in the future. 


Prof. Felix Adler condensed in a few 
words a large amount of wisdom when, put- 
ting an old phrase in new form, he said that 
“schools are made for children, not children 
for schools.” Substitute “‘should be’ for 
“are” and his assertion becomes much 
more nearly true, and at the same time 
points the way to real educational reform. 
There are at present a vast number of so- 
called institutions of learning that are 
highly admirable as smoothly-running pieces 
of mechanism, eminently well adapted to 
take in children at one end and at the ex- 


epiration of a definite and invariable period 


to turn them out at the other, marked with 
the word “ graduate.’’ Just what happens 
during the process of manipulation to the 
material under treatment, nobody seems to 
know or care. Enormous classes are taught 
not to whisper during school hours, to obey 
with automatic precision the tap of a bell, 
and to “earn” a certainnumber of “‘ marks.” 
These results are obvious; that their at- 
tainment precludes the acquisition of an 
education might be asserted, without any 
great amount of exaggeration, as equally 
manifest. There seems to be, just now, a 
movement in favor of good scholars, with 
good schools, simply as an incident, neces- 
sary but subordinate. Dr. Adler had not 
a little to do with the starting of this im- 
pulse, and, therefore, does he deserve well 
of his kind. 
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Philosophers might well ponder, and, if 
they can, explain why the Legislatures of 
New-York and New-Jersey, both elected to 
make effectual a widespread and energetic 
demand for reform, have proved themselves 
not only unwilling, but incompetent, to do 
anything except to imitate the worst of 
their predecessors, and to continue all the 
evils they were expected to abolish. Chosen 
to bring about great improvements, they 
have banded together in defense of antique 
abuses, instead of leading public opinion 
they have defied it. These are mysterious 
phenomena, and in some mysterious way or 
other the people of the two States are re- 
sponsible for them. It would be worth 
while to study out the explanation. 
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FOR MORE LIBERAL SUNDAY LAWS 


The Committee of Twenty-five Dis- 
cusses the Question of Funds. 


The Committee of Twenty-five appointed 
at the Cooper Union mass meeting of vari- 
ous societies, at which the Rev. Dr. Rains- 
ford and the Rev. Dr. Rylance spoke in 
favor of opening the saloons Sunday, met 
last evening at Terrace Garden, Fifty- 
eighth Street, near Third Avenue, to take 
further steps toward perfecting the per- 
manent organization that is to be known 
as the United Societies for Liberal Sunday 
Laws. 

The principal subject discussed was the 
method to be used for raising the neces- 
sary funds for the support of the organiza- 
tion. It was decided that this could be 
done best by voluntary subscriptions. 

A resolution, introduced by Otto Kempner, 
requesting the Board of Aldermen to pre- 
pare resolutions indorsing the Cooper Union 
Sunday bill that was introduced by Senator 
Jacob A. Cantor and Assemblyman Rein- 
hardt, was carried. Dr. M. B. Feeney, J. 
E. Graybill, and Otto Kempner were ap- 
pointed on the committee with instructions 
to visit the Board of Aldermen at its meet- 
ing to-day.

WASHINGTON, March 25.--Information 
received by Secretary Morton is that the 
Argentine Republic is fast shaping itsaffairs 
S50 aS to become one of the United States* 
principal competitors in the meat trade. A 
private letter just received by Secretary 
Morton from United States Minister Bu- 
chanan says the cattle shippers are looking 
to a development of their trade in both 
Great Britain and Germany, and that their 
trade is unquestionably growing rapidly, 
too. 

Mr. Buchanan assigns as one reason for 
this growth, which he anticipates will con- 
tinue, the overproduction of alfalfa and the 
consequent decline in the price, which will 
necessitate its being fed to cattle and hogs 
morelargely than heretofore. 

Another letter from James M. Sinclair 
contains similar information. Mr. Sinclair 
visited this country a short time ago anda 
Was much interested in the work of the De- 
partment of Agriculture. He has just com- 
pleted a trip of 1,700 miles through the Ar- 
gentine Republic and says it has an im- 
mense area of land suitable for agriculture. 
especially for the growth of wheat and 
maize. It is subject, however, to droughts 
and locusts. Its wheat crop this year will 
be, he says, from 30 to 50 per cent. less 
than last year. Of maize there will be 
1,000,000 tons for export. There has been 
a-sharp advance in the price of corn in the 
republic, caused by the small amount in 
stock and the news of the corn crop fail- 
ure in the United States. 

The sales of wool for the first half of 
February aggregated over 10,000,000 potitids 
at prices running from 6c, to 10%¢. per 
pound. 


EDUCATION IN NEW-YORK, 


The Trath of Harsh Criticism Recog< 
nized and Discussed. 


From The Journal of Pedagogy. 

While no one can truthfully say that there 
has not been marked progress in educational 
matters in New-York, there is, nevertheless, 
ground for the criticism made by Col. Park- 
er that the State of New-York is doing less 
for education that ony other State in the 
Union. The new education is not popular 
in many quarters, it must be admitted. One 
reason for this condition of things is the 
fact that in the selection of men for places 
of responsibility the choice has too eften 
fallen upon men who have had no training 
as educators. They have often been men 
of character and education, but in too many 
instances they have Known nothing what- 
ever of pedagogy as a science. 

New-York has the best ‘‘ system” of pub- 
lic schools in the world, but there is lack- 


ing in more places than one a true con- 
ception of the nature and end of all educa- 
tional processes. One of the reasons, there- 
fore, why the progressive school men of 
the State so heartily approve of Mr. Charles 
R. Skinner’s election as Superintendent of 
Public Instruction of the State of New- 
York, is their confidence that he will accom- 
plish more than has yet been done in the 
direction of putting the schools of the first 
State in the Union in the front rank of edu- 
cational progress. He will, they hope, seek 
the advice and co-operation, not simply of 
the ‘‘ practical ** educators, but of the réal 
students of pedagogy. 


SOUTH CLASSIS OPPOSES THE UNION 


Long Island Churchmen Consider the 
Subject of Consolidation. 


By a vote of 8 to 6 the meeting of the 
South Classis of Long Island practically 
decided that there shall be no consolidation 
of the South Classis and the North Classis. 
The meeting was held at noon yesterday, at 
25 East Twenty-second Street. 

The vote was to refer the matter back 
to the committee which had the matter 
in charge and which recommended consol- 
idation, but several of the members stated 
after the meeting that the action really 
killed the project, for the present at least. 
It showed that the South Classis was not-in 
favor of consolidation with the North 
Classis. 

The South Classis includes Brooklyn and 
is composed of twenty-five churches. The 
North Classis has twenty-three churches, 
and takes in Long Island east of Long 
Island City.

DEFERENCE TO BISM 


Prussian Diet and Reichstag Members’ 
Welcome at Lauenberg. 


IRON CHANCELLOR'S TENDER SPERCH 


The Narrowest Hut May Hold Two 
Lovers, but the Castle Was 
Not Large Enough for 
the Delegations. 


FRIEDRICHSRUH, March 25.—Prince 
Bismarck received the members of the 
Prussian Diet and many members of the 
Reichstag ‘to-day. 

The members of the Prussian Lower 
House were the first to arrive. They were 
greeted by Count Herbert Bismarck, who 
asked them to wait at the station for the 
arrival of the members of the Upper House. 

In the meantime Gen. Count von Wal- 
dersee, in the nuiform of the Uhlans, 


grouped a small circle of distinguished per- 
sons about him on the platform, . 

Count Bismarck, while busying himself, 
with the assistaace of Count Limberg, in 
completing the arrangements for the con- 
veyance of the visitors to the castle, evoked 
great laughter by remarking: ‘‘As the 
Reichstag are not here officially, they must 
travel in ordinary carriages and not in 
saloons.”’ 

Count von Waldersee called out for some 
bimetallists to complete his group, and Dr. 
Arendt, the eminent exponent of bimetal- 
lism, was found and led before Count von 
Waldersee. The group, which included Dr. 
Stoecker, was photographed. 

Suddenly thére was a cry, “ Bismarck 
eomes!”’ and to the intense surprise of all 
the old Chancellor appeared upon the plat- 
ferm, contrary to programme. The Prince 
Was attired in a full General’s uniform, 
With cuirass and helmet. He wore a long 

ray cloak and carried a walking stick, 
though he did not use it. He walked erect 
and With a firm step. He was attended by 
his chief forester, vor Lange, and Count 
Stolberg. Everybody rushed toward him, 
and the Prince said in a loud voice, ‘‘ Gen- 
tlemen, Welcome to Lauenberg.” 

To some who were nearest to him he re- 
marked: ‘‘ High hats and white ties are un- 
wonted sights in the Saxon forest. We are 
rural here.”’ 

Councilor Kleimschmid, a member of the 
Landtag. said to the Prince, ‘‘ The members 
of the Réichstag have not yet arrived.’ 

“What?” said the ex-Changellor ; “are 
théy permitted to come?’’ This remark 
created great laughter. 

Just then the train conveying the mem- 
bers of the Reichstag arrived, and Prince 
Bismarck was driven to the castle, the 
members walking. The entire delegation 
assembled around the terrace facing the 
lawn. Count Stolberg, Herr von Koeller, 
Prussian Minister of the Interior, and ex- 
President von Levetzow walked through the 
castle to the terrace, where each made a 
short speech of congratulation, to which 
Prince Bismarck replied in a clear voice. 
He said: 


Accept my warmest thanks for the honor 
you have rendered me. It is to me the 
highest distinction that such a noblé assem- 
bly is united here. I should be ashamed if 
the honor was not for the work I have 
done—not for my person only. The credit 
for the political results achieved I share 
with those who co-operated with me, who 
are now ‘dead, and above all with my 
greatly worshipped good master under 
whom I worked so long. 


Here the aged ex-Chancellor stopped 
speaking and cried bitterly, the assembly in 
the meantime being greatly affected. 

Regaining his composure, the Prince con- 
tified in a voice choked with emotion: 


What could I have done without his aid 
and that of his powerful army? I should 
have stuck in the same bog that frustrated 
all previous attempts at German unity. Our 
dynasties, thank God, are still powerful in 
their countries, [Cheers,}] and especially the 
King of Prussia is able to put a powerful 
army into the service of national interest. 
This was my afm at Frankfort-on-the-Main, 
ahd I have always followed it since. 

Thanks to our Emperor, William I., and 
his federated sovereigns, more was done 
than any diplomat could do. If the Em- 
peror had not ordered the mobilization of 
the armies in 1866-70 what would have be- 
come of Germany? Some one [meaning 
Prof. Virchow] has said that my actions 
did not impress him well. He and his party 
never impressed me as adding strength to 
the country. The dynasties fought harder 
with each other than any of the parlia- 
mentary factions fought. 

We fought Bavaria and Saxony, yet when 
the need arose we grasped each other's 
brother-hand and marched together against 
the common foe. 

Among the parliamentary factions the 
dissension is deeper and more heated, and 
seems excluded. Federal 
Governments prove to be better for the peo- 
plé than parliamentary factions. With fed- 
erated Governments, national interests are 
always above all other considerations. 

As long as we can rely upon this true na- 
tional feeling of our Princes I shall not be 
alarmed for the future of the empire. I 
wish this feeling were more strongly ex- 
pressed by the Diets of the German States. 
We Prussians, the Bavarians, and the Sax- 
ons, though having different Diets, are 
always Germans, and not like the inhabi- 
tants of Sweden and Norway, distinct peo- 


ples. 

The Diets ought to take a larger interest 
in the foreign policy. They ought to discuss 
what is known about the instructions a 
foreign Minister receives and what he does. 

In the Federal Council the budget for 
salaries of foreign Ministers always offers 
a chance for debating the foreign policy. 
This would tend to revive national feeling 
in te empire, which is not, of late, mani- 
festing itself so strongly as I could wish. 

There is no doubt that there are people 
who labor under the erroneous impression 
that there are two separate and independ- 
ent Governments at Berlin. There is but 
one, for the foreign policy, which, as intend- 
ed by the Constitution, ought to be im- 
perial, has been distorted by bureaucratic 
malpractites from the original intention. I 
am sorry I cannot directly take part in the 
management of affairs. 

Here the ex-Chancellor 
by shouts of “So are we!” 

With a wave of his hand Prince Bismarck 
eontinued: 

No, I am not well enough to co-operate 
with you practically, [Hurrahs, and cries of 
“Yes, you are!’’] but my ideas are with 
you, perhaps more than is proper for an old 
man like myself. Put I cannot help myself; 
I cannot drive away what has become a 
habitual interest through lifelong work. I 
eannot now express my feeling better than 
by ‘Ympressing upon you, especially you 
members of the Landtag, that you must 
hold fast to the national idea, and remem- 
ber that in Prussia, also, we do not follow 
the Brandenburg or Prussian policy, but 
the imperial German policy. In this sense I 
eall upon you for three cheers for the 
Kaiser. 

The cheers were given heartily. When 
quiet was restored, Prince Bismarck added: 

I very much wish my house were able to 
receive you all as my guests, but there is 
no room. Although there is room in the 
narrowest hut for happy lovers, there is 
not room enough here for 400. 

The concluding remarks of the ex-Chan- 
céllor were greeted with laughter, and he 
retired for luncheon with the Presidents of 
the bodies represented. Counts William and 
Herbert Bismarck and Count von Rantzau, 
thé ex-Chancellor’s son-in-law, were also 
present. 

The Deputies departed for their homes 
on three special trains. 

A tempest of wind and rain prevailed 
throughout the night and this forenoon, 
making the forest roads impassable. The 
sky cleared about noon. 

Crowds of newspaper reporters besieged 
the castle, but admittance was denied to 
them by the gatekeepers and they were 
harshly repulsed. The keepers were acting 
under orders of Prince Bismurck’s physi- 
clan, Dr. Chrysander.

‘It is learned that the Emperor's visit to 
Prince Bismarck to-morrow will assume the 
character of a special military honor to the 
old Chancellor. His Majesty has ordered a 
company of infantry, a company of pioneers, 
a squadron of the Wandsbeck. Hussars, and 
a battery o” artillery, all with colors and 
bands, to assemble to Friedrichsruh. 

The Emperor will alight from his special 
train at Anmuehle and place himself at the 
head of the troops, which will march to 
the castle. The Emperor will be accom- 
panied by Gen. Bronsart von Schellendorf, 
Minister of War, and the members of the 
military héeusehold. 

A meeting of the Democratic Deputies in 
the Wiirtemberg Dict was held in Stutt- 
gart to-day. It passed a resolution approv- 
ing of the Reichstag’s action on Saturday 
and protesting against the sentiments of 
the Emperor's telegram to Bismarck. 

LONDON, March 25.—The Daily 
correspondent in Berlin says: 

“The Government has not yet decided 
how to act, but it is almost certain to take 
advantage of the first pretéxt to dissolve 
the Reichstag before Easter. The Centrists 
being forced by Saturday’s vote into a 
more hostile attitude to the Government, 
the Ministers have lost all chance of pass- 
ing the bills now under discussion. The 
National Union of Berlin University stu- 
dents have telegraphed the Emperor: 

““* Your Majesty’s words to Prince Bis- 
marck will find an enthusiastic echo in the 
hearts of the German youth.’ They tele- 
graphed Bismarck that they were disgusted 
with the decision of the Reichstag, but 
confidently hoped that in generations to 
come another spirt would prevail. The 
military unions of Leipsic, including 120,000 
veterans, have telegraphed the Emperor, 
thanking him for denouncing the Reichs- 
tag’s action.”* 


BRITAIN AND NICARAGUA

GREAT 


Difficulties Attending Enforcement of 
the Monroe Doctrine. 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—Some of the 
persons who are anxious to have the Mon- 
roe doctrine asserted with great positive- 
ness just now in the case of Nicaragua, and 
who get the impression that the President 
does not fully appreciate the importance 
to the United States and all other Amer- 
ican republics of the maintenance of that 
doctrine, are not aware of some of the 
forms of embarrassment from which the 
United States have heretofore suffered, and 
may suffer now in attempting to impress 
the doctrine upon foreign powers. The 
President and the Secretary of State are 
alive to the necessity for the common wel- 
fare of all republics on this continent of 
preventing the intrusion of any power con- 
trolled by a form of government antago- 
nistie to a republic. 

It has occurred to State Department offi- 
cers of former Administrations, Democratic 
and Republican, that some of the South 
and Central American States have at times 
presumed upon the disposition of the United 
States to assert and maintain the Monroe 
doctrine to assume an attitude toward 
European powers that they would not ven- 
ture to occupy if there were not a power- 
ful nation here in the north constanly di- 
recting the attention of European powers to 
the fact that encroachments upon this con- 
tinent, to acquire territory and establish 
government, would be regarded as an un- 
friendly act. 

There have been times during the contro- 
versy between Nicaragua and Great Britain 
when it might have been suspected that 
Nicaragua would not have been so defiant 
and so confident of success, if that country 
had not felt that whatever happened, the 
United States would see that she retained 
intact her territory. 

The ejection of the Consul of Great Britain, 
while it’ may present some aspects ad- 
vantageous to the Nicaraguans in the corre- 
spondence that may follow the payment of 
the indemnity oF $75,000, now or at some 
time that Nicaragua may agree to pay 
it, possibly would not have been made 
if it was not a generally understood propo- 
sition in Nicaragua that the United States 
would prevent the collection by force of 
the assessment made by Great Britain. 

If other South and Central American 
countries could be induced to accept the 
same idea, the possibility would at once 
present itself that foreign nations could be 
offended with impunity, as long as the 
United States could be depended upon to 
obstruct by the interposition of the Monroe 
doctrine a forcible attempt to collect money 
as the price of insult. 

In supporting thé Monroe doctrine, as the 
Administration, will unquestionably ¢o, it 
eannot be depended upon to interfere with 
a British attempt to secure the indemnity 
to which it considers itself entitled for the 
bad treatment of British subjects. Military 
interference would not be expected by Nica- 
rague to prevent Great Britain from secur- 
ing admission of the propriety of the de- 
mand, while it would almost as surely be 
invoked if the collection of indemnity was 
made the pretext when the real object was 
to acquire territory and establish a foot- 
hold on the continent, 

It may be suggested that it would scarcely 
be a wise or profitable business for the 
United States to set up in, to offer to resent 
with force the demands of all foreign 
powers that South and Central American 
States chose to offend, simply because these 
States were confident of the support cf the 
United States when the foreign powers seuit 
a force to insist upon the payment of its 
indemnity. 

The change of Government in Spain is 
likely to defer, but not for long the Spanish 
answer to the letter of Secretary Gresham 
about the firing on the Allianca. It will not be 
lost sight of. There has been no intima- 
tion that Spain desires to evade it. Our 
Minister at Madrid is intelligent and cool, 
and he will assert with all propriety the 
rights of his Government before the Madrid 
rulers. 


GREAT CONCESSION IN PERSIA. 


The American Who Holds It Lacks 
, Capital to be Successful. 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—Vice Consul 
General Tyler, at Teheran, reports to the 
State Department that an American citizen 
holds concessions for drilling artesian wells 
for irrigation purposes throughout Persia, 
and for the introduction of electricity in its 
various forms, outside of telegraphy—which 
already exists—into that country. 

The concessionaire has not, however, been 
able to secure sufficient capital to push 
these enterprises to a successful issue. 


Bimetallic League in France. 


PARIS, March 25.—A National Bimetallic 
League has been formed here, with ex-Pre- 
mier Loubet as President. Among the Vice 
Presidents are M, Magnin, Governor of the 
Bank of France; M. de Normandie, Prési- 
dent of the Comptoir d’Escompte, and Dep- 
uty MéNne. The main feature of the 
league’s programme is the plan to open di- 
rect relations with foreign bimetallic 
leagues. The league has already 3,000 mem- 
bers. 


Honduras Promises Prompt Attention. 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—Honduras has 
promised to act promptly concerning the 
murder of Mr. Renton, the American who 
was assassinated in that country. A tele- 
gram to that effect has been received by 
Secretary Gresham from Mr. Pierce M. B. 
Young, our Minister to Honduras. ‘The 
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Attending Surgeon Says the Wound 
Need Not Cause Anxiety. 


THE ASSAILANT PROBABLY INSANE 


Twelve Japanese War Ships Make a 
Coucerted Attack upon the 
Forts North of Makong 


in the Pescadores, 


LONDON, March 25.—A dispatch from 
Tokio to the Central News says that Dr. 
Sato, ‘he surgeon in attendance upon Li 
Hung Chang, has telegraphed to the Em- 
peror that the Chinese envoy’s wound is in 
good condition, and that. there is no cause 


for anxiety regarding the result. 

Li Hung Chang’s assailant, the dispatch 
further says, is believed to be insane. 

A Central News dispatch from Tokio says 
that immediately on hearing of the attack 
upon Li Hung Chang, the Emperor sent two 
of his principal surgeons to attend the Chi- 
nese envoy, and also sent his personal aide 
de camp with messages from the Empress 
and himself. : 

A Central News dispatch from Tokio says 
that a special gazette has been published, 
containing 4 message signed by the Em- 
peror and the Imperial Ministers, deploring 
the act of a fanatic against the person of 
an envoy under the protection of Japan. 
The criminal, the message says, must be 
punished according to law, dnd the nation 
must respect the imperial orders, 

A dispatch to The Westminster Gazette 
Says the Japanese Parliament has passed 
resolutions deploring the attempt to assas- 
sinate Li Hung Chang. 

A dispatch from Shimonoseéeki to The Pall 
Mall Gazette says that Li Hting Chang will 
tefuse to cede any territory’ to Japan, but 
will offer a greatly-increased sum of méney 
as indemnity instead, It is believed, the 
dispatch says, that the peace negotiations

Some secret force behind China, | : 

The Times’s correspondent in Kobe says 
that Corea has refused a Japanese loan, to 
have been made on the condition of repay- 
ment in five yéars. The Times’s corre- 
spondent in Hongkong says:

SHANGHAI, March 25.—Twelve Japanese 
warships made a concerted attasck on Sat- 
urday upon the forts north of Makong, 
Pescadores. The firing began at 12 o’clock 
and lasted until 8 o'clock in the afternoon. 

The warships then withdrew, but re- 
newed the attack on Sunday, both by sea 
and land, Communication by telegraph with 
Formosa had not been restored this morn- 
ing, and the land lines communicating with 
he Pescadores are still. interrupted. 

WASHINGTON, March .25.—No official 
confirmation of the attempted assassination 
of Li Hung Chang has been received at 
either the Chinese or the Japanese Lega- 
tions, The general feeling here is one of 
profound regret that this venerable Chinese 
diplomat should have fallen a victim to a 
fanatic’s bullet. 

Its effect upon the peace negotiations 
cannot be determined, for much will depend 
upon the result. Should Li Hung Chang re- 
cover after a shdrt illness, the only result, 
it is believed, would be delay.’ Should he 
die, a postponement. of the peace nego- 
tiations for a number of weeks is regarded 
as inevitable. : 

So great is the confidence of the Japa- 
nese envoys, and the Japanese people as 
well, in Li Hung Chang’s ability to aid a 
settlement of peace, that it would be diffi- 
cult to secure another Chinesé envoy as ac- 
ceptable to Japan. 

Ii Hung Chang is seventy-three years 
old, and has been in feeble health for many 
months. He has suffered from a complica- 
tion of disorders, and it is féared that his 
recuperative powers have been greatly 
weakened, A year ago, when Mr. and Mrs. 
John W, Foster of this city were making 
a tour of the world, they dined with him 
at his palace, at Tien-Tsin. The menu in- 
cluded twenty-four courses, one-half con- 
sisting of American dishes and the remain- 
der of distinctively Chinese food, “At that 
time the Viceroy Was compelled to eat spar- 
ingly even of the dishes best suited to his 
health, and it is believed from all reports 
that his general condition is not so good 
now as it was at that time. 

The punishment which his assailant, Ko- 
yoma, will receive will be speedy and severe. 
He may be tried by court-martial. The war 
sentiment is very strong amorig the common 
people, who, it is thought, ‘will secretly, if 
not openly, applaud Koyoma’s act. The 
younger generation of Japanese are being 
taught that it is barbarous*not to respect 
the right of foreigners in their country, but 
the adults are not so well trained. 

If Li Hung Chang should die his assassin 
will be punished by death, which, in Japan, 
takes the form of hanging. Even should 
Li Hung Chang recover, it is regarded 
as probable that Koyama: will be condemned 
to death as a warning to his fellow-country- 
meén, The Japanese Government was greatly 
mortified at the attempt upon the life of the 
Russian Prince, George, in that country a 
few years ago. Since then foreigners of dis- 
tinction visiting the empire have had special 
guards detailed for their protection so long 
as they remain in Japan. 

This distinction was shown to Mr. John 
W. Foster, who is Li Hung Chang’s confi- 
dential adviser at the present time, when he 
and Mrs. Foster visited Japan, although 
at that time Mr. Foster -was a private 
citizen of the United States, having a@ year 
previously relinquished the portfolio of the 
State Department on the incoming of the 
Cleveland Adminstration. | 

The policeman who attempted to assas- 
sinate Prince George was adjudged to be 
insane. Nevertheless, he was sentenced to 
imprisonment for life, and died in the in- 
sane ward of the Tokio Penitentiary. 

The report which reached here _ that 
China will not consent to a cession of any 
part of her territory as one. of the condi- 
tions of peace is not believed to be correct. 
China knew before Li Hung Chang went 
to Shimonoseki upon what terms Japan 
would make peace, and the occupation by 
Japan of the Island of Formosa was known 
to be included in these termg. It is not 
doubted that China would prefer to pay a 
much larger War indemnity than Japan 
will ask in order to retain Formosa, but 
it is known positively that Japan will not 
accept such a proposition. ’ 
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MEXICAN TARIFF AND COMMERCE 


Subsidy for a Market, Land Prices, 
and Mail and Ship Contracts. 


WASHINGTON, March 25,—The State De- 
partment has been officially notified that a 
revision of the Mexican customs tariff will 
go into operation April 1, involving changes 
in the following schedules affecting exports 
from the United States: 

Tinware, mantifactures of ‘iron and steel, 
textiles of linen, jute, and other fibres, and 
certain cases containing articles of gold, 
silver, and platinum in sets. 

The Mexican Government has granted a 
subsidy of $1,500 in gold per year for an 
experimental agency designed to create a 
market for Mexican fruits aiid vegetables 
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will maintain at all times a stock of assort- 
ed Mexican products. 

President Diaz, in compliance with the law, 
has decreed the teriff of prices per hectare 
for public lands in the twenty-seven States, 
two territories, and the Federal District of 
Mexico for the fiscal year 1895-96. 

The prices vary from $5.60 Mexican in 
the Federal District (City of Mexico) to 65 
cents in Lower California, the average being 
about $2.25. A hectare is nearly two and 
one-half acres. 


The Mexican Government has made a 


mail contract with the Johnston Line of 
steamers to make at least two trips month- 
ly between New-York or Baltimore and 
Tampico. The company is to deliver on the 
wharves at Tampico all the coal that the 
Government may need at a price not to 
exceed $5 per metric ton in United States 
currency 

A contract has been made for extending 
the trips of the Ward New-York and Cuba 
Line to Coatzacoalos, the gulf terminus 
of the new Tehuantepec Interoceanic Rail- 
way, which is expected to rival the Panama 
route. 


SPAIN’S REBELLIOUS SUBJECTS, 


Officers Hissed in Madrid and More 
Troops Arriving in Cuba. 


LONDON, March 25.—The Central News 
correspondent in Madrid says: 

“Strong public resentment is felt still on 
account of the officers’ riots. Officers are 
hissed frequently when they enter cafés or 
music halls. The whole affait has had a 
bad influence on the ranks. he non-com- 
missioned officers and privates are return- 
ing late from their furloughs, and are in- 
clined to be defiant.”’ 

HAVANA, March 25.—The cruiser Alfonso 
XII. arrived to-day, having on board 1,300 
Government troops, 

BOSTON, March 25.—Cuban residents here 
in sympathy with the struggle for inde- 
pendence have formed a committee con- 
sisting of J. V. Fuentes, Arturo Olive, and 
Alonzo C. Cartwright and called a meeting 
to be held to-morrow at 7:30 P. M., for or- 
ganization. 

HAVANA, March 25.—Col. Santoscildes, 
who commands the Government force at 
Manzanillo, reports that yesterday troops 
under Col. Araoz attacked and dispersed 
rebel bands at Juraguana and Cayo Ca- 
macho, 

The bands were 500 strong, and were com- 
manded by Guerra Guardia Reitor. Fifteen 
rebels were killed and many others 
wounded. The Government force lost one 
officer killed and two privates wounded. 
The rebels left behind a large quantity of 
ammunition and small arms. 

The same Government troops also dis- 
persed a party of rebels at San Ramon on 
March 22, losing one officer killed and three 
privates wounded. ‘ 

A report from Holguin says that insur- 
gents under Masso Mira Manana are ap- 
proaching the place. The force is 300 strong 
and well armed. 


Two meh, said to have been forced to flee 
from Cuba, were passengers by the Ward 
Line steamship Orizaba, which arrived from 
Havana yesterday. They are Dr. Fesnando 
A. de Zagas and George Henriques. Mr. 
Henriques, who is eighteen years old, re- 
fused to be interviewed on the pier, and 
went at once to the residence of his father, 
17 West Eighty-seventh Street. Report- 
ers who called at the house last night were 
refused admission, 

Officers of the Orizaba say young Henri- 
ques embarked very hastily at Havana, and 
reached the ship without baggage and 
armed with a passport which they suspected 
of belonging to some one else. 

Dr. de Zagas is from Matanzas. He de- 
nied that his trip here had any connection 
with the Cuban outbreak. 


ACCIDENTS TO VESSELS AT SEA. 


Steamer Belfast Ashore and Eighteen 
of Her Crew Are Missing. 


GREENOCK, March 25.—The British 
steamer Durham City, Capt. Thompson, 
from Newport News, March 8, for Glasgow, 
arrived here to-day with four of the crew 
of the British steamer Belfast, Capt. Brown, 
from Darien, March 2, for Belfast, which 
is ashore on Jona Island, and will proba- 
bly become a total wreck. Eighteen other 
members of the Belfast’s crew are missing. 

The Norwegian steamer Union had a 
hole stove in her hull amidships by col- 
liding with the British steamer Corean, 
Capt, Brodie, while the latter vessel, bound 
from Glasgow for Halifax, was lying off 
the Tail of the Bank, in the Clyde, making 
repairs to her machinery. The Union, 
however, did not make any water. The 
Corean’s stem was badly damaged and some 
of her bow plates were stove. She re- 
turned to port for repairs. 

The American bark Arkwright, Capt. 
Moore, from Port Gamble, Dec. 22, for 
New South Wales ports and San Fran- 
cisco, standed in Spencer’s Gulf, South Aus- 
tralia, and it was necessary to jettison a 
part of her deck cargo. She was floated and 
proceeded, apparently undamaged. 

The bark Andrada, (British,) Adams, from 
Tacoma, Oct. 29, for Liverpool, is still 
ashore at Barmouth, on the Welsh coast, 
two tugs, which were working on her, hav- 
ing failed to pull her afloat. There are 
sixteen inches of water in her hold, The 
vessel is bulging, and it is feared she will 
become a total loss. 

The steamer Storm King, (British,) Cros- 
by, from Antwerp, March 22, for Boston, 
which was in collision with the Italian 
bark Guiseppe, and put into Dungeness with 
her bows damaged, has proceeded for Ant- 
werp. 


RUSSIA’S NEW BUSINESS RULES. 


Conditions to be Observed by For- 
eign Commercial Travelers. 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—The State De- 
partment has learned that restrictions upon 
foreign commercial travelers in Russia 
have been modified, and that the Minister 
of Finance has established the following 
temporary rules: 

“Commercial travelers on arrival in Rus- 
sia, must provide themselves at the first 
Russian Custom House reached by them 
with a clerk’s certificate, paying for the 
same the regulation price of a little over 38 
rubles. 

‘Foreign commercial travelers of the 
Jewish persuasion, duly registered as such 
travelers by commercial firms, according 
to the laws of the country of the latter, 
must present their passports for vVisé to 
Russian Consuls, and at the same time 
exhibit certificates of their calling, to be 
issued by the firms they represent. A note 
shall then be made by the Consular officers 
on their passports to the effect that the 
bearer is a commercial traveler, the num- 
ber of his legitimation certificate being also 
indicated thereon, together with its place 
of issue. 

“During the term for which the passport 
is valid, and during six months when the 
passport has been issued for an unlimited 
period, a poreign Jew may cross and re- 
cross the Russian frontier while observing 
the géneral regulations established for the 


purpose.” 


New German Ambassador to America. 


BERLIN, March 25.—It is formally an- 
nounced that Baron von Saurma-Jeltsch, 
German Ambassador at Washington, will 
succeed Prince Rudolin as German Athbas- 
sador to Turkey, and that Baron von Thiel- 
mann, Prussian Minister at Munich, will be 
appointed German Ambassador to the Unit- 
ed States. ‘ 


Reina Regente Officially Untraced. 


MADRID, March 25.—The Government is 
officially informed that all reports that the 
war ship Reina Regente has been found

A dramatization of Daudet’s ‘Sapho” 
Was presented at Abbey’s Theatre last 
evening. The play is by no means as re- 
markable as the book out of whose princi- 
pal incidents it is made, but it is neither a 
weak nor a dull The character of 
Fanny Legrand within , the 
wide circle of Mme. Réjane’s talents, and 
utterly different as it is from the Riquette 


of “Ma Cousine,”’ she identified herself 
with its body and soul no less perfectly, 
and no less marvelously. 

The réle is one far from attractive, for 
in it is portrayed a woman, not with one 
past, but half a dozen, each of which has 
left its imprint on her face. Of the beauty 
she may once have had little remains, de- 
spair is always close at hand, and her claim 
for sympathy is founded on little else than 
the wretchedness that precedes and will 
follow her wretched present. All the possi- 
bilities of this rédle Mme. Réjane made dis- 
mally and terzibly manifest. She shrank 
from none of its inevitable consequences 
and was by turn fiercely passionate, sav- 
agely cruel, and childishly petulant. Of a 
“better nature’’ or aspirations fér.a high- 
er life there were hardly any traces, and 
yet the woman excited a sort of pity and 
was not so wholly repulsive that her lover's 
infatuation became incomprehensible. 

The scene of fifal parting was a strangely 
effective one. As Mme, Réjane stood and 
watched the sleeping man who had sacri- 
ficed for her all that made life worth living, 
and whom she was about to abandon, the 
audience was breathlessly attentive. . Her 
silence and her look were more dramatic 
than any words would have been, and not 
till more than a few moments after the 
curtain fell could any one have been struck 
by the fact that a more uausual finale was 
never given any play. 

The work of the supporting company was 
admirable.

David Christie Murray Reads. 


A very .small assemblage of ladies heard 
David Christie Murray read his short novel 
entitled “‘ Why? Says Gladys,” at the Ly- 
ceum Theatre yesterday afternoon. Mr. 
Murray has a most agreeable personality 
and a pleasingly confidential manner of 
reading. He has a smooth-shaven face, and 
his gray hair is brushed back to expose an 
ample forehead. Probably the common 
mind cherishes no fixed idea of what a 
novelist should look like. Mr. Murray 
might be taken for a distinguisked actor, 
an advocate, or a Unitarian preacher. 

His new novel is on the subject of mar- 
riage. He contends that ‘“‘ the great com- 
edy of marriage has never yet been exhaus- 
tively presented on any stage. * * * The 
theme is a great one, and is worthy the 
handling of a great artist.”” The weighty 
import of this is not lessened merely be- 
cause one does not knew exactly what it 
means. The “great comedy of mar- 
riage’’ seems to have occupied some 
of the time and some of the genius 
of Shakespeare and Goethe, Fielding and 
Jane Austin, Thackeray and George 
Eliot, Mollére and Beaumarchais, 
sen, and Zola, to say nothing of Harriet 
Beecher Stowe, Mrs. E. D. E. N. South- 
worth, and Mr. Walter Besant. Probably 
Mr. Murray means more than hé says. 

To listen to the best reading of a narrative 
is irksome, especially on a Spring day, to.a 
person whose calling compels him to read 
many books and see many plays. Pages 
that, with the laboriously trained faculty 
of skipping intelligently, he would pass 
over lightly, are then forced upon him word 
by word, with every shade of meaning in- 
sisted upon. But public entertainments are 
not designed to please, mollify, or instruct 
such persons. Mr. Murray’s descriptive 
powers are good, he writes well, and he 
reads well. His audience seemed to enjoy 
his reading, in a quiet, undemonstrative 
way. 


Mr. Bellew. 


A notable audience greeted Mrs. Pottet 
and Mr. Bellew at the Herald Square The- 
atre last evening. The house was not 
crowded, but crowded houses have been 
very rare in New-York this season.. The 
play called ‘‘ Charlotte Corday ’”’ cannot be 
said to improve on acquaintance. It is not 
the kind of a play that people will care to 
see twice. But for one sitting it serves as 
well as most plays of this hour. 

Mrs. Potter’s portrayal of the assassin of 
Marat has changed in no particular since 
it was Isst seen here. Her elocution is 
still deplorably, bad. She so produces her 
voice and pronounces her words as to be 
often unintelligible in the back part of the 
auditorium. But she is beautiful and much 
in earnest, and there is a hint of genuine 
power in her acting. She has learned much 
of the actor’s art, and her posing and ges- 
ticulation are full of grace and meaning. 
Mr. Bellew’s Marat is grotesque but forci- 
ble. He lays the color on thickly, -and 
spares the spectator no offensive detail in 
depicting the physical disabilities of the 
monster. His cough and his pimples are 
equally repulsive. But there is power in 
Mr. Bellew’s denotement of the indomi- 
table wil! that asserts itself in spite of 
physical weakness. 

The engagement is for three weeks, and 
“Charlotte Corday” will be continued a 
fortnight.

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ZIMMERMAN WILL RACE 


Accepts ‘Houben’s Challenge for a 
Series of Three Races. 


THE STAKE 25,000 FRANCS A SIDE 


Houben Is the Fastest Rider in Eu- 
‘rope — Zimmerman to Begin 
Training Next Week and 
Go Abroad in May. 


The cycling world will be glad to learn 
that the world’s champion, the only Zim- 
merman, has décided to accept the chal- 
lenge issued by Hubert Houben, the Belgian 
wonder, to a series of three races for 2,- 


000f. a side. "The details are not complete, 
but “Zim” said yesterday that he’d race 
him, and that he was only awaiting a cable- 
gram from Paris before making arrange- 
ments for the trip. 

Houben stands as the undisputed cham- 
pion of all Europe to-day. He has met and 
defeated such cracks as Dubois, Fournier, 
Protin, Medinger, and Jacquelin, and. has 
even led the great Zimmerman across the 
tape. In this latter case, however, it is 
only fair to say that the Yankee was not 
on edge at the time. 

During the past month the young Belgian 
has had several “races in Paris, and his 
success has been flattering. The Parisians 
hail him joyously as the successor of ‘‘ Le 
Grand Zim.’’ Recently he threw down the 
gauntlet to the racing cracks, directing his 
challenge pointedly at the world’s cham- 
pion, and naming 25,000f. as about the prop- 
er figure for a series of three races. 

The famous fast riders of the whole world 
kept silence for a time, waiting to see what 
“ Zim ”’’ would say; but at first nothing sat- 
isfactory emanated from Freehold, the 
home of the great rider. After a time it 
Was said that the champion could not go 
to:Europe, having made plans for a trip to 
Australia, and this was supplemented by 
the statement that ~Houben had every 
chance in the world to race.the Jerseyman 
for a big stake, but always had a conven- 
jient excuse for not doing so. 

Recently Zimmerman has been very se- 
cretive on the subject, but to a few inti- 
mate friends he has confided his intentions 
of going to Europe to settle the dispute of 
who can ride the fastest. He says. he con- 
siderse Houben to be the best rider in alt 
Europe, but he modestly adds that he 
thinks he can defeat him. : 

After thinking over the matter for a long 
time, ‘“‘Joe’’ McDermott, the champion’s 
brother-in-law, advised the acceptance of 
the challenge, and a cable dispatch was 
sent to Paris to a friend of Zimmerman’s. 
An answer to this is expected to-day, and 
then it will be known whether the Belgian 
is still ready to defend his track honors 
against the big ‘ skeeter.”’ 

A Russian nobleman living in Paris, who 
took a great interest in Zimmerman when 
he was in Europe last season, cabled to 
the champion recently that he would gladly 
deposit the stake if he would send word 
that he would take up Houben’s challenge. 
It is theught that this is the friend to 
whom Zimmerman has cabled. The latter 
is abundantly able to furnish his own stake, 
and will, no doubt, insist on doing so if the 
match is consummated. 

Speaking of Houben, The Bicycling World 
recently said: ‘“‘ The Belgian cyclist, Hou- 
ben, is now looked upon as the fastest short- 
distance rider in Europe. He began racing 
in 1891, and steadily advanced until he had 
beaten all the Continental riders; 1894 was 
the most brilliant year in the career of this 
young champion. His chief successes were 
over Dubois of Paris. A. A. Zimmerman and 
his partner, Harry Wheeler; Medinger, and 
Protin. His two greatest victories in 1805 
have been over Fournier and over Medinger, 
the latter considered by his countrymen the 
champion of France. He is now resting, 
but intends to take up his training again in 
April, ready to defend the colors of Bel- 
gium against France, Italy, and Bngland 
this coming Summer.” xy 

The American Wheelman recently printed 
the following about the Belgian: ‘“‘ Houben 
seems to be filling Zimmerman’s shoes in 
Europe pretty well this year. Like our 
champion, he has made his reputation, so 
that all other riders fear him, and is now 
able to dictate his own terms as to the 
time and place of a race, and who-he shall 
race with. Many challenges have been of- 
fered him, but one only has been accepted, 
that of Jacquelin of France, and this was 
accepted only upon the definite assurance 
that Jacquelin was the fastest man who 
could be produced to defend the French 
colors. Both men have been in training on 
the Paris tracks for several weeks, and: it 
is expected that when the race comes off 
it will be one of the most exciting races of 
the year. Houben has declared this will be 
his last race until the Summer season opens 
up, When he can use an outdoor track. 
Houben had a very close call not long 
since from not appearing on the track at all 
this year. The Belgian soldiers for each 
Season are selected from the eligible young 
men by the drawing of numbers in each‘ 
city. Wher Houben’s turn came he was 
fortunate enough to draw the last number, 
which, besides releasing him from the active 
duties of a soldier, permits him still to 
draw his soldier’s pay.” 

Zimmerman will begin training for the 
season during the first week in April, and 
if the arrangements for the match progress 
as he hopes they will, he will probably 
leave for France early in May.

STILL AFTER THE JUBILEE. 


Foster Hoping that Yachtsmen 
Will Help Race the Boat, 


Mr. 


BOSTON, March 25.—C. W. M. Foster, the 
prime mover in the Jubilee yacht syndicate, said 
to-day: ‘‘Gen. Paine has withdrawn his offer 
solely, I. believe, because the matter has not 
gone through with a rush and with the en- 
thusiasm expected. He does not wish to be 
placed in the position of offering the boat to 
those who might feel that they could not afford 
to put their money into whatever chances might 
be going. If the money could be raised readily 
within a short time, I believe he would sell the 
boat. If the money cannot bé raised the plan 
falls through. That is the matter as I see it 
now. 

“* Whether or not the money will be raised I 
cannot say. It seems to me that it should be; 
that there ought to be yachtsmen qnough in Bos- 
ton who can well afford to give it, and that. we 
owe it, not only to Boston, but to the country 
to take all possible chances in the cup defense. 

‘* Remember, there is but one new boat build- 
ing in the cup defense, and if she does not come 
up to expectations, we have only the old boats 
to fall back upon. We have a chance by putting 
the Jubilee in the field, to defend the cup with 
her, and certainly to push the new boat,to her 
best speed. If we fail to take this chance, we 
have failed to do our duty in the defense of the 
America’s Cup, which defense is a national more 
than a local matter. I am hoping for four other 
yachtsmen to take the same view of the mattér 
to make the syndicate a success, but I cannot say 
now that my hopes will be realized.’’ ,

BILLIARD MEN WILL FIGHT. 


Ask for Injunction to Restrain the 
Police from Raiding Their Rooms. 


The proprietors of billiard and pool rooms have 
taken united action for the purpose of preventing 
the city authorities and, Superintendent Byrnes 
from interfering with them in carrying on their 
business on Sunday, upon the claim that it is no 
violation of the Sunday law, and that’ the’ con- 
stant raids’ which are being* made upon their 
places are unjustified and result in great injury 
to their business. 

They have employed the services of ex-Commis- 
sioner Charles C. F. Wahle, who, yesterday, ob- 
tained from JwWdge McAdam of the Superior 
Court an order requiring the Police Commission- 
ers and Superintendent Byrnes to show cause on 
Thursday why an injunction should not: issue re- 
straining them from interfering with the con- 
duct of the billiard playing and pool room busi- 
ness, and from making any arrests until there 
can be a final determination by the civil courts 
upon the question as to whether or not the busi- 
ness is a violation of the Sunday law. 

The legal proceedings are taken in the name of 
Robert Kenny of 81 Mott Street, in behalf of 
himself and other proprietors of billiard and 
pool places. Kenny has been arrested on several 
occasions by the police, charged with violating 
the law, and each time, after being held to bail, 
was brought before Justice Ingraham in the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer, and after an investi- 
gation, on habeas corpus, was discharged, the 
Judge holding that no violation of the law had 
been committed, inasmuch as there was no public 
gathering and the public was not invited. Not- 
withstanding this decision, Kenny has been ar- 
rested, as well as others who have been conduct- 
ing these places.

In 
this*contest the things to be considered were 
conformation, manners, action, and style of going 
at the walk, trot, and canter, along with sound- 
ness. The competition was a very good one, and the 
choice fell on Gaiety Girl, ridden by Stanton EIlli- 
ott, the awarding of the blue ribbon to this 
handsome chestnut mare meeting with general 
approval. She is owned by Mrs. T.. L. Park of 
Brooklyn. Unknown, a bay gelding, owned by 
Mrs. Robert S. McCreery of this city, was placed 
second, Miss Mary Troescher’s bay mare Queen 
got third prize, and George B. Hulme’s Grey- 
stone secured fourth prize. 

There was a smaller but very pleasing exhibit 
of harness horses after that, the judges 
for this class being Joseph E. Widener of Phila- 
delphia and Reginald W. Rives and Richard F. 
Carman, two well-known coaching experts’ of this 
city. The competition was for pairs of mares or 
geldings over 15.2 hands, four years. old or over, 
shown before an appropriate vehicle. One of J. 
D. Brown's enties was absent, leaving three pairs, 
so that under the conditions only two prizes could 
be awarded. The honors went:to the gray mare 
Superba and the chestnut mare Golden Rod, a 
crack pair owned by George Hulme. They were 
cleverly handled by Aurel Batony, a professional 
whip and riding master. Mr. Hulme had re- 
cently an offer of $8,500 for this splendid pair, 
which he will probably accept. The red rosette 
was awarded to Hillside and Corsair, exhibited 
by J. Deckman Brown, and F, D. Beard’s pair, 
Typhoo and His Majesty, driven by John H.: 
Shults, IJr., were not placed, for the reason al- 
ready given. 

Another lot of saddlers followed, the class being 
for horses with short tails, under 15.3 hands. 
The conditions were the same as in the class 
shown earlier, and all but two of the nineteen 
entered responded to the bugle call. After a criti- 
cal. examination, which brought out a fine display 
of hors¢manship, the judges gave first prize to 
Mrs. William Kotman’s bay gelding Ray. Second 
honors went to 8S. I. Mayer’s Puck, third to 
W. E. Hoag’s Honora, and Mrs. Jacques Ballin 
got fourth with her bay gelding Locksley. 

By way of diversion a class for roadsters came 
next, the appointments of the rig being also an 
important consideration. The judges, William 
Johnson, Samuel Walter Taylor, Jr., and Spencer 
Borden had a scale of points to guide them, in 
which the horse counted 50 per cent. Of the 
seven entries, six were shown, and the nimble 
way the trotters circled about the miniature track 
caused general admiration. 

After the horses had been thorougly tested, 
there was a close’ inspection of the wagon, har- 
ness, and other appointments, which resulted 
in a victory for Frank Ferguson and his gray 
mare Flashy Wilkes.

THE MURDER OF JAMES ANDERSON 


His Brother William Said to Have 
Burned a Bloody Shirt. 


Police Superintendent William J. McKel- 
vey of Brooklyn is positive that he will be 
able to clear up the mystery attending the 
murder of James Anderson, whose throat 
was cut in Hancock Street, near Evergreen 
Avenue, on Sunday morning.

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Bids to Jersey City’s Water Board. 


JERSEY CITY, March 25.—The Street 
and Water Board this morning received 
bids under the amended specifications of 
January for a new water supply. There 
were but two bidders. 

The East Jersey Water Company offered 
to supply water up to 20,000,000 gallons 
daily at $40 a million gallons. This mini- 
mum is arbitrary, and must be paid for 
whether the water is consumed or not. For 
an increased supply the cost is reduced, as 
follows: 20,000,000, $40; 25,000,000, $39; 30,- 
000,000, $37.50; 35,000,000, $34; 40,000,000, $31; 
45,000,000, $26; 50,000,000, $21. 

The second bid was from the Jersey City 
Water Company, which proposes to tunnel 
the Watchung Mountains. With a 50,000,000- 
gallon plant it will furnish water, the min- 
imum supply to be 20,000,000 gallons, at 
these rates: $39.75, $37, $35, $32, $29, $27, 
$25. re 
The East Jersey proposes to furnish water 
either by gravity or pumping; the Jersey 
City by gravity alone. The board rejected 
the East Jersey’s gravity bid and referred 
its bid for pumping along with the Jersey 
City’s gravity bid to the committee of the 
whole.

Stevenson Constable Appointed Super- 
intendent of Buildings. 


— —— - 


PLACE FOR JOHN SIMPSON AT LAST 


Ralph O. Williams Made a Civil Serv- 
ice Examiner—Mr. Constable 
an Architect of Good 
Standing. 


Mayor Strong yesterday appointed Steven- 

son Constable Superintendent of Buildings, 
to succeed Thomas J. Brady, and Ralph 
O. Williams to be Civil Service Examiner. 
' It was another in the series of surprises 
which he has been giving to the politicians 
of late. The name of Mr. Constable has 
not figured in the discussion of applicants 
for. any of the places within the Mayor's 
gift, nor was it known that he had been 
indorsed for this place. The salary of the 
Superintendent of Buildings is $5,000 a 
year. 

The chief reasons for the selection of Mr. 


Constable, it-was said at the Mayor's office, 
were his experience as an architect and en- 
gineer. The politicians could not under- 
stand it. 4 

The Mayor several weeks ago offered the 
placé to John P. Leo, an architect. Or- 
ganized labor, and especially the building- 
trade labor organizations, sent protests to 
the Mayor that Mr. Leo was’an enemy to 
labor, inasmuch as he favors the ‘“ lump- 
ing”’ system of contracting. Last Satur- 
day Mr. Leo wrote to the Mayor resigning 
his candidacy, and stating that he had too 
much private business. Superintendent 
Brady made a hard fight’:to be retained. 
His friends circulated petitions in his be- 
half, but the Mayor told a committee of 
them that Mr. Brady was slated to go. He 
resigned last week. 

Mr. Constable is well known among archi- 
tects and builders. He lives and has his of- 
fice at 22 East Sixteenth Street. He is a 
member of the American Institute of Archi- 
tects and of the Society of Civil Engineers 
of Philadelphia, and has superintended the 
construction’ of buildings which have cost 
$8,000,000. He has also had much experi- 
ence in the repairing of large buildings, 
which is considered to be of special value 
to him in his new duties. He is an Inde- 
pendent in politics. He said yesterday that 
“he used to be a Democrat, but voted the 
Republican ticket last year.’’ The poli- 
ticians of the district in which he lives do 
not know him. In 1874 he was in charge of 
engineering and construction work in and 
about Philadelphia. During the two suc- 
ceeding years he was assistant to Henry 
Pettit, chief architect and engineer of the 
main buildings of the Cenetennial Exhibi- 
tion, there being from 100 to 125 men em- 
ployed in the department. In’ 1877 and 1878 
he was in charge of the buildings, bridges, 
and general engineering and construction 
work of the Philadelphia and Atlantic Rail- 
road, and from 1880 to 1885 he was Assist- 
ant Superintendent of the Joseph Wharton 
Nickel Works, in Camden, N. J., having 
charge of the planning and direction of the 
various establishments of Mr. Wharton’s, in- 
cluding the glass works, and having super- 
vision of some 300 men. Later he came to 
* this city, and during 1886 had supervision of 
the erection of some eighty buildings here 
connected with the operations of W. E. D. 
Stokes, F. M. Jencks, and others, and in 
the next year had charge of some forty 
buildings belonging to the estate of. Will- 
fam .A. Brown, Gen. Schultz, and others. 
Sin¢e that time the firm of ,Constable 
Brothers has been engaged in designing 
and erecting about 250 buildings, including 
stores, office buildings, residences, tene- 
ments, stables, factories, and other build- 
ings. 

Mr. Williams, the new Civil Service Ex- 
aminer, is independent in politics. His 
home is at 160 West Forty-fifth Street. The 
compensation for his office is $10 a day for 
such time as he is actually engaged in ful- 
filling its duties, 

The Mayor yesterday announced that he 
would not appoint any clergymen as School 
Commissioners. The opposition to minis- 
ters, the Mayor frankly states, originates 
among members of the Board of Education. 
He says that they do not want clergymen, 
and that he agrees with them that mem- 
bers of the clergy would be out of their ele- 
ment as School Commissioners. The first 
intimation that the Mayor had arrived at 
this decision was when he refused yester- 
day afternoon to appoint a clerglman. 

Dr. Philip McGrowitz and Morris Cuker, 
representing Good Government Club Z, 
called on the Mayor and asked that the 
Rev. J. B. Devins, pastor .of Mount Hope 
Chapel, on East Fourth Street, be appointed 
to the School Board. They said that one 
member of the board lived below Fourteenth 
Street, and that the loWer portion of the 
city was entitled to representation. The 
Mayor conceded this point, but said that he 
did not see his way clear to appoint a 
clergyman. He said: ‘“‘I would like to ac- 
commodate you boys, but I cannot see my 
way clear to appoint the Rev. Mr. Devins. 
I will not appoint any clergymen or relig- 
ious enthusiasts to the board, as the other 
Commissioners say that they would not be 
likely to work in harmony, because of: the 
peculiar ideas that these men might hold. 
Personally, I have no objection to ministers, 
but I am resolved to be’ guided in’this mat- 
ter by the other members of the board. If 
you send me the name of another good man 
below Fourteenth Street I ‘will be pleased 
to appoint him.” 

Commisisoner of Public Works. Brookfield 
made good his word yesterday and appoint- 
ed John’ Simpson, the Republican leader in 
the Fifth Assembly District, ‘to a «public 
office. The place which Mr. Simpson gets is 
Superintendent of Streets and Roads. He 
succeeds John L. Florence. He will. take 
charge of the office April 1. The salary is 
$2,750 a year. 

Mr. Simpson is one of the’ best-known dis- 
trict workers in his parfy. He was .the 
leader in his district for some-years prior 
to, the reorganization of the party under 
the Committee of Thirty’s plan last year. 
He became a member of the/County Com- 
mittee at that time. Last Fall he was.a 
candidate for Congress in the Ninth Dis- 
trict, in which Henry C.- Miner was the 
Tammany candidate, and: ‘‘ Tim ’”’ Campbell 
ran as the candidate of one Republican fac- 
tion. Police Commissioner Murray op- 
posed Mr. Simpson’s candidacy. Since his 
defeat Mr. Simpson has been one of the 
supporters of Mr. Brookfield’ in his fight in 
the county organization. 

Earlier in Mayor Strong’s administration 
Mr. Simpson was an applicant’for a place in 
the Excise Board, and when that was filled 
he sought to be appointed Water Purveyor.

SAMOANS WEAR PLASTERS 


Singalese Dancers Think a Neck Band 
of Red Flannel of Value. 


MARCH WINDS BOTHERS THE VISITORS 


All Are Here to Take Part in the Big 
Circus— Odd and _ Striking 
.Gathering and a Bit 


of Romance. ci 


The decidedly singular and interesting 


aggregation of people from strange lands 
brought here for the ethnological congress 
which it is intended to make a feature of 
_the circus this season, met one another for 
the first time yesterday afternoon. 

They were grouped to be photographed 
under the personal supervision of wir. 
Bailey, and to give a trial exhibitieg of 
their skill under the direction of an ener- 
getic little man who has traveled all over 
the world to gather them together, and 
who has constructed an ingenious patois, 
embracing all Oriental languages, that they 
appear to readily understand. 

Many members of the congress have been 
in this country before at the Chicago Ex- 
hibition, and at numerous other shows 


that were the outcome of it. But a large 
proportion of them are in this land of the 
free for the first time in their lives, and 
the eccentricities of its ‘March climate 
bothered them exceedingly yesterday. It 
seemed decidedly incongruous to see a stal- 
wart Samoa warrior almost naked, with 
big, brown, muscular limbs, shivering like 
a timid child in the fairly-warm tempera- 
ture of Madison Square Garden, and a 
brand-new porous plaster across the small 
of his back. One Singalese dancer, with 
bare legs and feet, appeared to be very 
solicitous about a strip of red flannel around 
her throat. 

But, taking all things into considération, 
however, these strangers have faced the 
severe weather very well, and the doctor 
in charge of them says that they will all be 
in fine condition when the circus is opened 
on Thursday. It has not been decided yet 
eXactly what to do with them. They are 
not an easy lot of people to handle. They 
stick to the religious traditions of the va- 
rious nationalities like limpets to a rock. 
This causes complications in the matter of 
cooking and serving at the tables. They 
are not quarrelsome among themselves, 
but each tribe seeks as much seclusion as 
possible, and insists with astonishing tenac- 
ity upon getting what it believes to be its 
rights. 

.The probability is that the ethnological 
exhibit will be utilized for all it is worth in 
the .grand procession at the opening of the 
show, and that afterward an opportunity 
will be given to the Orientals to display 
their various eccentricities and accomplish- 
ments in a separate department in the base- 
ment of the building. Their individualities 
would be lost in the main show, with its be- 
wildering display going on in three rings at 
once, 

The new people in this part of the show 
are mainly Singalese and Cotta dwarfs, 
picked up in Ceylon and in the southern 
parts of the Indian empire. The Armenians, 
Algerians, dancers from Egypt, and-various 
tribes of American Indians are not espe- 
cially novel here, though they are always 
interesting. The dances and songs of all 
these tribes are very much the same; a 
ceaseless beating of tom-toms and a bewil- 
dering confusion of harsh sounds. But the 
Samoans and the Singalese introduce some- 
thing altogether strange, They are a strong- 
limbed, able-bodied lot of people, and their 
dances call for all the physical vigor they 
‘are capable of producing. The “ silver” 
dancers among the Singalese are sure to at- 
tract attention. The men who perform this 
dance cultivated it at Kandy, in Ceylon. 
One of its most noticeable features is the 
dexterous manipulation of ribbons attached 
to metal ornaments on their heads, 

Then there is a wonderful Moor who goes 
by the name of Ishmael, and who is ex- 
ceedingly clever in the snake-charming and 
fire-eating tricks that travelers in the far 
East are fond of going to the fairs to see 
on a Sunday morning. The Indian juggler 
requires. none of the extensive parapher- 
nalia of the conjurers that we are accus- 
tomed to see in music halls. He has no 
servant to wait upon him. All his tools are 
contained in a small bag, including the 
snakes. He squats on the ground, tailor- 
fashion, and gets to work without any fuss. 
Ishmael is a very good specimen of his 
elass. Among other things, he makes it 
evident that Coney Island fakirs have noth- 
ing to teach the Hindus about thimble- 
rigging. 

Mme. Veerena was the most noticeable 
among the dwarfs. Her nose and her ears 
were profusely decked with gold orna- 
ments. She is not much larger than a 
quart jug,,and she has a daughter, a slen- 
der, frail little creature, not quite so large 
as her mother. Veerena’s chief accomplish- 
ment seems to be a remarkable facility for 
singing patriotic songs of all nations in va- 
rious languages. She disposed with equal 
ease of, the Swedish national anthem, the 
“Watch on the Rhine,’’ and ‘‘ God Save the 
Queen.”’ 

One more Singalese novelty is conducted 
under the supervision of Havardia. It is 
called the ‘ single-stick’’ dance, and for 
ease and gracefulness of motion is said to 
have astonished all the famous ballet mas-

ters of Europe. It is certainly different 
from anything ever seen here before—Car- 
mencita, for instance. The dance concludes, 
or, rather, is followed, by wild shouting and 
gesticulation that suggests nothing so much 
as a lot of excited brokers on ’Change. 

One Samoan warrior is deserving of spe- 
cial attention. He is a tremendous fellow, 
bigger than John L, Sullivan, and with a 
face that strongly reminds one of the late 
“King” Kelly of baseball fame. He is 
tattooed in a most astonishing manner, as, 
in fact, are nearly all his companions. This 
big Samoan is not without honor in his own 
country. He rendered brave service when 
the hurricane struck the harbor of Apia 
in 1889, and received a gold watch for his 
deeds. It is utterly useless to him as a 
timepiece, but he is very proud of it. It is 
said that he used to do a great deal of work 
for Robert Louis Stevenson, and that the 
late novelist had a great liking for him. 
His name is Laula, 

“He is quite an educated man in his 
way,’ said Mr. Bailey.

She had come to 
this country from Ireland in search of a 
recalcitrant lover. The leader of a troupe 
of Egyptian dancers, who is an accom- 
plished linguist and a very well-informed 
man, fell in love with, married her, and 
took her to his native land. This year ghe 
reappears here as a ‘‘ native” dancer. This 
story was corroborated by a gentleman who 
has known the husband very well for a 
long time. 

The usual series of circus accidents was 
started yesterday by an unruly elephant 
called Tip, and it resulted in an unfortu- 
nate keeper by the name of Robert Ayres 
going to Bellevue with a broken leg. Tip 
stands nine feet high, and has tusks five 
feet long. . Ayres accidentally hit him with 
a broom. The elephant grabbed the man 
with his trunk and tried to force him be- 
tween his tusks, so that he could trample 
on him. Ayres prevented this by spread- 
ing out his arms and shouting for help. 
Newmann, the chief trainer, of whom Tip 
is very much afraid, ran up and commanded 
the infuriated beast to drop the man. The 
order, was obeyed almost inst&untly,. but 
when Ayres fell to the floor it was dis- 
covered that his leg was broken, and that 
he had sustained other injuries that. re- 
quired hospital treatment. 


FEARED AN ATTEMPT AT RESCUE 


A Lunatic Injured by a Man in Charge 
of Prisoners. 


There was some excitement in the vicinity 
of the Kings County Penitentiary, Brook- 
lyn, yesterday noon. Four keepers in 
charge of a gang of prisoners who had 
been at work on the outside of that insti- 
tution were returning to the penitentiary 
when a closed carriage approached. 

As it came up to the group the door 
opened, and a man jumped out and made a 
dash for one of the keepers. 

The keeper brought his rifle tohis shoulder, 
thinking that an attempt was being made 
to rescue the prisoners. The man closed in 
upon Keeper Richard Dempsey, who, in- 
stead of shooting, struck the man on the 
head with the butt end of his rifle, knock- 
ing him down. 

It was then discovered that the man was 
Peter Allen of 149 Van Dyke Street, Brook- 
lyn, who was being taken to the asylum 
for the insane in the Twenty-ninth Ward. 
Allen was cared for at the penitentiary, and 
then removed to the hospital in the Twen- 
ty-ninth Ward. His -injuries are severe, 
but not fatal.

THE POUGHKEEPSIE BRIDGE BONDS 


Meeting of the Holders of the Securi- 
ties at Philadediphia. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 25.—The at- 
tempt of the Fletcher committee of the 
Philadelphia, Reading and New-England 
Railroad (Poughkeepsie Bridge) bondhold- 
ers to secure an indorsement for their plan 
of adjustment was resumed this afternoon 
at the adjourned meeting of bondholders 
called. for that purpose, held at the office 
of the Fidelity Trust Company. 

In the interval of two weeks that has 
elapsed since the last meeting. the mem- 
bers of neither company have been idle. 
Circulars have been issued to the bondhold- 
ers, the one emanating from the Wilson 
committee tersely stating its objections to 
the plan fathered by the Fletcher faction. 

The bondholders were slow in arriving, 
and not more than sixty-five were present 
when the meeting was called to order by 
R. J. C. Walker, the Chairman. 

After reading the call for the meeting 
Mr. Walker expressed a desire to be re- 
lieved from the duties of Chairman, owing 
to his position as a member of the Wilson 
committee. To this C. E. Morgan, Jr., 
representing the Fletcher committee, ob 
jected, stating that no one more satisfactory 
to all interests than Mr. Walker could be 
found. Mr. Walker, however, after thank- 
ing Mr. Morgan for his courtesy, persisted 
in his iritention, and, on motion of Mr. Mor- 
gan, Samuel B. Huri was called to the 
chair. : 

W. W. Kurtz then offered a resolution as 
follows: 

Whereas, The Philadelphia, Reading and 
New-England Railroads, as now operated by 
the receiver, is earning considerably more 
than its running expenses, including rentals 
of leased, lines and the cost of many im- 
provements and repairs to the roadway; and 

Whereas, Foreclosure and reorganization 
at this time will entail heavy expenses 
without being productive of any material 
benefit to the stockholders; 

Resolved, That it is inexpedient to push 
the foreclosure proceedings heretofore in- 
stituted, and that it is also -inexpedient to 


formulate or adopt any plan of reorganiza- 
tion at this time. 


The meeting adjourned after adopting 
the resolution, which leaves the whole ques- 
tion of the company’s future in doubt, as 
either committee could - proceed to. fore- 
close if it so desired. 


The Denver and Rio Grande Lease. 


DENVER, Col., March 25.—The trackage 
case incidental to the suit of the American 
Loan and Trust Company, Trustee, against 
the Union Pacific, Denver, and Guif Rail- 
way Company, was called for argument to- 
day in the United States court, and coun- 
sel for the various parties interested dis- 
cussed the situation at length. 

Judge Hallett some time ago’ granted 
an order for the issuing of $1,000,000 in 
certificates by Receiver Trumbull of the 
Gulf Line to build an extension from Trini- 
dad to Pueblo, as the rental of the Den- 
ver and Rio Grande line for $185,000 per 
annum was considered excessive. E. El- 
lery Anderson, representing the | Drexel- 
Morgan interests, urged that a new con- 
tract be made with the Rio Grande at a 
lower rate, as this was not an auspicious 
time to build railroads. 

After hearing all the points at issue, Judge 
Hallett directed that a contract be drawn 
up. for a rental of $110,000 per annum. If 
after ten days the Rio Grande Company 
failed to sign the contract, Receiver Trum- 
bull is to proceed to construct the parallel 
line from Trinidad to Walsenburg, and re- 
port to the court again for further in- 
structions. 

Division of Coal Trafiie. 

Work on the percentages on which a dis- 
tribution of tonnage may be, made among 
the coal-carrying railroads was continued 
yesterday by the committee appointed last 
week by the anthracite Presidents. J. Rog- 
ers Maxwell said the work would occupy 
the committee all of to-day and to-mor- 
row, in the hope that a report might be 
ready for the meeting of Presidents on 
Thursday.

ARGUING THE DEBS CASE 


Habeas-Corpus Hearing in the Su- 
preme Court. 


CONSTITUTIONAL QUESTIONS RAISED 


Ex-Senator Lyman Trumbull of IIli- 
nois Appears for the President 


of the American Rail- 


way Union. ° 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—The matter 
of the petition of Eugene V. Debs, Presi- 
deht of the American Railway Union, and 
other officials and members of that organi- 
zation, for release on habeas corpus, was 
the first case on the cail of the Supreme 
Court of the United States to-day, and the 
argument was begun after the court had 
atinounced its opinion and judgments in 
several cases and disposed of a number of 
motions. 

The court was filled with spectators and 
attorneys at the opening of the argument, 
the attendance being nearly, if not quite, 
as large as that upon the argument of the 
income-tax cases a fortnight ago. Among 
those present were ex-Secretary Boutwell, 
Senator Vilas, and an unusually large num- 
ber of ladies. Counsel for the petitioners 


attracted considerable attention, the senior 
being Lyman W. Trumbull, the venerable 
ex-Senator of Illinois, who, despite his ad- 
vanced age, appeared quite vigorous in his 
address to the court. He asked, as had 
been expected, that the court would permit 
three counsel to be heard on a side, and 
that the time be extended in order to give 
them all sufficient opportunity to express 
their views. Attorney General Olney inter- 
posed no objection, and the Chief Justice 
announced that the request would be grant- 
ed. This will carry the argument over until 
8 o’clock to-morrow. ats 

The case grows out of the strike at Chi- 
©ago last Summer, when for days railroad 
traffic was suspended by the order of Debs, 
as President of the American Railway 
Union. The Government finally went into 
court and»obtained writs of injunction re- 
Straining Debs and his associates from in- 
terfering with the movement of trains on 
railroads engaged in inter-State traffic. Ig- 
noring these writs, the petitioners were ar- 
rested for contempt of court and sentenced 
to various terms of imprisonment by Judge 
Woods of the Circuit Court for the Seventh 
Judicial Circuit. To be relieved of the 
terms of the judgment in their several 
cases, Debs and his associates petitioned 
the Supreme Court for release on writs of 
“habeas corpus. Pending the hearing of the 
case on its merits, the principal question 
being as to the jurisdiction of Judge Woods 
in the premises, the Supreme Court ordered 
their release from jail under bond. The 
argument was begun by Lyman Trumbull 
for the petitioners. 

Mr. Trumbull) reviewed the history of the 
case, characterizing the original bill under 
which Debs was restrained as an extraor- 
dinary proceeding. The great question .in 
the‘case, he said, was whether a court of 
equity has jurisdiction to tssue an injunc- 
tion of the character issued by the -court 
below. This court had attempted to exer- 
cise jurisdiction over matters in -which’ it 
Was not competent for it to act, and té ex- 
ercise a jurisdiction which, under the Con- 
stitution, Congress itself could not give the 
court. If the prisoners were guilty of stop- 
Ping the mails, the statutes of the United 
States provide for the punishment of the of- 
fense, and they could be reached under 
such statutes. 

Mr. Trumbull quoted the opinions of the 
Supreme Court in 1852 and 1866 to the ef- 
fect that Congress had no power over the 
railroads or the highways of the country; 
now it was attempted to show that the re- 
verse was the case. Was it not time for 
the Supreme Court to restrict the latitude 
taken in the construction of the Constitu- 
tion? It was this modern construction of 
the Constitution that had caused the enor- 
mous amount of railroad litigation and 
thrown so many of the roads into the hands 
of receivers. 

The act under which this bill against Debs 
Was brought was aimed at trusts, monopo- 
lies, and combinations, and not an organi- 
zation like the American Railway Union, 
which was formed for mutual protection 
and social advantage. The issuance of the 
injunction in this case, Mr. Trumbull said, 
Was void because it was without notice, and 
issued ip defiance of the laws of Congress. 

Mr. Trumbull was followed by Assistant 
Attorney General E. B. Whitney. Mr. Whit- 
ney assumed.that the court would not go 
furthe: into the subject of boycotts and 
strikes than was necessary to decide this 
case. In the first place, he said, this was 
not a simple strike, but was a conspiracy 
to boycott the Pullman Company. While 
engaged in engineering this boycott, it ap- 
peared that none of the petitioners were 
active strikers, but were men presumably in 
receipt of salaries. They sought to force 
railroads to break their contracts with the 
Pullman Company, and in carrying out this 
policy had succeeded in paralyzing the rail- 
road business between Chicago and the Pa- 
cific coast. It was at this point that the 
Government stepped in with its injunction, 
while the Railway Union was endeavoring 
to spread this paralysis of the railway in- 
terest in the East. 

The injury to the public interest growing 
out of this strike—irreparable in its charac- 
ter—was so great that previous conditions 
under which the Attorneys General in this 
country and England have taken out in- 
junctions were insignificant in comparison. 
Therecan be no question that the conspiracy 
engineered by Debs and his effort to control 
the whole railroad business of the country 
was illegal. Neither was the law of strikes 
nor the law of boycotts before the court for 
settlement. The question before the court 
was whether a court of equity has the right 
to apply an equitable remedy to these un- 
Jawful acts. 

In discussing the case in detail, Mr. Whit- 
Ney contended that the case was one in 
which it was proper to invoke the aid of an 
equity court to the extent at least of grant- 
ing an injunction, leaving the criminal feat- 
ures of the case to be considered by a crim- 
inal court. 

Mr. Whitney was followed by 8. S. Greg- 
ory, who spoke in behalf of the petitioners, 
and by Edwin Walker in behalf of the 
Government. 

The argument will be continued to-morrow 
by Attorney General Olney in opposition to 
the granting of the writ of habeas corpus, 
and will be concluded by C. S. Darrow in 
support of the petition.

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SOLOMON H. MANN ARRAIGNED 


Charged with Manslaughter—-Mr. Howe As- 
serts that the Girl’s Death Was Due 
to Coroner Hoeber’s Carelessness. 


Solomon H. Mann, the Fifth Avenue 
ladies’ tailor, whom Loretta Hannigan of 
403 West Fifty-fifth Street identified on 
Saturday as having induced her to permit 
to an operation, and whom detectives have 
been unable to find, presented himself yes- 
terday morning at the office of Howe & 
Hummel. 

Mr. Howe took Mann before Recorder 
Goff. Mann was pale and very nervous, 
and his eyes were bloodshot. His brother 
accompanied him to court. Neither Dr. 
Henry B. Pettingill, who is said to have 
performed the operation, nor his attorney, 
Hugo Mack, was in court. 

The girl’s death having made the charge 

against Mann manslaughter, Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Davis moved to increase 
his bail to $10,000, and the Recorder ac- 
quiesced, and suggested that the matter 
be at once placed before the Grand Jury. 
George H. Schaefer became Mann’s bonds- 
man. 
“Coroner Hoeber,’ said Mr. Howe, “is 
more responsible for the death of the girl 
than Solomon H. Mann or Dr. Henry B. 
Pettingill. Her death is due to the Coroner’s 
criminal carelessness more than to any 
operation performed on her. The autopsy 
yesterday afternoon revealed no evidence 
of an operation, and the majority of the 
doctors present, I understand, declare that 
the girl might have recovered but for the 
blunder and criminal carelessness of Cor- 
oner Hoeber. I do not see how Recorder 
Goff or any other Judge or any court can 
possibly hold Mr. Mann, for whom I am 
to appear, or Dr. Pettingill, responsible for 
the death of the girl. 

“The scene at her deathbed on Saturday, 
when her brother tried to shoot Mann, for 
which scene Hoeber was entirely to blame, 
was enough to kill a girl in her condition. 

“TI said at the time that Mr. Mann was 
arraigned before Recorder Goff -that he 
should not be taken before Miss Hannigan. 
I knew that such a scene would be en- 
acted, and I so declared in court. 

“The only thing that I am surprised at 
is that the District Attorney did not order 
more of his detectives to take Coroner 
Hoeber before the dying girl to have her 
identify him as the man who caused her 
death.”’ 

Coroner Hoeber is in a state of nervous 
excitement over the charges made against 
him and the rebukes that were administered 
to him during the autopsy. He has not set 
a day for the inquest yet, but says that it 
may be held on next Friday or Saturday, 
and to satisfy all he will have a jury, one- 
half of which will be laymen and the other 
half physicians. He released Dr. Pettingill 
on $10,000 bail yesterday. 


EXHIBITION OF RELIGIOUS ART 


Many Interesting Objects Shown For Charity 
— Paintings, Medals, Rings, and Cus- 
tumes of an Ecclesiastic Nature on View. 


The loan exhibition of religious art for 
the benefit of the chapel at St. Gabriel’s, 
Peekskill, was opened yesterday afternoon 
at the Tiffany Galleries and was largely at- 
tended. A very complete and wonderfully 
well-arranged catalogue gave a thoroughly 
inteHigent..and enjoyable description of 
each article shown, so that by its aid the 
Visitor whose knowledge of church nomen- 
elature -was limited could at once compre- 
hend arid gain no little information.. The 
grouping, too, of the articles under separate 
heads made an examination much more 
easy. . 

The painting are many and varied, though 
mostly ancient or copies of ancient work. 
Among the moderns, the “ Virgin and 
Child,”” by Edelfelt, will be much admired. 
This canvas was recently shown at. the 
Madonna Exhibition, and is a delightful 
example of the work of this clever man. The 
drawing and painting are botk dexterous, 
the. color is harmonious, and there is a 
quiet, charming sentiment to the picture. 
By the German, Liezen-Mayer, there is a 
‘Flight into Egypt,” interesting if conven- 
tional, and by Pegelheim, a sympathetic 
Madonna and child, in a low key, but by no 
means lacking in color. A study of the 
Saviour’s head is by N. Diaz, and interest- 
ing old Italian and Spanish paintings by 
men unknown may be studied with profit. 

There are some pictures by the Dutchmen 
of the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries, 
a ‘“* Descent from the Cross,’ by Peter von 
Bloemermen being a fine composition and 
carefully worked out. Many of the paint- 
ings are both curious as to work and inter- 
esting from the intense religious feeling 
displayed. There is, for example, a Ma- 
donna in glory and souls in purgatory, exe- 
cuted by a Bavarian peasant; Mexican work 
on copper, and a puinting taken from a 
Pueblo Indian house. 

L. J. Rhead and Chester Loomis are rep- 
resented, the former with an ‘‘ Easter An- 
gel,”” the latter with a “St. Elizabeth of 
Hungary.” An original drawing is by Van 
Dyke of ‘“ The Crucifixion,’”’ loaned by Mr. 
Avery, and a Virgin and Child, with two 
angels, said to be by Fra Filippo Lippi, is 
most interesting, whoever the painter. 
Other important names in the catalogue are 
Paul Veronese, Albert Durer, Murillo, and 
Bellini. Portraits of Bishops Seabury and 
Hobart are hung, and a numbez of carvings 
are shown of much interest. In short, both 
in painting and sculpture there is great va- 
riety of subject that may be studied with 
interest. 

There is so much to see and so complete 
is the collection of all sorts of church art, 
that it is difficult to know to what to refer, 
for there is fairly an embarrassment of 
riches. Spanish and Italian embroidered 
vestments of all sorts are simply exquisite 
in the beauty of design, color, and infinite 
detail of the work. There are superb laces, 
costly silks, needlework, and ornamentation 
of every kind. Brasses, too, and silver and 
other metal, are here, in the shape of can- 
diesticks and vessels of various sorts, desks 
and stands for service books and lavobo 
bowls and holy water vats. Gorgeously il- 
luminated missals are together in one case. 
They come from Italy, Gernfany, and Spain, 
and are very old and beautiful in their care- 
ful elaboration, the patient work of pious 
hands. 

There are crosses worn by Bishops and 
rings with religious subjects for the laity, 
the greater number loaned by Mrs. William 
A. Chase. These are of curious and most 
unique designs. Sanctuary lamps in brass, 
silver, and other metals come from Genoa 
and Franee, and include. Jewish Passover 
and other kinds. Among the miscellaneous 
articles is a letter from the late Cardinal 
John Henry Newman concerning the fourth 
stanza of the hymn, “ Lead, Kindly Light ’’; 
an old Venetian mirror, medals from 
Lourdes, Ober-Ammergau, and two coins, a 
Roman penny and the widow’s mite, the 
latter a very minute piece. 

No such collection of religious art has 
been seen here before, and it will doubtless 
attract a large number of visitors and inci- 


dentally swell the treasury of St. Gabriel’s. 

The show will be open daily until April 6, 
and the famous Tiffany chapel will be on 
view at the same time.

A FRIENDLY RECEIVERSHIP 


The Affairs of E. 8. Jaffray & Co. to 
be Liquidated. 


ALL CREDITORS TO BE PAID IN FULL 


The Step Necessary Under E. S. Jaf- 
fray’s Will—Heavy Withdraw- 
als of Capital from the 
Dry Goods Firm. 


Great surprise»was created in the dry 
goods trade and the business community 
generally when it became known yesterday 
that receivers had been appointed to liqui- 
date and close up the affairs of the old- 


established dry goods jobbing house of E. 
8. Jaffray & Co. 

The action in which the receivers have 
been appointed is a friendly one, and was 
brought to settle and distribute the estate 
of the late E. S, Jaffray. The receivers, who 
Were appointed late on Saturday night by 
Justice O’Brien of the Supreme Court, are 
James G. Cannon, Vice President of the 
Fourth National Bank; A. S. Juilliard of 
the dry goods firm of A. D. Juilliard & Co., 
and Howard 8. Jaffray. Each of the re- 
ceivers filed bonds in the sum of $100,000 
yesterday morning and entered upon his 
duties at once. 

The will of E. S. Jaffray provideg that at 
the expiration of three years after his death 
his interests in the firm and in other prop- 
erty should be divided among his children. 
He died on April 23, 1892, and, as the three 
years have about expired, the action was 
taken, as it constituted the only apparent 
means of converting the estate into dis- 
tributable shape. After the partners had 
consulted with friends.and President Sim- 
mons of the Fourth National Bank, Syl- 
vester A. Havér brought suit, and asked 
for the appointment of receivers, 

Howard §8. Jaffray, in speaking of the 
matter, said: 


The matter has been weighing heavily on 
me for some time past, and I found that this 
was the only way to accomplish the settle- 
ment without complicating matters. The 
finances of the firm do not enter into the 
matter at all, and all outstanding accounts 
will be paid in full, without a doubt. It 
has been agreed by Mr. Cannon and Mr. 
Simmons, who went over the/assets and cut 
everything down to the bone, that there is 
an eauity of over a million over and above 
the liabilities. I believe myself that the 
equity will reach something like $1,500,000 
or $1,800,000. We conducted the proceedings 
in as quiet a manner as possible to avoid 
any misinterpretation of the reasons for 
them. A great part of the estate consists 
of merchandise and accounts of the firm of 
E. S. Jaffray & Co. After everything has 
been settled, the firm will be reorganized as 
a matter of form. Our business, however, 
will continue as usual right along, and the 
appointment of the receivers will make no 
difference regarding that. 


The receivers are authorized to sell off the 
stock at once to the best advantage, but 
they will not sacrifice values. The receipts 
are to be deposited in the Fourth National 
Bank and with the Central Trust Com- 
pany. William W. Ladd has been appointed 
referee to take an account of the assets of 
the partnership and report the names and 
amounts of the claims of the creditors. 

J. Edward Simmons was asked about the 
affairs of E. 8. Jaffray. & Co., and he said 
that, in his opinion, the liquidation of the 
firm, through, Messrs. Jaffray, Juilliard, and 
Cannon, as: receivers, is a very judicious 
step, and can not fail to result very favor- 
ably to all concerned. There should be ab- 
solutely no loss to the creditors. All, 
he believes, will be paid in full as the result 
of this liquidation, ; F 

Mr. Simmons said that the situation of the 
firm was peculiar. H. 8. Jaffray, who died 
in April, 1892, had been substantially the 
sole capitalist of the firm. He provided by 
his will that the business should continue 
for three years alcer his death, his own 
large capital and even his outside property 
remaining meanwhile at the risk of the 
business. Under all ordinary circumstances 
the surviving partners would have continued 
the business under the most favorable aus- 
pices; but the past two or three years had 
been very trying years in the dry goods 
jobbing business, and the firm had lost over 
$500,000 by depreciation of merchandise and 
through realizations. In addition to this, the 
financiai resources of the firm. had been 
greatly reduced by the gradual withdrawal 
by third parties of moneys which had been 
left on. deposit with the firm during Mr. 
Jaffray’s lifetime. One amount of $200,000, 
which had been with the firm for over twen- 
ty-five years, had been recently withdrawn. 
In this way over $750,000 had been taken 
from the firm since Mr. Jaffray’s death. 
There still remains on deposit with the firm 
nearly $1,000,000, due to third parties, which 
is subject to payment on demand. These 
depletions of the firm’s financial resources 
rendered the further continuance of the 
business apparently unadvisable, especially 
in view of the fact that the annual expenses 
are very large—over $600,000. Nearly three 
years have elapsed since Mr, Jaffray’s death, 
and the time for the withdrawal! of his 
capital is approaching. The estate has suf- 
fered a considerable diminution from the 
firm’s losses, and the benficiaries are natur- 
ally solicitous that there should be no fur- 
ther risks incurred. 

Although the firm’s assets appear largely 
to exceed its HMabilities, Mr. Simmons said, 
still the first step toward liquidation would 
necessarily lead to a call for the immediate 
payment of the large deposit Nabilities, and 
these the firm cannot meet upon demand, 
A condition of technical insolvency was, 
therefore, imminent. Under these circum- 
stance: the partners prudently sought the 
advice of financial and business friends, and 
they were advised that the only wise course 
for the protection of the creditors as well as 
of the Jaffray estate was the immediate 
dissolution of the firm and the liquidation 
of the business through receivers. Mr. Juil- 
liard was selected to represent the mer- 
chandise creditors and Mr. Cannon to repre- 
sent the banks interested, while the senior 
member of the firm, Howard Jaffray, who 
is also one of the Jaffray executors, was 
associated with them, These gentlemen will 
be generally recognized as eminently fit to 
make the most favorable liquidation, Mr. 
Simmons said, and the creditors will all be 
paid pro rata as the property is realized, 
There will be no preferences. 

Mr. Simmons further sdid that he had 
closely examined the statement of the firm, 
and felt every confidence that there should 
be realized a considerable residue of the 
capital for the Jaffray estate, after the 
payment of all the urm debts. The total in- 
Gebtedness of the firm is about $3,000,000. 
Any other course than that taken would 
have resulted, he believes, in serious losses 
through suits, assignments, and all the legal 
conflicts that are usual in such cases. As 
it is, there can arise no conflict between 
the Jaffray estate and the firm's creditors, 
and the business will be settled in a business- 
like manner. ? 

The great dry goods jobbing house of E. 
S. Jaffray & Co. was established in this city 
in 1809. It is one of the. oldest mercantile 
concerns in the country. The style originally 
was J. R. Jaffray & Co., J: R. Jaffray being 
the father of the late Edward S. Jaffray. 

The Jaffrays came to this country from 
England, and their connection in London 
still retains the style which the American 
firm first adopted. The English house an- 
tedates the establishment in New-York by 
Several years. 

‘The firm, from ‘its inception, was success- 


-and its importations were large. 
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ful, ana it soon won an enviable reputation 
for soundness, fairness, and financial 
strength. Edward 8. Jaffray infused into 
the business his strong individuality, and 
under his able direction the success of the 
firm was flattering and substantial. 

The present membership of the concern 
consists of Howard §8. Jaffray, the second 
son of the late Edward 8. Jaffray; John R. 
P. Woodriff, who married one of Mr. Jaf- 
fray’s daughters, and Sylvester H. Haver, 
an old and valuea employe. Howard S§. 
Jaffray became a partner about twenty-five 
years ago, but was not active in the man- 
agement of the business until the death of 
his father. Mr. Woodriff was admitted to 
the firm in 1882, and Mr. Haver in 1892. 

At the time of the death of E. 8. Jaffray 
it was reported that great changes would 
occur in the house, but under the terms of 
his will his interest in the firm was to re- 
main subject to the risk of the business for 
a period of three years. The executors and 
trustees named under the will were Howard 
8S. Jaffray, F. W. J. Hurst, E. 8, Jaffray’s 
son-in-law, and John R. P. Woodriff. 

E. 8S. Jaffray & Co. did a business amount- 
ing to meny millions of dollars annually, 
The credit 
of the house, both at home and abroad, was 
excellent. Its partners are men of high so- 
cial standing, and unsullied reputation, anG 
much sympathy is expressed for them in 
business circles, 


ONE EXCHANGE FOR. ALL 


MEMBERS OF TWO ORGANIZATIONS 
TO JOIN A THIRD. 


The Erection of a Handsome New 
Building Contemplated—Union In- 
dispensable to All Interested. 


A meeting was held yesterday afternoon at 
the rooms of the New-York Fruit Exchange, 
Park Place and Greenwich Street, of promi- 
nent members of the New-York Fruit Ex- 
change, the Fruit and Produce Exchange, 
and the Fruit Buyers’ Union, for the pur- 
pose of taking action on the question of 
amalgamating the three bodies. 

If the plans that met the approval of 
those present are carried out, the New-York 
Fruit Exchange and the Fruit Buyers’ 
Union will go out of existence as individual 
bodies and will unite with the Fruit and 
Produce Exchange, forming a single ex- 
change that will adopt new and approved 
methods in looking after the fruit and 
produce interests in New-York. 

‘The project for this union, which now seems 
about to be consummated, originated over 
a yearago. The New-York Fruit Exchange 
has been scarcely able to meet its expenses, 
and its members fully realized that some- 
thing must be done immediately. The most 
feasible plan appeared to be an amalgama- 
tion with the other two organizations, 
whose purposes are similar. 

Owing to the manner in which their 
charters are drawn it was impossible for 
them to unite as organizations, and it was 
decided that the only way would be for two 
of the three organizations to dissolve, and 
for their members to join the third organiza- 
tion. The body that is to represent their 
combined interests will be known as the 
Fruit and Produce Exchange. 

The general plans now under considera- 
tion look to the erection of a handsome 
building that will compare favorably with 
the other exchange buildings in New-York, 
and to the building up of a commercial 
organization that shall have a high stand- 
ing among the financial institutions of 
New-York. 

The proposed combination of interests, it 
is expected, will cut down the expenses 
the members of the three organizations 
have to bear. One saving will be in the 
combined cable, telegraph, and telephone 
service. ; 

The details of the amalgamation will prob- 
ably be adjusted at meetings of the Execu- 
tive Committees of the New-York Fruit 
Exchange, the Fruit and Produce Exchange, 
and the Fruit Buyers’ Union that will be 
held soon. 

The meeting yesterday was called for the 
purpose of listening to a report from the 
Executive Committee of the New-York 
Fruit Exchange. The report was read.by 
Victor L. Zorn and accepted. 

As the charter of the Fruit and Produce 
Exchange seemed to be satisfactory for 
the conduct of a body in which the interests 
of the three organizations should be united, 
the report recommended that the members 
of the New-York Fruit Exchange should 
join the Fruit and Produce Exchange. The 
report further recommended that each _per- 
son uniting with the consolidated exchange 
should pay $300 in installments. Wighty 
men had already pledged their willingness 
to do this. The annual dues are to be 
$40. The money realized from the initi- 
ation fees, the report stipulated, should 
be applied to a building fund. 

Oo. W. P. Westervelt, Vice President of 
the New-York Fruit Exchange, presided at 
the meeting. Among others present were 
F. R. Kranke, Vice President of the Fruit 
Buyers’ Union; M. Lane, Treasurer of the 
Fruit and Produce Exchange; Charles 
Pierce, President of the Fruit Buyers’ 
Union; Charles Parsons, Charles Foster, 
and R. A. Tucker. : 

Mr. Zucca of the firm of Zucca & Co., 80 
Park Place, said: ‘* Protection of the fruit 
interests can be accomplished only by a 
strong union. We should like to have all 
the fruit and produce interests of New- 
York unite to form the greater exchange.” 

Mr. Lane said: ‘I believe that a union 
of this kind is indispensable to our interests. 
We have realized for some time that we 
must adopt a new line of action. I think 
that a greater exchange is sure to be suc- 
cessful.”’ 

Mt. Westervelt said: ‘I cannot at pres- 
ent say just what the new exchange will 
accomplish. I think, however, that it can- 
not fail to prove advantageous to all of us 
to be united and have salesrooms under 
one roof. The scope of our present plans 
it to further the interests of the dealers in 
domestic fruits, the dealers in home produce, 
and the importers of foreign fruits.” 


Ex-Mayor Gleason on Trial. 


LONG ISLAND CITY, March 25.—Ex- 
Mayor Patrick J. Gleason was on trial 
for assault this afternoon before Justice 
Duffy, in the Long Island City Pollce Court. 
The complainant was John E. Griffin, for- 
merly a motorman on Gleason’s electric 
railway, and who is now under indictment 
for attempting to shoot the ex-Mayor. 

When Gleason sold his road to the Stein- 
way Railroad Company he refused to rec- 
ommend Griffin for a position under the 
new management, and, according to Glea- 
son’s testimony to-day, Griffin caught him 
by the coat and produced a revolver. Then 
Gleason fled to his office, at 112 Front 
Street, closely followed by Griffin. When 
Griffin tried to enter the office behind him 
Gleason shut the door in his face. 

Griffin denied that he produced a pistol. 

Justice Duffy reserved his decision until 
Wednesday morning. 


A Pennsylvania Bank Closed. 


NEWPORT, Penn., March 25.—The New- 
port Deposit Bank failed to open its doors 
this morning. A card on the door says 
that, owing ta the general stringency of 
currency and the current demands. made 
upon the bank, it is unable to transact busi- 
ness. Approximately, the assets are $262,- 
406, and liabilities $160,298. The stock- 
‘holders are individually liable for deposits. 
L. H. Milligan is the President and J. N.- 
Irwin the cashier. 


WORK OF THE GRAND JURY. 


Extraordinary Body Takes Up Madison 
+ Square Garden Prize Fights. 


‘SECRETARY OF PARK BOARD CALLED 


“Moke” Murray's Case and Some of 
‘the Information Lawyer Moss 
May Have Obtained—Indict- 
ed Election Officers, 


The Extraordinary Grand Jury resumed 
its session yesterday morning, and before it 
adjourned a number of important witnesses 
had been examined. Among them was 
Charles De F. Burns, who has been Secte- 


tary of the Department of Parks for years. 

Secretary Burns had with him a great 
array of documents taken from the records 
of the department. It was inferred that 
the jury looked into the affairs of the de- 
partment with reference, perhaps, to the 
contracts for asphalt pavements. 

Controller Fitch and Postmaster Dayton 
were in the Criminal Courts Building, and it 
was therefore reported that they had been 
before the Grand Jury. The report, how- 
ever, proved unfounded. Hans S. Beattie, 
formerly Street-Cleaning Commissioner, and 
now Treasurer of the Metropolitan Trac- 
tion Company, was before the Grand Jury, 
and it was said he gave testimony in rela- 
tion to his recent arrest by two special-duty 
policemen. : 

Among the subjects that engaged the at- 
tention of the Grand Jury were the rela- 
tions which existed between the police and 
the promoters of the prize fights and spar- 
ring exhibitions which took place some 
years ago at the Madison Square Garden. 
It was alleged during the Lexow investiga- 
tion that such affairs were not permitted 
unless the police had received pay for ‘* pro- 
tection.’”’ William E. Harding, who, as the 
representative of Richard K. Fox, had a 
great deal to do with these exhibitions, 
was a witness yesterday. 

John G. Hecksher, one of the Directors 
of the Horse Show, was.also before the 
Grand Jury, and it is believed that he was 
questioned about the payment of money to 
the police for permission to build a shed on 
Twenty-seventh Street as an annex for the 
stabling of horses during the show. Such 
a building was in violation of the corpora- 
tion ordinances. 

It was expected that ‘‘Moke” Murray, 
the pickpocket now in the Tombs awaiting 
trial for the theft of a scarfpin from a pas- 
senger on a cable car, would appear as a 
witness before the jury, but he was not 
taken out of the Tombs. He was visited by 
Frank Moss of the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Crime, and made a long statement 
to him about his relations with the Central 
Office detectives. Moss said that Murray 
had been intimate with a number of the 
Central Office detectives, and had been em- 
ployed by them as a “ siool pigeon ”’ against 
his associates. In return for information 
he was to be free from molestation and 
was to be protected. 

Murray says that Broadway was parceled 
out among the thieves, but none of them 
was allowed to work below Fulton Street. 
He was restricted to the district between 
Chambers and Grand Streets, but “ Jack” 
Downey, who- had a larger “pull,” was 
allowed to’go anywhere above Fulton Street. 

Mr. Moss said that he had seen this man 
Downey ‘‘ working” on Broadway-recently, 
and had’ watched him for some time. There 
were two gangs of pickpockets now work- 
ing in the lower part of the city, said Mr. 
Moss. One, a youthful gang, operates about 
the Brooklyn Bridge and along Park Row 
to Ann Street, and one, consisting of older 
thieves, works along. Broadway. Murray 
has given Mr. Moss valuable information 
about these gangs. 

Another matter which Murray has confid- 
ed to Dr. Parkhurst and Mr. Moss was his 
connection with ‘‘ Doc” Bliss’s *“‘ fence’”’ at 
Sixth Avenue and Twenty-seventh Street, 
which was raided by Central Office detec- 
tives nearly two years ago. It is said Mur- 
ray has told a peculiar and interesting in- 
side history of this resort.

OPPOSED TO PNEUMATIC TUBE DELIVERY 


The Post Office Department Finds It 
Would Be Very Expensive. 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—Second As- 
sistant Postmaster General Neilson has re- 
turned from New-York City, where he 
looked over the suburban and city delivery 
systems of that city and Brooklyn. He 
denied that his visit had any connection 
with a plan to perfect the mail service be- 
tween the United States and Canada, and 
said that the presence in New-York at the 
time of his visit of Walter Sweetman, Chief 
of the Railway Mail Service of Canada, 
was purely accidental. 

Mr. Neilson inspected the scheme of pneu- 
matic tubes for facilitating the transpor- 
tation of the mails, but on this subject he 
was non-committal. The matter of a pneu- 
matic mail service in the large cities has 
been looked intoeby departmental officials 
for some years, and on every occasion it 
was found that to establish such a system 
would result in an expense of triple the 
sum now used for the delivery of mail 
matter, and in the dropping of a large force 
of men, who would be left without means 
of livelihood. 

The pneumatic tube service, it has been 
ascertained, could not be used with the 
same success and cheapness in the United 
States as in countries on the Continent, 
where one large city is about the only point 
where such a service is necessary. In this 
country, there are a number of large cities 
that would want the same service, if a priv- 
ilege of this kind was extended to one.

A Boston Merchant’s Unprofitable In- 
vestment in Cotton. 


BARING, MOORE & CO. ACCUSED . 


H. Oliver Goldsmith, One of the 
Members of the Firm, Arrested— 
Brisk Business Going on in 


the Place Yesterday. 


H. Oliver Goldsmith, thirty years old, of 
436 West Thirty-sixth Street, of the firm of 
Baring, Moore & Co., commission brokers, 
54 and 56 Broad Street, was arrested yester- 
day on the complaint of John H. Fisher, ai 


merchant of 50 Congress Street. Boston, 
Mass. Fisher charges that Baring, Moore 
& Co. defrauded him out of $600, which he 
had sent them to invest in cotton. 

Fisher says that various other Eastern 
merchants. have been victimized by the 
firm. In his complaint he alleges that, re« 
lying on the representations of C. W. Bar« 
ing, F. Ogden Moore, and H. Oliver Gold« 
smith, who compose the firm, that they 
were members of the New-York Cotton Ex< 
change and were carrying on a business 
under the name, firm, or style of Baringa

DIAMOND CUTTERS TO STAY HERE 


Secretary Carlisle Rules that Bonds Against 
Their Becoming Public Charges May 
Be Received by Commissioner Senner. 


Manager Cortis of the White Star Steam- 
ship Company paid a visit to Ellis Island 
yesterday, and had a conference with Com- 
taissioner Senner concerning the second- 
cabin passenger: brought here by the Ma- 
jestic, to a number of whom has been denied 
permission to :land. Sixty-one of these, all 
of them supposed to be diamond cutters 
brought here under contract, have been 
debarred on the ground that they are un- 
provided with money and are likely to be- 
come public charges. 

Mr. Cortis is so certain that they will 
not become public charges that he informed 
Commissioner Senner that the White Star 
Company would furnish the required bond 
of $500 for each passenger, which is the 
stipulated guarantee in such cases. Should 
the proposition be accepted and any of the 
passengers become public charges within 
one year, the company will, besides for- 
feiting $500 for each case, be asked to pro- 
vide return transportation. 

Commissioner Senner telegraphed to Sec- 
retary Carlisle tor instructions. 

The second examination which was ac- 
corded to F. von Reeth, the diamond cutter 
who arrived by the Westernland, was con- 
tinued yesterday. In nis first examination 
Reeth was ordered debarred because of an 
admission that he had come to this country 
under contract. His twelve associates were 
also excluded. 

Now Reeth asserts that he is not a con- 
tract laborer, but a speculator. He claims 
to be posessed of $100,000, which he says 


he wants to invest in the diamond-cutting 
industry. : 

WASHINGTON, March 25. — Secretary 
Carlisle telegraphed to Commissioner Sen- 
ner late this afternoon that bonds with 
good security could be accepted for the 
diamond cutters who came on the Majestic 
and were debarred as likely to become pub- 
ic charges. 


ANNA DICKINSON’S DAMAGE SUIT 


The Trial of Her Claims for False Im- 
prisonment Begun in Scranton. 


SCRANTON, Penn., March 25.—The suit 
of Anna Dickinson to recover $125,000 dam- 
ages for false imprisonment in the State 
Insane Asylum at Danville, and in which 
James Courtright, George H. Thompson, Al- 
len Eggleston, John S. Heilman, George 
Underwood, and Henry L. Bryden of Pitts- 
ton, and Dr. James Oglesby of Danville 
are defendants, was called in the United 
States Circuit Court here just before noon 
to-day, Judge Acheson presiding. Miss 
Dickinson charges that her committal and 
detention were the result of a conspiracy. 


She was kept there for five weeks against 
her will in the Spring of 1889. 

Her attorneys are Judge Daley of New- 
York City and W. S. McLean of Wilkes- 
barre, and the defense is represented by the 
strongest legal talent in Northeastern Penn- 
sylvania. The defendants are wealthy men 
and the case will be stubbornly contested.

We ordered 
your cotton sold at 6 cents a pound, and 
when we sent for the check 
the information of his inability to meet his 
obligations. One of the members of our 
firm also bought several hundred bales of 
cotton through him, some as low as 5.56, 
and we are unable so far to collect anye 
thing. 

If you desire us, as your agents, to take 
legal proceedings, please telegraph at once 
to that effect; if not, we will put in your 
claim, together with ours, and do the best 
we can for you. We believe that his em- 
barrassment is only temporary, and that he 
will make some satisfactory arrangement 
with his creditors, while, if pressed, very 
little may be got out of him. 
await your orders in the premises. 

Fisher adds in his complaint that he has 
since learned that the 400 bales of cotton 
the firm purported to have purchased for 
him were never bought, and that there had 
been no suspension whatever of any meme 
ber or broker of the New-York Cotton Ex< 
change for many weeks previous to March 
16.° He also swears that he has learned 
that the firm ef Baring, Moore & Co. is not 
a member of the New-York Stock Ex< 
change, New-York Produce Exchange, on 
Chicago Board of Trade, as represented. 

Goldsmith was represented in the Tombs

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She Had Been Put on Trial Under 


the Charge of Perjury. 


HER FIRST MARRIAGE IN QUESTION 


Her Husband Charged that She Had 
Sworn Falsely—Locked Up in 
the Tombs for Weeks 
Before the Trial. 


' Mrs. Leah Bernard, who had been ac- 
cused of perjury, was discharged in the 
Court of General Session, before Recorder 
Goff, last evening. 

Mrs. Bernard was the wife of Joseph Ber- 
nard, a wholesale druggist of 228 Pearl 
Street. He brought suit some time ago for 
divorce, alleging that at the time of her 
marriage to him she had another husband 
living, and that her real name was May 
Wallace Bogle. 

‘The case first came up in Paris, where 
Mr. and Mrs. Bernard were living, but 
it was afterward transferred to the Amer- 


ican courts by the husband. Four or 
five months ago Mr. Bernard had his wife 
indicted for perjury because she had sworn 
in an affidavit used in the divorce suit 
that she had never been married before. 

She- was arrested and lodged in the 
‘Tombs, and, being unable to secure bail, 
she has remained there ever since. Her 
lawyer, Ambrose H. Purdy, has made 
strenuous efforts to have the trial of the 
case against his client taken up, but some- 
how the District Attorney’s office delayed 
the matter week after week and month 
after month, until finally Mr. Purdy ap- 
pealed to the Recorder. He said that Mrs. 
Bernard was being persecuted by her hus- 
band, and that the District Attorney’s office 
was being used to this end. The Recorder 
sharply ordered the case to be pushed with- 
out delay, and last Thursday it was finally 
reached. Then an adjournment was taken 
until yesterday, and the prosecution called 
Edward S. Payson of Lexington, Mass., 
to the stand to prove Mrs. Bernard's al- 
leged marriage. 

Mr. Payson said that he had formerly 
lived in Boston, where he was the chief 
clerk of the Emerson Piano Company. 
Prior to 1890 he recalled several visits of 
the defendant. She informed him that she 
was the daughter-in-law of Thomas W. 
Bogle, professionally known to the stage as 
Thomas W. Brown. She had, among other 
things, asked witness to introduce her to a 
good lawyer. He took her to the office of 
a lawyer named Clifford, and she told the 
lawyer that she wanted him to bring an ac- 
tion for a divorce upon statutory grounds, 
and the papers, which were read to the de- 
fendant, were served by her. 

After Mr. Payson had finished the peo- 
ple rested. Mr. Purdy then made his open- 
ing in behalf of the defendant. His main 
point in a brief argument was that the de- 
fendant had made the affidavit in which 
the people allege perjury in good faith, be- 
lieving the facts to be true, and that she 
believed them true at the present time, and 
would again swear to them upon the stand. 

Mrs. Bernard took the stand and told of 
her marriage with the man Bogle, whom 
she knew as Brown. She was in Pittsburg 
with a theatrical company, and went from 
there to Harrisburg. She had at that time 
what was considered a good voice. She 
was but fifteen, and the father of the man 
whom she married insisted that the wed- 
ding take place. She agreed, and the cere- 
mony was performed. 

She had but a very dim recollection of 

the affair. The reason the father of the 
man she wedded wished the marriage was 
that she had a good voice, and he could 
rhake money out of her. Ske said the man 
she married had a blond mustache, and 
she was as certain as she could be that 
the man Bogle who was produced in court 
and who is dark, was not the man to 
Whom she was united in Harrisburg. He 
did not resemble the man in the least. 
‘In regard to her visit to the lawyer’s of- 
fice in Boston, Mrs. Bernard said she went 
there for the purpose of asking him to in- 
vestigate her married life, and see if she 
were legally married. She admitted, how- 
ever, that she had been known by the 
name of May Wallace Bogle. She Nad the 
vight to use the name of Wallace, as it 
was the family name of her mother. She 
had told Mr. Bernard all about her mar- 
riage with the man named Brown, and the 
circumstances, 

When Assistant District Attorney Osborn 
cross-examined the defendant she admit- 
ted that she had gone to the office of Mr. 
Clifford, in Boston, for the purpose of in- 
ducing him to get a divorce, and that she 

, Signed the papers as May Wallace Bogle. 
Among other things told by the defendant 
was that the witness Payson, who testified 
for the people, had repeatedly tried to 
get her to marry him while she was in 
Boston, and about the time he introduced 
her to Mr. Clifford. 

Lawyer Samuel W. Clifford of Boston, 
who has twice before testified in the case, 
was called. Mr. Purdy wanted to know 
what he was being paid to come here and 
testify. After a long argument and objec- 
tions upon the part of Assistant District 
Attorney Osborn, the Recorder finally al- 
lowed the question. Mr. Clifford then ad- 
mitted that he was being paid $50 a day 
and expenses. Mr. Purdy wanted to know 
who was paying that money, and Mr. Os- 
born interrupted that the county was. 

Mr. Purdy followed up the question and 
showed that the witness had received that 
sum for his time whenever he had ap- 
peared before the courts of the city—police 
courts, referee, and all. It was intimated 
that Mr, Bernard had been furnishing the 
money. In his closing argument, which fol- 
lowed, Mr. Purdy made much of this noint, 
and among other things wanted to know 
why the taxpayers of this county should 
Se asked to pay that money so long as 
the defendant was willing to pay it. 

Mr. Osborn, for the people, read extracts 

' from the testimony taken before the ref- 
eree in the divorce action brought by the 
husband and in the counter-sult brought 
by the defendant; and asked for a convic- 
tion on the grounds that the allegations of 
the defendant had been strongly proved, 
and contended that the evidence of the 
defendant while upon the stand was noth- 
ing but a tissue of falsehood. 

The charge of the Recorder was short, 
simply pointing out to the jury the law ap- 
plicable to the case. The jurors deliberated 
only fifteen minutes, and returned a verdict 
of not guilty. The defendant was discharged. 


DIED IN THE COURT BUILDING. 


Campbell Had Been a Witness Against 
Men Who Robbed Him. 


A man dropped dead in the Criminal 
Courts Building yesterday at the busiest 
hour in that hive of courts and public offices, 
and fora time the judicial grind was 
stilled by the event. But in a few minutes 
business was resumed, and nothing was left 
to indicate that there had been a tragedy 
except a small crowd of eager curiosity 
seekers who crowded about the pen where 
the body lay. 

The man was George Campbell, fifty-five 
years old, who had been held in the House 
of Detention since March 13. Campbell had 
just left Part I. of the Court of General 
Séssions and was walking along the south 
corridor of the building on the General Ses- 
sions floor. He got in front of the elevator, 
“when he reeled and fell heavily to thé tiled 
floor. A dozen or more persons rushed to 

it : 


the United States Navy, and drew a pen- 
sion of $51 a quarter. He was paid this 
money on March 10 last, and -was robbed 
of what he had left on March 13 by. James 
Dempsey and Paul Meyers. Campbell al- 
leged that he was walking on James tSteree 
in the evening, when the robbers asaulted . 
him, knocking him down with a b blackjack 
and taking his money. He gave the police 
a description of the men, and after their ar- 
rest Campbell was committed to the House 
of Detention, in order to insufe his ap- 
pearance against them. The cases of the 
men were placed upon the calendar yester- 
day, and Campbell was brought down as 
the complainant. The men both entered a 
plea of guilty to grand larceny in the first 
and were remanded until Friday for sen- 
tence. Campbell was discharged. 

The physician who-+examined Campbell 
said his death was undoubtedly due to heart 
disease. 


NICARAGUA CANAL BONDS. 


Ruling on the Rights of Holders of an 
Issue Maturing July 1, 1897. 


Judge Lacombe, in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, yesterday handed down an opin- 
ion on the petition of Louis Chable, perma- 
nent receiver of the property and assets 
of the Nicaragua Canal Construction Com- 
pany, for instructions respecting a claim 
against the company by the Manhattan 
Trust Company, as trustee for the holders 
of $65,500 of collateral trust bonds, which 
are all that have been issued out of a 
total of $5,000,000 bonds of the construc- 
tion company maturing July 1, 1897. 

Judge Lacombe decides that the bond- 
holders in question are entitled to rank as 
creditors of the defendant corporation with 
respect to the assets sold by the receiver, 
and are entitled to have the amount of 
their claim included by the receiver in the 
computation of the aggregate indebtedness 
of the construction company. } 

Also, that it is the duty of the receiver 
to set apart for the benefit of the holders 
of said bonds the amount of any dividend 
to which the bondholders, if present credi- 
tors, might be entitled, out of the proceeds 
of the assets sold, such dividend to await 
the determination of any possible liability 
of the corporation arising upon the bonds. 

In determining the percentage of divi- 
dend arising out of assets to be 
distributed to creditors who have proved 
their claims, the $65,500 is to be taken 
as a part of such proved indebted- 
ness, and the dividend to which it is en- 
titled set apart and deposited, in some 
trust company, to be approved by the court, 
until July 1, 1897, there to await further 
order of the court. 


CARLEY’S CASE IN COURT. 


He as a Juror Refused to Discuss a 
Case, It Is Alleged. 


The contempt proceedings against Michael 
E. Carley came up before Judge McAdam, 
in Superior Court, Special Term, yesterday. 

Carley was a juror in the trial of the 
suit of Hyman Sarner against Meyer Hell- 
man and Joseph F. Blaut, to recover 
$10,000, alleged to be due in a stock trans- 
action, The case was tried before Judge 
Gildersleeve, -and the jury, after being ‘out 
twenty-one hours, failed to agree. It was 
alleged that Carley, who held out for the 
defense, all of the other jurors being for the 

intiff, refused even to discuss the evi- 
ence in the case. 

Carley did not appear yesterday, but 
sent a physician’s certificate to explain his 
absence. Judge McAdam said that he would 
adjourn the case to hear Carley’s evidence, 
but would take the evidence of the other 
jurors at once. Frank M. D. Sinclair was 
the first one to testify. He said that Carley 
had practically refused to discuss the evi- 
dence, and said it would be no use to send 
for the evidence or the Judge’s charge. 
The foreman, Lamar Foes, William Brill, 
and other jurymen gave similar testimony. 

No allegation of corruption was made. 
After the hearing Judge McAdam said that 
the testimony already adduced was very 
serious, and unless disproved, he would re- 
gard it as showing contempt. He adjourned 


‘the case to next Friday at 2 P. M. 


Edward’ V. Slauson appeared for Carley 
and David E. Leventritt for Hyman Sar- 
ner, the plaintiff in the original case. 


ONE CLAUSE ON SOBRIETY. 


Mr. Stanton Now Wants the Court to 
Dissolwe His Firm. 


When Patrick Stanton and Stuart F. 
Clarke entered inito a copartnership agree- 
ment to carry on the plumbing business in 
King’s Bridge, they inserted in the ar- 
ticles a novel clause, to the effect that if 
either of the partners at any time took to 
the use of intoxicating liquors to the ex- 
tent that it might interfere with the con- 
duct. of the business, the sober partner 
might have the right to ask for the disso- 
lution of the firm. 

Acting on this clause, Mr. Stanton made 
an application in the Superior Court to 
Judge McAdam, yesterday, asking that the 
firm be dissolved and a receiver appointed 
to wind up the affairs. He says that Mr. 
Clarke kas brought this matter on by not 
adhering to the sobriety clause in the agree- 
ment, and he attaches to his petition the, 
affidavits of two persons, who swear that 
Clarke was intoxicated on two occasions 
when he was out on a job for the firm. 

Clarke’s attorney contested the motion, 
maintaining that he had affidavits to the 
effect that his client was sober and indus- 
trious, and had never so far forgotten the 
clause in the agreement as to put the busi- 
ness of the firm in jeopardy. 

Judge McAdam said that he would take 
the papers and consider the matter, 


William H: Knauss Loses Apain. 


The jury that has been trying the case —f 
William H. Knauss against Judge Gottfried 
Krueger of Newark, N. J., the former owner 
of the Krueger Brewing Company, re- 
turned a verdict yesterday for the de- 
fendant, after being out but five minutes. 

Knauss claimed that through his intro- 
duction Krueger sold his brewery to an 
English syndicate for $1,850,000, and he 
claimed 2% per cent. of this, or $45,500, as 
his commission. The amount sued for, with 
interest, amounted to over $50,000. The case 
was once dismissed in the Supreme Court 
on the plaintiff's story. The General Term 
sustained the lower court, but the Court 
of Appeals said that the case should have 
gone to a jury. 


Simon Sterne’s Telephone Suit. 


The suit of Simon Sterne against the 
Metropolitan Télegraph and Telephone Com- 
pany was on the calendar in the Supreme 
Court, Chambers, yesterday. J. A. Bell, who 
represents Mr. Sterne said that Mr. Horn- 
blower had also been retained, and asked 
for an adjournment. The casé was finally 
set down for Thursday. 

Mr. Sterne some time ago obtained an in- 
junction restraining the company from tak- 
ing the telephone out of his office. The 
company raised the price, and Mr. Sterne 
refused to pay the advance or to let the 
company take out the instrument that was 
then in his office.

MIKE THE CAT AT HOME AGAIN 


He Started from Brooklyn for Foreign 


Ports in a Mail Sack—Returned 
After Official Correspondence. 


A sack of mail destined for a foreign 
port was about to be thrown into a wagon 
at the Post Office in this city a few days 
ago when the man who was handling it 
heard a weak me-a-uw from its interior. 

Somewhat startled, the man had the 
sack opened. Out jumped a cat, consider- 
ably the worse for wear. 

Under ordinary circumstances, outside of 
Official life, the cat would have been re- 
turned whence it came, or turned out 
on the world. But red tape is a feature of 
official life. 

A. J. Eamley, who discovered the cat, 
(his name is Mike,) wrote as follows to 
Postmaster Dayton: 

“TI have to report that a live cat was 
forwarded to this office in a sack of news- 
papers under the accompanying label: ”’ 

The label stated that the sack came from 
Station W, in Brooklyn. Postmaster Day- 
ton referred the communication to Superin- 
tendent Jacks¢én, who addressed this query 
to Postmaster Sullivan of Brooklyn: 

“ What information can be furnished by 
your office regarding the missending of this 
cat?” 

Postmaster Sullivan wrote to Superin- 
tendent Francis. A. Morris of Station W for 
information. Mr. Morris replied: 

“This inquiry relates to our office cat, a 
highly-prized animal. He was of an in- 
quiring turn of mind, and happened to be 
in the foreign paper sack at the time of 
dispatch. Clerk Taylor did not know of 
his presence there, and tied up and for- 
warded the sack to your office. We will 
very cheerfully pay all expenses incurred 


*by the present custodians for board, main- 


tenance, &o., if they will return him in good 
condition to this office.” 

Ail this information was then submitted 
to Postmaster Dayton by Postmaster Sul- 
livan with this communication: 

“To Postmaster Dayton, inviting atten- 
tion to the information furnished by the 
Postmaster at Brooklyn, N. Y.—Can the 
request of the Superintendent of Branch 
W be complied with?” 

To this inquiry Postmaster Dayton made 
reply last Thursday to this effect: 

‘*In accordance with the request of the 
Superintendent of Branch W, (Brooklyn,) I 
have to inform you that the cat has been 
returned by special messenger, free of all 
charges.” 

The next communication was from 
Superintendent Jackson to Postmaster Sul- 
livan, and was as follows: 

“Has the cat come back?” 

Postmaster Sullivan forwarded the letters 
of inquiry to Superintendent Morris, and 
on Friday received the following reply: 

“Thé cat came back in an improved con- 
dition. Please convey to the honorable 
Postmaster of New-York, N. Y., my most 
sincere thanks for the courtesy shown this 
office.’’ 

Postmaster Sullivan forwarded the reply 
of Superintendent Morris to Superintendent 
Jackson“of the New-York office on Satur- 
day. ‘

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VIEWS OF REAL ESTATE DEALERS 


Victor W. Voorhees Thinks a Union 
of the Oranges Would In- 


crease Land Values—Oth- 


ers Dispute It. 


ORANGE, N. J., March 25.—A number of 
the real estate dealers of the Oranges were 
seen to-day by the correspondent of The 
New-York Times and asked their opinion 
on the project to consolidate the Oranges 
into one large city. There seems to be as 
much diversity of belief among them as 
there is among other classes of citizens, al- 


though probably a majority would favor 
rather than oppose the measure if it were 
put to a vote. j 

Victor W. Voorhees of East Orangé ‘said: 
‘“‘In my opinion, the consolidation. of the 


, Oranges would prove a benefit to each of 


them, for the Government would be more 
economical and better under one head and 
with one set of officials. 

““T am sure it would have a beneficial ef- 
fect upon real estate, and would reduce 
taxes materially. The Oranges, I think, 
will have to unite very soon if they do not 
want to be annexed by ‘Newark. I am not 
prepared to say that if the Oranges consoli- 
dated they could prevent annexation to 
Newark, but I do believe it would greatly 
hinder such a movement. 

“We dq not want to go to Newark, that 
is certain. The Oranges are now noted for 
their residential attractions, but if made a 
part of Newark we should lose our identity 
and would not be heard of again as a sepa- 
rate community. 

“Property values would depreciate very 
much upon our being annexed to Newark. 
I think a great portion of the people of Hast 
Orange, this side of Grant Street at least, 
is in favor of a consolidation of the Oranges. 
West of Grove Street the East Orange ter- 
ritory is now practically a part of Newark, 
and I would not be surprised to see New- 
ark take in that tract before the final ad- 
journment of the present Legislature.”’ 

“TI think it is useless to talk on the sub- 
ject,” said Samuel D. Condit of East 
Orange, “ for it is impossible, in my opin- 
ion, to carry the project through the Legis- 
lature, so great would be the opposition of 
Newark thereto. Newark controls the situ- 
ation, will not let us consolidate, and will 
gobble us up whenever she gets ready. 

“In my opinion, it would have been better 
for the Oranges to have ‘been joined to 
Newark before they built their sewer and 
water systems, and then we could have had 
each in one great system, and at much less 
expense. As it is, the sewer systems of 
Orange and Hast Orange together have cost 
nearly two million dollars. 

“TI doubt if a consolidation of the Oranges 
would benefit the places concerned individ- 
ually. East Orange and West Orange were 
set off from Orange originaly because Or- 
ange wanted all the power © centred 
there, whfle East and West Orange protest- 
ed against such a scheme.and succeeded in 
having a law passed dividing the town. 

“T doubt, too, if the real estate values in 
the Oranges would be much affected by 
either a consolidation of the Oranges or an- 
nexation to Newark. Even with consolida- 
tion with Newark, I think the Oranges 
would preserve their identity, as Harlem 
and Tremont have, although annexed to 
New-York City.’’. 

Victor N. Savale of Orange Valley said it 
was his opinion that the Oranges would be 
benefited the most by union with Newark. 

“It is only a question of time,” he said, 
‘‘ when Newark will extend from the Pas- 
saiz River to the motintain, and I think 
that the sooner it comes the better. There 
is.no question but that the value of prop- 
erty would rise greatly as a consequence. 
The Oranges have already ceased to be a 
purely residential community. As a part 
of Newark, people would come here from 
Newark and buy up our property at greatly 
increased prices. We would be better taken 
eare of, too. I doubt if any of those advan- 
tages would result from a consolidation of 
the Oranges. I fail to see. where it would 
benefit the Oranges or increase the value of 
real estate. For one, I say give us one 
large city from the river to the mountain.” 

“We are better off the way we are, 80 
far as Bast Orange is concerned, I think,” 
said Montgomery Lindsley of East Orange. 
“The.other Oranges might profit by a con- 
solidation, but Hast Orange would not, in 
my opinion. 

“East Orange is managed Very well. We 
have any number of fine macadam roads 
that the property owners pay for in ten an- 
nual installments, thus greatly easing the 
burden: of expense. We have the power 
of regulating our own excise matters, under 
the new law which has just been adopted 
by the voters here, and we have all the im- 
provements we need. Under consolidation 
the expense of government might be re- 
duced somewhat, but not enough to offset 
the advantages we should lose. 

* Still, I should prefer a consolidation of 
the Oranges to union with Newark, if it 
were a choice between the two, although I 
do not believe the former would prevent or 
delay materially the latter.” ; 

Stuart C. Smith, of the firm of S. P. & C. 
A. Smith of Orange, said he favored a.con- 
solidation of t&e Oranges becausé it was 
logical that one Government could be:run 
more cheaply than four. He thought it 
would be of mutual benefit to all the 
Oranges to combine their forces under ‘one 
Government, as all their interests are com- 
mon. He believed annexation to Newark 
could thus be more succéssfully opposed, 
and that the Oranges would be more likely 
to get the public parks they wanted. 

Mr. Brewster, of Brewster & Peterson, 
Fast Orange, said he opposed a consolida- 
tion for the reason that East Orange had 
more improvements and was better off in 


every way than any of the other Oranges. . 


He did not believe Newark would dare to 
annex East Orange unless the voters of the 
latter place agreed to it, and that, he was 
sure, they would never do. He might favor 
consolidation of the Oranges as the lessér 
of two evils, but he doubted if it would ben- 
efit East Orange in any way. Mr. Peterson 
felt the same about the matter. They @id 
riot think consolidation would affect real 
estate favorably.

Further Advance in the Coal Stocks 
and in the Grangers—Success 


of the Whisky Trust Re- 
organization Plan. 


MONDAY-—P. M. 

There was no abatement to-day in the im- 
pPovement which has been the feature of 
the stock market for a week, although at 
times there was some irregularity, due to 
profit-taking on the advance. The trading 
was more active than on any other day 
this year, the transactions footing up 332,- 

023 shares, and the business was exceeding- 
ly well distributed. The market closed 
active and strong. 

The buying of the coal stocks, particular- 
ly of Jersey Central and Reading, was 
good. The first-named advanced to 98%, 
and then on realizing sales worked back to 
06%, closing at 97, a net advance of %. 
Reading gained % net on larger transac- 
tions than have been made in it in many 
months. The impression prevails that gen- 
uine efforts are being made to solve the 
coal difficulties, and there is.also a suspi- 
cion that the Pennsylvania Railroad people 
are to play an important part in the adjust- 
ment.

Deal- 
ings were on a larger scale, and were well 
distributed, with generally higher prices, 
excepting in one or two cases. Reading and 
St. Paul were the most active features; 
the former took on its old-fashioned activ- 
ity, and on a number of vague rumors ad- 
vanced to 6%, but reacted and closed at 
5%. The bonds were also more active, and 
were all higher. Lehigh Valley was very 
dull, and only traded in to the extent of 
87 shares at 32% and 324. Lehigh Naviga- 
tion was a little more active, and sold up 
to 47. The tractions were more active 
than for some time past, with very good 
buying. Philadelphia advanced to 91, Peo- 
ple’s to 51%, Electric to 80%, and Baltimore 
to 15%. There was a fractional reaction at 
the close, but they were all very strong, 
with the exception of Metropolitan, which 
refuses to sympathize with the general im- 
proving tendency. For some time past it 
has shown signs of steady liquidation from 
some source. The weakness last week in 
United Gas was again in evidence to-day, 
resulting in a break from 70% to 68, with a 
rally to 69 at the close. Welsbach was 
also fractionally lower, selling at 41%. No 


special news came out to account for the 
weakness, it being attributed entirely to a 
desire on the part of certain interests to 
work the price down to a point at which 
it would look more attractive to buy. The 
market closed firm and looked like sell- 
ing higher.

Possibility of a Compact Between Chile, 
Ecuador, and Japan. 


STORY OF THE ESMERALDA'S SALE, 


Ecuador in Need of Aid Against 
Peru—Unfortunate Outcome of 
Gov. Caamano’s Rare Dis- 
play of Statesmanship. 


Some time ago it was whispered in some 
quarters that two South Americau repub- 
lics and an Asiatic empire were earnestly 
engaged in negotiations for the purpose of 
forming an offensive and defensive alli- 
ance, The report was at the time treated 
as a mere freak of some wild imagination, 
and hardly any attention was paid to fy, 
the more so, as the names of the nations 
were not mentioned nor even hinted at. 
But, as time wore on, and certain events 
began to shape themselves, it was perceived 
that, if not wholly true, there appeared to 
be at least some glimmerings of truth in 
the story. 

One day the cable flashed the news that 
Chile was about selling one of her best 
war ships to Japan. Immediately after, it 
Was reported that Ecuador was in some 
way connected with the transaction, and 
later it was announced that the said re- 
public was to act as a sort of trustee be- 
tween the buyer and the seller. 

Why was the sale effected in this round- 
about way? What compensation was Ecu- 
ador receiving for performing such a serv- 
ice? Was it a question of money? Not 
likely, for, however large the commission 
might be, it could not exceed a few thou- 
sand pounds sterling, and it was not prob- 
able that Ecuador would, for a small sum 
of money, accept risks which Chile did 
not care to incur with her superior powtr. 

While those who had taken an interest 
in the subject were making and discarding 
suppositions and guesses as to what there 
really was behind the business, the cable 
announced that the Chilean war ship Es- 
meralda had left the port of Valparaiso 
flying the Ecuadorian flag, and that great 
excitement prevailed on that account in 
both in Chile and Ecuador; that in this 
latter republic public meetings had been 
held to protest against the conduct of the 
Government, which was accused of having 
sold the use of the national flag for a few 
thousand pounds sterling, and that the as- 
pect of things was becoming so serious that 
the country appeared to be on the very 
verge of a revolution. 

Although efforts to trace the rumored al- 
liance prove unavailing in New-York, a 
statement of the matter, derived from well- 
informed sources, is given in the words of 
the informant. 

In order to give a clear idea of the origin 
of the business in question it is necessary 
to refer to certain antecedents which have 
a very direct bearing upon it. Briefly stated, 
they are as follows: 

Some fifteen months ago there was quite 
a serious disagreement between Peru and 
Ecuador in consequence of a boundary 
question. The people of both republics be- 
came very much excited over it, offensive 
demonstrations were made against the offi- 
cial representatives of Peru in Ecuador 
and against those of Ecuador in Peru, and 


war between the two countries spears 
unavoidable. Peru was not prepar for it, 
but Ecuador was very much less so. There 
was but a very small and poorly-equipped 
army, a scanty supply of ammunition, and 
only a few hundred spare Remington rifles 
in the armories. Worst of all, there was 
no money in the public Treasury, Every- 
body who was capable of knowing anything 
knew that, under the circumstances, war 
meant for Ecuador inevitable defeat, 
and no one knew it _ better 
the Government, which, in consequence, 
was making the most strenuous ef- 
forts compatible with national dignity and 
decorum to avoid it. But the leaders of the 
Radical Party, who frequently allow their 
feelings and passions to overrule their 
judgment and good sense, willfully shutting 
their eyes to the facts before them, began 
to attack the Government in the most fero- 
cious manner, charging it with inefficiency, 
incompetency, and -utter lack of courage, 
energy, and.patriotism. At the same time, 
cunningly working upon the passions and 
prejudices of the ignorant masess of the 
cities, they kept them in a state of almost 
wild excitement, and nothing but the cry 
of war to Peru and the Peruvians was 
heard everywhere night and day. 

The Government endeavored to counter- 
act the effects of the wild publications of 
the radical press, and to cool down -the ex- 
citement of the people with assurances that 
the Peruvian Government was far from 
showing any warlike tendencies; that the 
national honor and dignity had not suffered 
in any way; that the difficulties which had 
arisen could be diplomatically settled in 
an honorable manner for both countries, and 
that, therefore, there was no necessity and 
no justification for the noisy manifesta- 
tions which were daily made. But such 
assurances had no effect whatever. Things 
went from bad to worse, and the Govern- 
ment, fearing that the country might any 
day be precipitated into a deadly war, final- 
ly decided seriously to prepare for it. 

The Presidency of the republic was then 
occupied, as it is now, by Dr. Luis Cordero, 
a very nice gentleman and a poet and writer 
of some note in his country. As is well 
known, Quito, the capital of the republic, 
is way up the mountains, some eighty 
leagues from the seacoast, and all com- 
munications with the outside world are car- 
ried on through the Governor of the Prov- 
ince of Guayas, who resides at Guayaquil, 
the capital of the province, the most im- 

ortant seaport, and, as a whole, the most 
mportant city, of the country. The posi- 
tion of Governor of Guayas is one of great 
responsibility, and, although it is held b 
appointment by the President, it is consid- 
ered to be as important as _ the Presi- 
dency itself. Generally, it is filled by men 
of ability and influence. 

At the time of the difficulties with Peru, 
the Governor of Guayas was ex-President 
Josa Maria Placido Caamano. He was the 
Ecuadorian Delegate to the International 
American Conference, which met at Wash- 
ington in 1889-90. ; 

As is customary in cases of emergency, 
and even in ordinary ones, views were ex- 
changed by the National Government with 
Mr. Caamano, as Governor of Guayas, in 
regard to what steps should be takey in 
order to place the republic upon a war fbot- 
ing, and he was authorized to proceed in 
such a way and manner as he deemed most 
conducive to the desired end. 

Foreseeing what might happen, he had 
already addressed himself to some of his 
friends in Chile, and prepared the ground 
for a possible emergency. As there was no 
money in the Treasury, and nobody would 
sell to the Government on credit, he knew 
that the only way to obtain arms and am- 
munition of war was to apply to some one 
who had them to spare, and would be will- 


.ing to sell for other than a merely pecuniary 


consideration. In other words, political con- 
siderations had to be the basis of the ne- 
gotiations for the acquisition of what was 
needed.

would feel a very direct interest in the 
success of the former, and, as official re- 
lations have always been very cordial be- 
tween 'the two countries, he decided to lay 
the matter before the Chilean Government, 
and he did so with so much ability, and 
was so ably supported by his friends in 
Chile, that without any delay he obtained 
from this republic, on. the most advanta- 
eous and easy terms, several thousands of 
annlichers, some batteries of mountain 
artillery, and an abundant supply of am- 
munition.

Caamano reported to the Quito Government 
what he had accomplished, and the Presi- 
dent and his Ministers were both surprised 
and delighted at the unexpected and re- 
markable success attained. Unfortunately, 
one of the Ministers seems to have been so 
overjoyed with the good news that he was 
unable to ner Lf mouth shut, although 
it was a condition of the arrangément that 
it should be kept a profound secret. Under 
eat reserve he revealed it to the British 
inister, who, in a like manner, revealed 
it to his daughter, and she to the Peru- 
vian Minister, who, naturally, immediately 
conveyed, the information to his Govern- 
ment. Peru asked Chile for an exp tion 
about the matter, and Chile de the 
existence of any such understanding, e- 
ment, or compact. Ecuador had to the 
same, and this = of the work accom- 
lished by Mr. Caamano was lost by the 
ndiscretion of one of Mr. rdero’s Min- 
isters.

Such were the nature of the official rela- 
tions between the two countries when the 
Esmeralda affair came up. Japan was very 
desirous of buying and Chile was willing to 
sell the ship, but did not wish to do so in a 
direct and open way, and Ecuador was in- 
vited to act in the matter as a gort of 
trustee, so that in case of any international 
complications arising from the transaction 


it would be difficult to fix the responsibility 


upon either of the two republics. Asa com- 
pensation for the service, Ecuador was 


offered the moral and material support of | 


Chile in any international conflict; that is, 
Chile woul supply war materials when 
needed. At the same time Chile, although 
willing to sell the ship, felt a little un- 
easy about weakening Ser navy; the gen- 
eral outlines of a secret understanding in 
regard to naval assistance, to be later de- 
veloped: and pefected, were discussed with 
Japan, and, it is said, agreed upon. 

It was natural that the proposition should 
be received with favor by the Government 
of Ecuador. It was a good opportunity to 
regain the ground lost in the relations with 
Chile, in consequence of the indiscretion of 
one of the Ministers. The matter was im- 
mediately taken under consideration, and 
as soon as an acceptable modus operandi 
was hit upon the proposition was unani- 
mously accepted by the President, his Min- 
isters, and the Council of State. Gov. 
Caamano, with whom the Quito Govern- 
ment had already exchanged views on the 
subject, was instructed to communicate with 
the Ecuadorian Consul at Valparaiso so 
that the necessary steps should be taken 
by the latter in order to carry out the 
proposed transfer. 

Documents already published show that 
the plan of the (Quito Government was to 
simulate a purchase of the ship. In con- 
sequence, of it she was ordered to leave 
Valparaiso on a long trial trip, stop at 
somhe Ecuadorian port, exchange the Chilean 
for the Beuadorian flag, then proceed to 
Honolulu, and there be turned over to 
Japan. 

or some reason, not yet satisfactorily 
explained, ‘when the Chilean Government 
asked the Government of Ecuador to have 
the Ecuadorian Minister at Lima confirm 
to the Minister of Chile, in that city, the 
proposition made through the Valparaiso 
Consul, the Ecuadorian Minister, instead 
of confirming the conditional purchase act- 
ually made a firm purchase of the ship. 
Advantage was taken of this circumstance 
at Santiago, and no explanation has yet 
been given why the Ecuadorian Consul con- 
sented to proceed on that basis, utterly dis- 
regarding and exceeding the instructions 
of the Quito Government as transmitted to 
him by Gov. Caamano. 

The sequel of the business is already 
pretty well known generally. The Ecua- 
dorian flag was put on the ship in the very 
port of Valparaiso. The fact was reported 
by cable through the newspapers, but the 
Government of Ecuador paid no attention 
to it, thinking that it was an exaggeration, 
never suspecting that both the Minister at 
Lima and the Consul at Valparaiso could 
have deviated so far from the instructions 
they had received and exceeded to that ex- 
tent the authority with which they had 
been clothed. Later cable advices report- 
ed that Chile was receiving £220,000 
for the ship, but that the price paid by 
Japan was £300,000. This news, of course, 
gave to the Quito Government no concern, 
not to Gov. Caamano, for they all knew 
that the ship was to be paid for by Japan, 
and it was Japan’s business whether she 
paid £300,000 or £400,000. But the news 
awoke suspicion, or rather gave the op- 
ponents of the Government an opportunity 
to make the charge that the national flag 
had been hired for a few thousand pounds 
sterling, and the agitation began. 

The Quito Government was condescending 
enough to answer inquiries made by a few 
Guayaquil gentlemen (members of the Radi- 
cal Party) who appointed themselves a 
committee of investigation. Official denials 
and private assurances instead of improv- 
ing made things worse. There were facts 
which could not be gainsaid; the self-con- 
stituted committee of investigation took 
advantage of those facts to contradict and 
discredit the declarations made by the Gov- 
ernment, which was forced from absolute 
denial into partial admission, and from one 
position to another, until it found itself in 
a sea of perplexities, and made the sweep- 
ing declaration that if anything wrong had 
been done tne Governor of Guayas was 
responsible for it, as the Quito Govern- 
ment had given no orders, and was igno- 
rant of what had taken place. As the 
enemies of the Government were aiming 
their shots, not at Mr. Cordero and his 
Ministers, but at the Governor of Guayas, 
they took advantage of the declaration of 
the former to direct their broadsides against 
the latter, charging him, among other 
things, with having taken a bribe of £20,000. 
As the investigators asserted that while 
the Governor of Guayas held his office no 
investigation could bring out the truth he 
at once tendered his resignation and left 
the country so as to give his enemies the 
opportunity of discovering everything, in- 
cluding the £20,000. Previous to his de- 
parture he published a manifesto giving the 
outlines of the whole business, together 
with some of the official documents of the 
Quito Government in relation thereto, and 
promising to give to the public at a later 
day all those in his possession, in order to 
show that he had done nothing more than 
to execute the orders he received from the 
supreme Government. 

Such are, briefly stated, the facts con- 
nected with the Esmeralda affair. It is 
possible that when everything shall have 
been made public, and the excitement which 
now prevails shall have disappeared, the 
people of Ecuador will see that their Gov- 
ernment, far from having acted in a crim- 
inal manner, was only moved by the most 
patriotic considerations, and that.the man 
whom they now revile, and whose efforts 
on behalf of his country‘ have been for a 
second time baffled and defeated by igno- 
rance and a lack of discretign, was the 
greatest patriot of all. 

That Ecuador and Peru will come to blows 
sooner or later is doubted by no one com- 
petent to form an opinion on the subject, 
and single handed and unaided Ecuador is 
doomed. The Provinces of Oro, Guayas, 
and Los Rios, so much coveted by Peru, 
will fall an easy prey, as easily as Alsace 
and Loraine were for Germany, and Ecua- 
dor without these provinces is nothing but 
a mere geographical name. Three-fourths, 
and even more, of the agricultural wealth 
of the republic is contained in those three 
provinces.

BRAIN AND SWORD OF THE EMPIRE 


Criticism of the War Correspondent's: 
“Truth About Port Arthur "— 
Perhaps Some Joker 


Misled Him. 


To the Editor of The New-York Times: 

A careful reading of Mr. Villiers’s article 
in The North American Review for March, 
entitled “The Truth Abowt Port Arthur,” 
must convince one that the writer’s strong 
point does not lie in knowledge of the ma-« 


terial which to-day forms a large part of 
the Japanese Army. Mr. Villiers may be 
perfectly correct in his description of the 
happenings of which he Was an eye wit- 
ness, but when he branches out into gen- 
eralization in regard to things Japanese 
he makes .certain statements which he 
could hardly have obtained from any other 
source than the imagination of some ond 
who took advantage of the ignorance and 
credulity of a stranger to work off upon 
him a malicious and palpable falsehood. 
For the sake of convenience, I quote entire 
the passage to which I refer: 


Not only the soldiers, but the armed 
coolies, took a share in the bloody work. 
These gentlemen are all of the famous 
Samuri sect, and practically the Bashi- 
Bazouks of the army. The order of the 
Mikado that the Samuri, or two-handed 
swordsmen, were not to serve in the army 
for fear of excesses had been evaded by 
these gentlemen enlisting as coolies. With 
every baggage train one met Samuri dressed 
in the humble garb of the coolie, but with 
their long katangs slung across their shoul- 
ders, carefully swathed in rags to protect 
the lacquer scabbard and to keep the pre- 
cious blade from rust and dust, pretending 
to assist their lower grade brethren in push- 
ing a cart along. If these gentlemen could 
not for the moment whet their well-temp- 
ered steel in the blood of a Chinaman they 
would try their ancient blades on the pigs 
or dogs of the country. It was a piteous 
sight, in passing through the Manchu vil- 
lages, to see a number of badly wounded 
igS, some with their heads nearly severed, 
ut still with sufficient life within them to 
drag themselves along. 

It would be difficult to find in the whole 
range of newspaper correspondence a para- 
graph written with more utter disregard 
for possible outside information on the part 
of a gullible public than these few sen- 
tences I have quoted. 

Mr. Villiers’s statement certainly cone 
veys the impression that the Samuri (come- 
monly spelled Samurai) are a sect of ree 
ligious fanatics noted for their bloodthirsty 
zeal and incapable of restraint or discipline. 
If our author had asked for the meaning 
of the word Samuri from any of the Eng- 
lish-speaking Japanese with whom he was 
surrounded during his work at the seat of 
war, he would have learned that the term 
could not be applied to a sect of furious 
cutthroats, but included the. whole intel- 
lectual and progressive class of Japan—a 
class corresponding, under the feudal sys- 
tem, as nearly as possible to the English 
gentry. 

I will venture to say that there is not a 
prominent man in Japan to-day, with the 
exception of the Emperor and one or two of 
the ancient nobility, who does not belong 
to the Samuri class. Counts Ito, Okuma, 
Kuroda, Oyama, Saigo, Enomoto, Yama- 
gata, nearly the whole Cabinet, and most 
of the members of Paliament, the pro- 
fessors in the university, the leading law- 
yers, physicians, and pastors of Christian 
churches; the editors and literary men, 
nearly the entire body of police, and the 
officers of the army and navy, as well as a 
large proportion of the rank and file, be- 
long to the Samuri class. 

It is quite evident that Mr. Villiers did 
not for one instant recognize the absurdity 
of his next statement in regard to the eva- 
sion by these bloodthirsty Samuri of the 
Emperors order excluding them from 
the army, but it would be well 
that his readers should see the 
joke if Mr. Villiers does not. Such 
an order issued by the Emperor of Japan 
would leave his forces paralyzed in the 
field, a prey to any stray bodies of maraud- 
ing Chinese who might like to surround and 
pick to pieces at their leisure the undisci- 
plined mob of soldiers and coolies thus de- 
prived of all guidance and direction. Were 
the Samuri withdrawn from the army and 
navy “for fear of excesses,’’ whatever was 
left of the Japanese forces would do well to 
retreat in as good order as possible before 
being driven into the sea by the superior 
numbers of the Chinese, for it is through 
the possession of the directing brains and 
stimulating energy of her Samuri that little 
Japan has been able to conquer great, help- 
less, stupid China. 

Mr. Villiers’s further description 
Samuri as ** two-handed swordsmen ” 
might lead the unsophisticated to believe 
that the majority of the swordsmen of 
Japan were one-handed. He has probably 
heard somewhere, at some time in the past, 
of the existence in feudal Javan of a war- 
rior class entitled to wear two swords, and 
has evolved from his shadowy recollection 
of this fact, and from the recesses of his 
inner consciousness, the expression ‘“ two- 
handed swordsmen” as having a mys- 
terious and Oriental sound, calculated to in- 
spire awe in the minds of those who read 
of the excesses of this Samuri sect, “ the 
Bashi-Bazouks ”’ of Japan. 

If it were not for the known tendency of 
many readers to believe everything that 
they read, the friends of Japan and the 
Japanese themselves might. laugh till they 
cried over Mr. Villiers’s blood-curdling pict- 
ure of these fanatical Samuri, excluded 
from the army by edict of the Emperor 
lest hey disgrace his humane majesty by 
their zeal, and enlisting among the coolies 
for the sake of gratifying their blood-letting 
propensities.- We can see them now, swag-, 
gering along through Manchuria in the 
blue cotton costume of the camp coolie, 
their swords but imperfeetly concealed 
from the lynx eyes oO. our newsmonger by 
the bundies of rags in which they are 
wrapped, sticking pigs or dogs here and 
there for lack of nobler game. The local 
color imparted to the description by the 
use of the word “ katangs,” (Jap. katana, 
a sword) is a master stroke. The lacquered 
scabbard, too, shows that Mr. Villiers has 
actually seen an antique Japanese sword, 
either sticking out of its rag wrappings on 
the back of a Samuri coolie, or sticking 
into the nearly severed head of a Man- 
churian pig, or hanging in the showcase of 
a museum. 

But to one who knows the real temper 
and strength of the Japanese Samuri, who 
has watched the class which is to-day, as 
it has been for hundreds of years, the 
brain and sword of Japan, lifting the whole 
nation bodily out of the Middle Ages intc 
the nineteenth century, by the exercise of 
patriotism, wisdom, courage, and patience 
such as the world has seldom seen equaled, 
this characterization of the Samuri by the 
correspondent of a respectable and influen- 
tial newspaper seems something more than 
a laughing matter. If it is the result of 
ignorance, it is a blameworthy ignorance; 
iP it Is a mere effort of the imagination, it 
fs the more to be condemned. In either 
case, so gross a blunder on the one point 
in the article, which admits of being com- 
pared with well-known standard sources of 
information, does much to discredit, in the 
minds of those who have read and under- 
stood it, what Mr. Villiers alleges to be 
«The Truth About Port Arthur.”

Has Solved the Problem. 


A BI-PARTISAN BOARD PROVIDED 


Powers of the Chief of Police Great- 
ly Extended and a Reorgan- 
ization of the Force 
Ordered. 


ALBANY, ‘Sfarch 25.—Assemblyman Dan- 
forth E. Ainsworth of Oswego County, the 
Republican leader on the floor of the As- 
sembly, to-night introduced in the lower 
House two bills touching the New-York 
City police force, which, he thinks, will 


solve the New-York City police problem and 
be satisfactory to all parties interested. 
They were referred to the Cities Commit- 
tee. In speaking of the bills to-night, Mr. 


Ainsworth said: 

“One bill leaves the power of appointing 
four Police Commissioners with the Mayor, 
as at present. The section of the New-York 
City Consolidation act granting this power 
is. not changed by the bill. This section 
simply provides for the appointment of four 
Police Conimissioners, and does not in ef- 
fect provide for a bi-partisan board. Un- 
der its provision, however, it was the un- 
written law for every Mayor to appoint a 
bi-partisan board, and this was done until 
Mayor Grant’s term, when he appointed a 
board of three Democrats and one Repub- 


lican. 
-“ This bill in effect provides for a bi-parti- 


gan board, as there is no doubt but that 
Mayor Strong would appoint a bi-partisan 
board, should he act under the bill. This 
bill will not have the alleged unconstitu- 
tional objection to it that the Lexow Dill 
has regarding the election and appointment 
of a bi-partisan board. 

“The second bill provides for a reorgani- 
gation of the force by the Police Commis- 
sioners, subject to the approval or disap- 
proval of the Mayor. The bill makes the 
Chief of Police the executive officer of the 
force, as he should be if he is worthy to 
hold the office. They correct the errors in 
the present system by removing politics 
from trials by the Commissioners, by pro- 
viding for trials below the grade of Chief 
of Police by a public court-martial. They 
provide for a reorganization of the police 
force by Commissioners who are absolutely 
responsible to the Mayor, and remove the 
objection which has heretofore been made 
to a reorganization by the Commissioners 
in that a deadlock is prevented. 

“It is provided that in the event of a 
failure of -the Commissioners to agree in 
their recommendations, the Mayor may ap- 
prove or disapprove of the recommenda- 
tion of any two or more of the Commis- 
sioners. 

'“ Having purified the force’ under the 
reorganization scheme presented, these bills 
make the Chief of Police an absolutely re- 
sponsible head of the force. I introduced 
these bills because I have had fifty letters 
the past week from different sections of 
the State asking why this Legislature— 
this reform Legislature—did not do some- 
thing, saying that our course here was 
naving a damaging effect upon our party. I 
have waited for some one else to solve the 
problem. There is necessity for immediate 
action. So much delay and changing of 
base on the part of the Senate is harmful. 
Maybe the Assembly can pass police bills 
for New-York City which may be more ac- 
ceptable to the Senate than anything they 
have been considering. I shall push these 
bills with all promptness. They were pre- 
pared and introduced of my own volition.” 

The first, which provides for the reor- 
ganization of the police force by the Board 
of Police Commissioners, is as follows: 


* ‘Section 1. The Board of Police of the City 
of New-York, in office when this act takes 
effect, is hereby created a commission to 
reorganize the Police Department of the 
City of New-York, with power to sit as 
such commission until June 1, 1895. The 
Mayor of the City of New-York may, upon 
a written order filed with the Chief Clerk 
of the Police Department, continue them 
as such commission until June 15, 1895. 
It shall be the duty of such commission 
to reorganize the Police Department of the 
City of New-York, and to that end to in- 
quire and examine into the qualifications 
and efficiency of the uniformed police below 
the rank of Superintendent or Chief of 
Police, and all other persons connected 
with and on the pay-roll of said depart- 
ment, and to certify for dismissal, as here- 
inafter provided, all such persons who, 
after inquiry and examination, shall in 
their judgment not be possessed of the 
qualifications necessary for the mainte- 
wance of the morals and discipline and the 
efficient conduct of the administration of 
the said department. 

Sec. 2. Once in every twenty days during 
the pending of such inquiry and examina- 
tion, said commission or a majority of it 
shall certify in writing in the form of a 
report to the Mayor of the City of New- 
York for dismissal the names of such .per- 
sons attached to the uniformed force, ex- 
cept the Superintendent or Chief of Po- 
lice,’ or connected with the Police Depart- 
ment of the City of New-York, whose gen- 
eral qualifications are not in their judg- 
ment such as to conduce to the mainte- 
nance of the morals and discipline or the 
efficient conduct or administration of said 
department. 

Sec. 3. The report in the foregoing sec- 
tion provided for shall contain opposite 
the names of such persons therein certified 
for dismissal, a concise statement of the 
reasons for dismissal, In case less than the 
whole of the members of said commission 
shall concur in certifying any person for 
dismissal, the member or members non-con- 
curring shall, opposite the name of such 
person, state concisely the reason for such 
non-concurrence, 

Sec. 4. Within three days after receipt 
by him of a report from said commission, 
the Mayor will indorse thereon his ap- 

oval or disapproval of the same. If he 
ndorse upon said report ‘‘ Approved,” the 
persons So certified for dismissal shall. be 
eld and deemed from the date of such 
indorsement dismissed from said depart- 
ment, and their pay shall forthwith cease 
and determine. If he indorses thereon 
** Disapproved,”’ the persons so certified for 
dismissal shall be deemed retained. But 
the said Mayor may approve said report 
as to some and may disapprove the same 
as to others of the persons so named there- 
in for dismissal by indicating thereon the 
persons in whose dismissal he concurs and 
those in whose dismissal he non-concurs. 
And in such event those whose dismissal. he 
thereby approves shall be held and deemed 
from the date of such approval dismissed 
from said department, and their pay shall 
forthwith cease and determine, and those 
in whose dismissal he non-concurs shall be 
deemed retained. Nothing herein contained 
shall be construed as preventing the com- 
mission certifying again for dismissa] upon 
other and further grounds than those first 
assigned, any person whose dismissal may 
have been previously disapproved by said 
Mayor, and in the event of a failure of 
said Commissioners to agree in their rec- 
ommendations, the Mayor may approve or 
disapprove of the recommendations of any 
two or more_of said Commissioners. 

.Sec.5. The report so made to and acted 
upon by said Mayor shall be filed with the 
Clerk of the Police Department of the City 
of New-York, and shall be and remain there- 
after public records. 

All dismissals so made shall be final and 
conclusive, and there shall be no right of 
review or appeal from the decision of said 
commission as approved by the Mayor to 
any other tribunal, either by writ of cer- 
tiorari or otherwise. 

Sec. 6. The commission hereby created 
may employ counsel and such other ex- 
pert and technical assistants as in its dis- 
cretion may be expedient except that noth- 
ing’ herein contained shall empower it. to 
employ more than one counsel at,any one 
time, nor more than one expert or technical 
assistant at any one time upon any one 
technical branch of its inquiry during its 
investigation, and in no event shall it have 
at any. one time the assistance of more 
than three experts or technical assistants. 
:‘ Said commission shall have the power, in 
furtherance of the purpose of this act, to 
subpoenas is to compel the’ attendance 
of witnesses and to compel the production 
before it of books, papers, and docteieets, 
to administer oaths, and may pursue its in- 
quiry in any and all directions neces for 

tl purpose of determining the qualifica- 
‘ tions of any rson connected with afd 
on the pay roll of the Police Department 
of the City of New-York, except the Super- 
dntendent or Chief of Police. Failure to 
pte a subpoena duly served is hereby 
declared a misdemeanor. 

. 7. The term “ qualifications ’”’ in the 
feregcing provisions of this act contained, 
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of the said’ commission, the reasonable re- 
quirements of the office which he 5 

No person or persons whose qualifica- 
tions shall be inquired or examined into 
by said commission, pursuant to the fore- 
going provisions, shall be: entitled to the 
assistance of counsel, but such commission 
may in its discretion permit representation 
by counsel in such cases as it deems proper. 
In -the event of such permission being 
given, it may be withdrawn at any time. 
Sec. .8. The Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment of said City of New-York shall 
appropriate such sums of money as are 
necessary to enable said commission to 
perform the duties herein prescribed. 

Sec. 9. This act shall take effect imme- 
diately. 


The Police Commission Bill. 


The second bill amends the sections of 
the New-York City Consolidation act relat- 
ing to the Police Department. The present 
section regarding the appointment of four 
Police Commissioners by the Mayor is not 
changed. Section 250, which relates to the 
adoption of rules by the Police Commis- 
sioners for the government of the force is 
amended by inserting the following: 


The examination, hearing, investigation, 
and. determination of the charges made or 
preferred. against any member or members 
of the said police force below the rank of 
Superintendent or Chief of Police shall be 
had and made before a court consisting of 
not less than three nor more than five of- 
ficers of the force of the rank of Sergeant, 
Captain, or Inspector, to be called a Police 
Trial Court, to be convened on the _ order 
of the Superintendent or Chief of Police. 
As many police trial courts may be in ses- 
sion as it is necessary to dispose of all 
charges promptly. Each court shall only 
hear such charges as the Superintendent 
sends'to it or convenes it to hear, and after 
their disposition and determination shall be 
disbanded. 

No member or members of the police force 
except as provided in this chapter shall be 
fined, reprimanded, removed, suspended, or 
dismissed from the police force until written 
charges shall be made or preferred against 
him or them, nor until such charges shall 
have been examined, heard, and investigat- 
ed before a police trial court, convened by 
order of the Superintendent or Chief of Po- 
lice, upon such reasonable notice to the 
member or members charged, and in such 
manner or procedure or investigated, as 
said* Board of Police by rules and regula- 
tions from time to time prescribes; provid- 
ed, however, that any member of the police 
force who is now or who hereafter may 
become insane or of unsound.mind so as to 
be unable or unfit to perform full police 
services or duty may be removed and dis- 
missed from the police force by resolution 
of the Board of Police upon the recom- 
mendation of the Superintendent or Chief 
of Police. 

All charges against the Superintendent 
or Chief of Police shall be heard, investi- 
gated, and determined by the Board of Po- 
lice, and he shall only be removed on 
charges preferred and heard and for a good 
cause after due notice. 


Civil Service Requirements. 


Section 251 is amended by empowering the 
Chief of Police or his deputy to administer 
oaths. 

Section 265 is amended by providing that 
there shall be six Inspectors of Police, and 
that in addition to the present members of 
the force there shall be a Deputy Chief of 
Police. This section is further amended by 
providing as follows: 


The Board of Police shall appoint and 
may remove at its pleasure three residents 
and voters of the City of New-York to 
examine all applicants for membership of 
the uniformed police force or employment 
in the department as to their character and 
qualifications. The persons so appointed 
shall be called the Police Department Civil 
Service Board, and shall receive $10 wn, 
day for each day actually employed. he 
chief clerk of the department shall be the 
chief clerk of.the Civil Service Board. The 
Civil Service Board shall make its own 
rules, and s one shall be appointed;to a 
position on the uniformed force ‘or in the 
department who has not passed the exam- 
ination prescribed by said Civil Service 
Board. All examinations shall be, as:far 
as practicable, competitive, but all  appli- 
eants shall be examined as t6 their quali- 
fications for positions applied for, and not 
otherwise. 

When an applicant shall pass the. ex- 
amination, his or her name shall be placed 
on the eligible list, which shall be on. file 
in the office of the chief clerk of the de- 
partment, and from which all appointments 
shall be made. All civil service lists now 
in existence on which eligibles for appoint- 
ment to any: position in said department 
are registered, are hereby abolished. The 
Board of Police shall appoint all. members 
of the police force and employes of the de- 
partment, but no member of the uniformed 
force shall be appointed, except in the fol- 
lowing manner, to wit: the Superintendent 
or Chief of Police shall, from the list of 
eligibles on file in the office of the. chief 
clerk, recommend to the board anipicants 
for appointment, and -no one shall be ap- 
pointed whom he does not recommend, ex- 
cept by the unanimous vote of the board; 
in case the board shall fail for three months 
to make. appointments ‘which the Super- 
intendent or Chief of Police deems neces- 
sary for the efficiency of the force and pres- 
ervation of order and peace, he may make 
temporary appointments -himself, which ap- 
pointments shall be for six months. 


This section is.further amended by em- 
powering the Superintendent of Police to 
select the patrolmen: to perform detective 
duty at the Central Office Bureau of De- 
tectives, who are known as Detective Ser- 
geants. .The Police-Commission may reduce 
such Detective Sergeants to the grade of 
patrolmen, and the Superintendent of Po- 
lice shall transfer them to perform patrol 
duty. 

Section 266 is amended to read as fol- 
lows: 


Section 266—The Superintendent of Police 
shall be the chief executive officer of the 
foree and shall hereafter be designated 
as ‘‘Chief of Police.’”’ The Chief of Po- 
lice shall be chargeable with and respon- 
sible for the execution of all laws and 
the rules and regulations of the depart- 
ment. He shall assign to duty the members 
of the uniformed force, and shall have 
power to change such assignments from 
time to time, whenever, in his judgment, 
the exigencies of the service may require 
such change. He shall have power to sus- 
pend, without pay, pending the trial .of 
charges, any member of the uniformed 
force, rovided, however, that no such 
suspension shall. be continued for a period 
of more than thirty days. He may grant 
leaves of absence: to members of the force 
for a period not exceeding five days. ‘He 
shall report to’ the Board of Police all 
changes or assignments of offices and ‘all 
leaves of absence granted. Whenever a 
vacancy. shall occur in the office of Chief of 
Police, the office shall be filled by resolu- 
tion of the Board of Commissioners of Po- 
lice, by appointment of the Deputy Chief 
of Police, or from among Inspectors or 
Captains. In the absence or disability of 
the Chief of Police, the Deputy Chief. of 
Police shall discharge all the duties of the 
office of Chief of Police, and in the absence 
or disability at the same time of the Chief 
of Police and Deputy Chief of Police, the 
duties of Chief of Police shall be. per- 
formed by one.of the Inspectors of Police 
to be designated by resolution of the 
Board of Commissioners of Police. - ' 


Promotions in. the Force, 
Section 271-is. amended to read as, fol- 


lows: 

Section .271—Promotions of officers and 
members of the police force shall be made 
by. the Board of Police on grounds of 
meritorious police service and superior ca- 
pacity, and ‘shall ‘be as ‘follows: 

Sergeans of police shall be. selected 
from among. patrolmen assigned to duty' as 
Roundsmen, Captains from among the 
Sergeants, Inspectors from among Cap- 
tains, Deputy Chief of Police from among 
Inspectors :and Captains, and Chief of Po- 
lice from among Deputy Chief and Inspect- 
ors'and Captains; but, except by the unani- 
mous vote of all the members of the board, 
no'promotion shall be made, except in the 
case of,a vacancy in the office of Chief of 
Police, unless the same is recommended by 
the Chief of Police in writing, stating his 
reasons for such recommendation. - 


Section 272 is amended by making its pro- 
visions apply to convictions of members of 
the ‘force for neglect of duty by a police 
trial.court and by inserting the following: 


When a police trial court shall recom- 
mend that.a member of the force be dis- 
missed, it shall: send with its prapment to 
the Superintendent or Chief of Police the 
evidence taken -by it, and the Superintend- 
ent or: Chief: of: Police shall promptly re- 
view the whole: proceedings and recommend 
to the. Board of Police that the findings of 
the-court be modified by the inflicting of a 
lesser punishment than the one recommend- 
ed, ordering a new trial before a new police 
trial. court, or the dismissal of the charges 
entirely. _The Superintendent or Chief of 
Police shall file. his written report with the 
Chief Clerk of the department, who shall 
Hea ite ly. lay, it before the Board of Po- 
lice, wh shall:promptly take up and dis- 
pose of ithe same. he Board of Police 
may affirm the: judgment in full, modify it 
and inflict a lesser punishment than the one 
imposed. by .the: police trial court, order a 
new trial before a new police court, or 
dismiss’ the charges entirely. Defendants in 
all cases ..before police trial courts shall be 
allowed counsel, and may have counsel ‘be- 
fore the Board of Police, in its discretion. -

Brooklyn Aldermen 
Opposition. 


HELPED OUT BY A MASQUERADE BALL 


Colson Thought He Had Prevented 


Action, and, Before Adjourn- 
mént, Departed with His_ 
Supporters. 


The Brooklyn Board of Aldermen yester- 
day adopted an ordinance’ making eight 
miles an hour the limit of speed for trolley 
cars. 

This was accomplished after a protracted 
struggle with those in opposition, and after 
they had left the chamber, believing that 
the measure had finally been defeated. 

Alderman Colson led the opposition. He 
was determined that ten miles should be 
the limit. But, as it was getting late and 
he was anxious to go to a masquerade ball 
in the Eastern District, and as he fancied 
that nothing further would be done by the 
board, he went away before adjournment, 
with his supporters, Aldermen Droge, Roed- 
er, Karutz, Jahn, and Hennessy. Then the 
eight-mile ordinance presented by Alderman 
Leich was adopted by a vote of 8 to 1. 

A resolution from the special committee 
on railroad matters that had been present- 


ed on Feb. 25 and laid on the table, was 
taken up soon after the meeting opened 
yesterday. 

It provided that all cars shall be l- 
censed, that the companies shall report 
daily to the police all casualties, that only 
the motorman shall ride on the front plat- 
form, that all cars shall stop before cross- 
ing tracks, that the speed shall not ex- 
ceed eight miles an hour, that each car 
shall have a speed indicator, and that the 
penalty for each violation of the ordinance 
shall be $235. , 

Alderman Walsh offered a substitute for 
practically the same as it was, and Alder- 
the committee’s resolution, which was 
man Colson moved its adoption. It was 
lost. 

Alderman Leich then presented his reso- 
lution, which provides that no street surface 
railroad car operated by felectricity in 
Brooklyn, shall be run at a rate of speed 
to exceed six miles an hour in Fulton 
Street, between the ferry and Flatbush 
Avenue; in Myrtle Avenue between Fulton 
Street and Hudson Avenue; in Broadway, 
between the ferry and Driggs Avenue; in 
Grand Street, between the ferry and Driggs 
Avenue, and in Manhattan Avenue, between 
Greenpoint and Nassau Avenues; nor in 
any other part of the first twenty-eight 
wards of said city, at a rate of speed to 
exceed eight miles an hour. 

The other portions of the resolution are 
similar to those incorporated in the reso- 
lutions defeated. 

“These resolutions,” said Alderman 
Leich, “‘ are suggested by Mayor Schieren, 
and, if they are adopted here, he will not 
veto them.” 

**It seems to be all Mayor,” said Alder- 
man Colson. “It is time the Aldermen had 
their ‘say.”’ ; 

‘“It appears to be all railroad companies,” 
said. Alderman. Leich. ‘‘ The people. want 
protection, but the Aldermen vote against 
the’ people,”’ 

“Fourteen months have gone by and the 
people are still without protection from this 
reform board,” said Alderman Guilfoyle. 
“Do not send .this matter to a committee.” 

*“‘No,” said Alderman McGarry. ‘‘ The 
railroad corporations continue to murder 
our citizens. We have no time to refer it. 
Now is’the time to act.” 

“The ideas in this resolution,” said <Al- 
derman Walkley, “are on a line with the 
suggestions of the Mayor and the Grand 
Jury.. You are now face to face with the 
great problem. The .great mass of people 
are’ opposed to ten miles an hour. It’is 
in your power to stop this slaughter. The 
city “spent $73,000 last year to put down 
the, smallpox -epidemic, which resulted in 
forty-three deaths, but these trolleys, which 
have caused 103 deaths, are allowed to con- 
tinue their destruction, and you vote against 
stopping it. Eight miles an hour is fast 
enough, and the great power of public opin- 
ion .is behind that rate of speed.’”’ 

Alderman Colson moved as a’ substitute 
that .a committee of nine be appointed, to 
investigate the speed, speed indicators, and 
fenders, three to be appointed by the Mayor, 
three by the Common Council, and’ three by 
the railroad companies, 

‘“‘I'am. opposed to such a substitute,” said 
Alderman Leich. “It is against common 
sense and destroys the urgent. resolution. 
The blood of every victim rests upon the 
men who have been seeking delay. This 
is a matter that must be attended to.” 

Alderman Clark raised the point of order 
that the substitute was out of place. 

President Wallace decided against him. 
Alderman Clark appealed from the decision 
of the Chair, and the decision was sus- 
tained, amid much disorder. 

Alderman Guillfoyle moved to lay the sub- 
stitute upon the table. 

A careful tally of the vote was kept. It 
was 9 to 9, but the Clerk said the motion 
to ‘lay upon 'the table had’ been carried— 
12 to 5. ¢ 

Alderman Clark declared the Clerk was 
wrong, but he got no satisfaction. 

“Now we can go to the masquerade 
ball,’* said Alderman Colson. ‘I was afraid 
that’ the debate would delay us all night, 
and we would miss the fun.” 

He and his supporters left the room, and 
the’ Common Council proceeded with the 
reguler routine work. 

Alderman Cohn was sliding out of the 
room, when: Alderman McGarry asked the 
Sergeant.at Arms to prevent him from 
going, as he just made the quorum of ten. 

He returned to his seat, and, pounding 
the desk, said he would like to see any 
man stop his leaving. the room, ,but he 
staid. 

Alderman Leich moved that his trolley 
resolution be taken from the table, and 
this’ was carried. He then moved its adop- 
tion. . 

Aldermen Cary and Cohn fought against 
this, but the motion prevailed, and the vote 


was taken. Cohn did not vote, and the. 


resolution was carried, as follows: 
Yeas—Aldermen Clark, Guilfoyle, Leich, 
Vollmer, Walkley, Walsh, Wallace, Mc- 
Garry—8. Nays—Alderman Isaac H. Cary. 
A resolution was also passed protesting 
against Mayor Schieren’s bill for the re- 
organization of the Board of Education. 


A Company with Big Capital. 


An Albany. dispatch yesterday announc- 
ing that the American Dock and Ware- 
house Company had been incorporated 
brought out some comment in the financial 
district, but no information. The company 
was incorporated to do warehousing, stor- 
ing, transporting, and forwarding in New- 
York, Brooklyn, and Jersey City. Its capi- 
tal was reported at $1,500,000. 

An officer of the Brooklyn Wharf and 
Warehouse Company, which recently ab- 
sorbed the East Rfver warehouse interests, 
said that his company believed it controlled 
everything worth having along the river 
front, and had left no room for a rival 
north of Greenwood Cemetery. He did not 
recognize the names of the incorporators, 
but thought one was that of a lawyer. The 
names were William J, Hardy, Henry Daily, 
Jr., and George A. Avery of New-York; C. 
A. Ward of Watexbury, Conn, and F. P. 
Nugent of Fishkill : 


Mr. Stoddard Takes His Hearers on a Trip 
Through Switzerland and Over Her 
Grand Mountains. 


“Switzerland and the Mighty Alps” was 
the subject of the second of John L. Stod- 
dard’s series of Lenten lectures at Daly’s 
Theatre yesterday morning. The usual 
large and attentive audience greeted him 


.and enjoyed the interesting tour with eye 


and ear. The pictures which are used to 
illustrate this lecture are some of the finest 
in Mr. Stoddard’s large collection, and the 
grandeur of the mountains and the beauties 
of the lakes of Switzerland were made by 
their use almost as real to the auditor as an 
actual visit to them could have been. 

Mr. Stoddard proved an admirable guide 
to his companions on the trip. He started 
with his party from Interlaken, the great 
headquarters for excursionists in Switzer- 
land. This pretty little town, guarded by 
the frowning Jungfrau, was shown, and 
from here excursions were made into the 
mountains. Fifteen years ago the ascent 
of the Alps had to be made on foot or on 
mules, but now railroads pierce the clouds 
in every direction from Interlaken, and a 
good part of the tourist’s travels can be 
made with comfort and dispatch. The 
glaciers at Murren were visited and shown 
by means of a series of picturesque illustra- 
tions, as were the cascades of the Geiss- 
bach. 

Then a trip was made to beautiful Lu- 
cerne, with Mount Pilate in the distance, 
and a sail was enjoyed on the beautiful 
lake, bordered by chalets and gardens. 
William Tell’s chapel was shown and de- 
scribed and also a number of other historic 
souvenirs dear to the Swiss heart. The 
famous monastery of St. Bernard, with its 
brothers, who are constantly risking their 
owh lives to save those of others, was 
visited, and a realistic description of a 
storm in the mountains showed vividly the 
dangerous nature of the work in which 
these self-sacrificing monks are engaged. 
Probably no part of the lecture was more 
interesting to the average hearer than this, 
for everybody has heard of St. Bernard 
from childhood days. 

From St. Bernard to the Vale of Chamou- 
nix, and from there to the most famous of 
the glaciers, the world-renowned ‘‘ Mer de 
Glace,” (‘‘ Sea of Ice,’’) the lecturer took his 
hearers and gave a vivid description of that 
wonderful moving cataract of ice. The dan- 
gers and difficulties of crossing the glacier 
were illustrated and some of its peculiari- 
ties revealed. 

Mont Blanc, the monarch of the Alps, 
was shown from different points of view, 
and its ascent was made in imagination. 
Then the lovely City of Geneva, with its 
still more lovely lake, was visited, and here 
a halt was made long enough to take a 
sail and enjoy the charming scenery of the 
lake and make a pilgrimage to the historic- 
al Castle of Chillon and its dungeons, im- 
mortalized by Byron in poetry. The trip 
was completed by a journey to the fatal Mat- 
terhorn, the most extraordinary feature of 
the Alps, which was shown to the audience 
in varying lights, at sunset, night, and 
morning. 

The lecture on ‘‘ Switzerland ’”’ will be re- 
peated on Wednesday, Thursday, and Sat- 
urday mornings at 11 o’clock, and to-day 
and Friday afternoon at 3 o’clock. Next 
week’s lecture will be descriptive of Rome. 


ROSE COGHLAN’S LOSING SEASON 


Springer & Welty Attached the Office 
Receipts Because They Lost Faith 
in John T. Sullivan. 


The report telegraphed from Columbus 
that the box office receipts of Rose Coghlan 
had been attached for a printing bill due 
to Springer & Welty of this city caused 
no surprise among theatrical people. It 
was known that Miss Coghlan had been 
playing to a losing business all through the 
season, and that she was in arrears for 
the salaries of her company. Her own 
statement, however, that unless some of 
the receipts were released she would dis- 
y}and her company at once, was a genuine 
surprise. 

Though she has lost money, “ taking,’’ as 
she expressed it, ‘‘no more than enough to 
pay the board and transportation of her 
company for several weeks,’’ it is well 
known that Miss Coghlan is always able 
to raise funds enough to keep her company 
on the road. She herself told a Columbus 
reporter that she had borrowed $18,000 
from a New-York broker, all of which she 
had lost. 

George Welty, one of the firm which at- 
tached the box office receipts of $350 in Co- 
lumbus, said to a reporter of The New-York 
Times ‘last night: 

“TI have received no information that 
Miss Coghlan has disbanded her company, 
and I don't believe she will, unless her 
unpaid actors force her to do so. I believe 
her statement on that point was.made with 
the view of influencing us to withdraw the 
attachment. Our bill of some $800 has been 
running all season, and we have found it 
impossible to get any money. Finally I 
wrote to John T. Sullivan, the manager and 
Miss Coghlan’s husband, offering to ac- 
cept two or three notes in settlement of the 
bill, and he telegraphed me that he had 
sent them by mail. They never came, and 
we concluded that he had told us a false- 
hood. Then we began to send the printing 
Cc. O. D. Two or three of the packages 
were taken and paid for, and the next came 
back to us rejected. We believe Rose 
Coghlan has got money, and we know she 
can get it, but we would not have pressed 
her had we not been convinced that she 
and Mr. Sullivan were misrepresenting 
things to us.” 


ALDERMANIC REORGANIZATION CONSIDERED

William H. Hale began the proceedings 
by saying ‘‘ No Mayor who ever filled the 
chair had the responsibilities and difficulties 
to encounter that the present Incumbent 
has had. The forces of evil antagonize 
him. I don’t say that all who oppose him 
are bad, but I do say this, that the forces 
of evil antagonize him.’’ 

Henry Marshall; Samuel T. Maddox, John 
Winslow, Benjamin Gates, and others 
spoke against the Senatorial district scheme. 

Samuel H. Drew of the Twenty-third 
Ward favored the Senatorial district plan, 
because he believed it would benefit the Re- 
publican Party, as there would be sixteen 
Republican Aldermen and twelve Demo- 
cratic, 

William G. Low of the First Ward was 
opposed to the bill. Dr. E. B. Coombs, 
Col. Charles B. Morton, and Sheriff Buttling 
were in favor of it. 

Alderman Guilfoyle favored the Assembly
